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The  cover  depicts  the  campus  of  Medfield  State  Hospital  which  celebrated  its  100th 
Armiversar)  in  1996.  The  logo  in  the  right  hand  comer  was  designed  by  long  time 
Medfield  resident  Lucy  Tanner. 


Medfield  State  Hospital  is  situated  in  the  northwest  comer  of  Medfield  and  covers  400 
acres  bordering  on  the  Charles  River.  The  Hospital  received  its  first  patients  in  1896.  It 
was  the  first  psychiatric  hospital  to  be  built  on  the  "cottage  plan"  (which  meant  that 
patients  lived  in  individual  buildings  specifically  suited  to  their  needs).  In  order  to  make 
living  conditions  more  homelike,  sleeping  quarters  were  on  the  second  floor  with  sitting 
and  work  rooms  on  the  ground  floors. 

A  farm  and  farm  house  completed  in  1901,  played  a  very  important  role  in  the  lives  of  the 
patients  and  the  economy  of  the  hospital  and  Medfield  residents  who  were  employed 
there  for  many  years.  It  was  finally  closed  in  the  late  1960's.  The  hospital  also  initiated  a 
training  program  for  nurses  with  students  affiliating  at  Boston  City  Hospital. 

Following  World  War  II,  many  changes  occurred  in  the  philosophies,  attitudes  and 
treatment  approaches  for  people  with  mental  illness.  The  introduction  of  medications  in 
the  1950's  and  the  establishment  of  community  mental  health  programs  in  the  1960's 
enabled  many  patients  to  leave  the  hospital.  These  advances  led  to  a  dramatic  decrease  in 
hospital  census.  In  the  1950's  1,500  patients  were  treated  there.  Today  there  are  less 
than  160  patients  at  the  hospital. 

Many  Medfield  residents  have  taken  the  opportunity  to  get  involved  with  the  hospital 
whether  it  is  through  employment  or  volunteer  efforts.  The  Volunteer  Services 
Department  has  a  wide  range  of  opportunities  for  interested  persons  to  donate  their  time, 
effort  and  concern.  Some  volunteers  work  with  patients  in  rehabilitation  programs  and 
others  get  involved  in  fundraising  efforts  and  special  events.  The  hospital  also  is 
recruiting  members  for  the  board  of  trustees,  human  rights  and  other  committees  as  well 
as  the  Citizens'  Monitoring  Program. 

We  salute  Medfield  State  Hospital  and  its  staff  on  its  100th  Anniversary  and  look  forward 
to  a  continued  cooperative  working  relationship  with  the  hospital  and  the  Medfield 
community.

DECEMBER  31, 1996 
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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

To  the  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Board  reorganized  for  the  ensuing  year  in  March.  John  T.  Harney  was  elected 
Chairman  and  Ann  B.  Thompson  was  elected  Clerk.  Tidal  B.  Henry  did  not  run  for 
reelection  and  Clarence  A.  Purvis  was  elected  to  fill  his  seat. 

DOWNTOWN  RENEWAL 


The  voters  of  Medfield  committed  themselves  to  several  significant  projects  to 
revitalize  the  downtown.  Having  agreed  to  purchase  land  for  a  post  office  site  a  year 
earlier,  the  Town  in  1 996  went  forward  with  plans  to  completely  renovate  the  Town  Hall, 
to  demolish  much  of  the  library  and  construct  a  major  addition,  and  to  assist  the  Historical 
Society  in  its  efforts  to  preserve  and  restore  the  Dwight-Derby  House. 

The  April  Town  meeting  appropriated  $2.3  million  to  renovate  the  Town  Hall. 
This  included  converting  the  building  from  two  to  four  stories,  providing  full  accessibility 
with  the  addition  of  an  elevator  and  at-grade  entrances,  and  restoration  of  the  original 
steeply  pitched  roof  and  towers.  When  completed  in  1997,  the  Town  Hall  will  provide 
four  stories  of  office  space  and  will  house  the  School  Department  central  offices.  To 
provide  for  the  additional  parking  required  for  the  renovated  Town  Hall  and  expanded 
Library,  the  Town  acquired  three  properties  at  the  rear  of  the  hardware  store.  Two  of  the 
buildings  were  demolished  in  the  Spring  and  the  third,  McCarthy's  blacksmith  shop,  will  be 
demolished  upon  completion  of  the  Town  Hall.  Bids  were  opened  in  August  and 
construction  began  in  the  Fall.  During  construction,  Town  offices  were  relocated  to 
temporary  quarters  at  93  West  Street. 

The  voters  also  appropriated  $3.26  million  to  renovate  the  Memorial  Public 
Library.  The  original  portion  will  remain,  while  the  1980's  addition,  the  former  St. 
Edward's  rectory,  will  be  demolished  to  make  way  for  a  large  new  addition  that  will  be 
similar  in  architectural  style  to  the  original  Georgian  library  building.  In  September  the 
Library  Trustees  were  notified  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners 
that  the  project  had  been  selected  to  receive  a  $1.2  million  grant  from  the  Commonwealth. 

During  the  summer  Dwight-Derby  house  was  put  up  for  sale.  It  had  been  vacant 
for  some  time  and  there  was  concern  that  the  structure  would  further  deteriorate  or  be 
vandalized.  This  structure,  located  at  7  Frairy  Street  is  one  of  the  oldest  remaining  houses 
in  the  United  States.  Of  particular  significance  to  Medfield,  the  original  section  of  the 
house  was  built  in  1651,  the  year  that  the  Town  was  incorporated.  A  group  of  residents 
organized  to  persuade  the  Town  that  the  house  should  be  purchased.  With  the  numerous 
other  capital  projects  underway  it  would  place  a  great  burden  on  the  taxpayers  to  finance 
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yet  another  major  purchase  and  renovation  project.  After  much  debate  it  was  finally 
agreed  that  the  Town  would  purchase  the  property,  if  the  Friends  of  the  Dwight-Derby 
House,  an  offshoot  of  the  Medfield  Historical  Society,  would  agree  to  fund  the 
renovations  and  could  show  substantial  progress  in  raising  the  necessary  funds.  At  the 
September  Special  Town  Meeting  the  voters  overwhelmingly  agreed  to  fund  the  purchase 
of  the  house.  In  November  the  Town  paid  $225,000  and  took  title  to  the  property. 

In  the  fall  a  25%  completion  hearing  was  held  to  review  the  proposed  plans  for 
reconstruction  of  Main  Street  from  South  Street  to  Spring  Street.  This  project  will  utilize 
state  funds  to  pay  for  a  badly  needed  upgrade  of  traffic  signals  along  the  busy  109 
corridor.  In  addition,  the  work  will  encompass  replacement  of  sidewalks,  installation  of 
handicapped  ramps,  improved  traffic  channelization  and  resurfacing  of  the  roadway.  The 
project  is  scheduled  to  be  bid  in  1997. 

The  October  Special  Town  Meeting  appropriated  funds  to  replace  the  roof  over 
the  Town  Clock,  located  in  the  steeple  of  the  first  parish  church  on  North  Street.  The 
Town  was  also  notified  that  it  was  one  of  four  communities,  statewide,  to  receive  funding 
from  the  Humanities  Grant  Program  to  assist  with  the  Veterans'  memorials  at  Baxter 
Park 

WATER  SYSTEM  IMPROVEMENTS 

Substantial  progress  was  made  in  improving  both  the  quality  and  quantity  of  water. 
A  contract  was  awarded  for  the  construction  of  a  water  treatment  plant  to  remove  volatile 
organic  chemicals  from  wells  one  and  two,  located  off  Route  1 09  near  the  Millis  town 
line..  The  plant  was  complete  at  year  end  and  was  scheduled  to  be  put  into  service  early  in 
1997.  The  Water  Department  has  been  working  with  the  Commonwealth's  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  to  locate  the  source  of  the  contamination. 

On  September  17  the  Board  voted  to  sign  a  lease  with  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  which  gave  the  Town  the  right  to  construct  a  municipal  water  well  on 
state-owned  land  near  Medfield  State  Hospital.  A  few  weeks  later  construction  began  on 
a  gravel-packed  well.  Scheduled  for  completion  in  August  of  1997,  the  well  will 
supplement  the  Town's  existing  water  supply  and  should,  for  the  most  part,  bring  an  end 
to  the  summer  water  bans,  that  have  been  implemented  for  the  past  several  years. 

SEWERAGE  OPTIONS 

In  June  the  Board  of  Water  and  Sewerage  held  a  public  hearing  to  present  the 
results  of  their  preliminary  sewer  master  plan  update.  About  175  residents  attended  the 
hearing,  with  many  requesting  the  Board  to  move  forward  with  a  plan  to  sewer  the  entire 
town  over  the  next  several  years.  In  response  to  the  hearing,  the  Board  submitted  two 
articles  for  the  September  Special  Town  Meeting.  The  first  sought  authorization  and 
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funding  to  construct  sewers  and  a  pump  station  along  South  Street  from  route  27  to  the 
Norfolk  town  line  The  second  sought  authorization  and  funding  to  proceed  with  Phase  I 
of  the  updated  sewer  master  plan.  The  Town  Meeting  voted  to  fund  construction  of  the 
South  Street  sewers  in  conjunction  with  the  planned  reconstruction  of  South  Street  but 
did  not  vote  funding  for  the  additional  sewers.  A  debt  exclusion  override  vote  in  the 
amount  of  $958,000  was  approved  by  the  voters  at  a  December  special  election  called  for 
that  purpose.   A  committee,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  develop  alternatives 
to  sewer  construction  has  been  working  in  an  effort  to  provide  the  Town  Meeting  with 
sufficient  information  to  make  an  informed  decision  on  which  direction  to  proceed.  The 
Board  of  Water  and  Sewerage  has  also  been  working  with  its  consultant  and  the  Board  of 
Health  to  revise  its  construction  schedule  so  that  the  most  critical  areas  are  addressed  first. 
The  Board  of  Health  applied  in  September  for    $100,000  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  Community  Septic  Management  Program  to  establish  a  revolving  loan  fund 
to  assist  homeowners  with  septic  system  repairs 

OTHER  DEVELOPMENTS 

The  efforts  of  a  dedicated  group  of  residents  bore  fruit  in  June  with  the  completion 
of  the  new  playground  at  Hinkley  Park.  The  Friends  of  the  New  Medfield  Playground 
raised  more  than  $70,000  over  a  three  year  period  to  assure  that  project  would  go 
forward.  After  surviving  one  of  the  worst  winters  on  record,  with  eighteen  snow  storms 
and  a  new  record  snowfall  accumulation,  it  was  a  pleasure  to  see  so  many  families 
enjoying  the  playground  and  the  warmth  of  the  summer  sun. 

Efforts  to  protect  the  town's  open  spaces  continued.  While  no  land  was  purchased 
$50,000  was  voted  to  the  Conservation  Fund  to  have  available  should  an  important  parcel 
of  land  come  on  the  market.  A  donation  of  conservation  land  off  Oxbow  Road  was  made 
by  Ellen  Realty  Trust. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  funded  the  conversion  of  office  space  at  the  Dale 
Street  School  back  to  classrooms.  As  a  result  of  the  need  to  recapture  classroom  space  to 
accommodate  an  increasing  school  enrollment,  the  School  Department  central  offices 
moved  to  temporary  quarters  in  the  High  School  until  the  Town  Hall  renovation  has  been 
completed.  The  Town  Meeting  also  approved  the  renovation  of  the  track  and  main  athletic 
field  at  the  High  School.  As  a  result  of  this  work,  no  home  games  were  held  at  the  High 
School  during  the  fall. 

Medfield  was  one  of  three  communities  selected  for  inclusion  in  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Transportation  Authority's  paratransit  service  this  year.  This  program  provides 
transportation  services  to  the  disabled.  Also,  at  the  October  Special  Town  Meeting  sign 
language  interpreters  were  utilized  for  the  first  time. 
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The  Federal  Telecommunications  Act  of  1996  required  local  officials  to  permit 
communication  towers  to  be  built  in  their  communities.  In  August  the  Town  was 
contacted  by  a  representative  of  a  company  looking  to  locate  a  tower  in  Medfield.  Since 
then  two  other  companies  have  contacted  the  Town  with  similar  requests.  In  response  to 
this  legislation,  the  Board  appointed  a  committee  in  early  September  to  draft  legislation 
regulating  the  location  of  such  towers  for  consideration  by  the  1997  Town  Meeting. 

Many  other  significant  developments  occurred  in  1996.  Among  these  are  the  start 
of  a  Senior  Citizens  Tax  Work-off  Program,  award  of  a  contract  for  reconstruction  of  the 
Philip,  Foundry  and  Nebo  Street  bridges,  a  recommendation  from  the  Economic 
Development  Committee  to  seek  proposals  for  recreational  use  of  a  portion  of  the  thirty 
acre  parcel  off  West  Mill  Street,  and  the  arrival  of  the  Fire  Department's  new  75  foot 
aerial  ladder  truck.  For  information  on  these  and  various  other  developments  we  refer  you 
to  the  individual  departmental  reports,  which  are  included  elsewhere  in  this  1996  Annual 
Report. 

RECOGNITION 

James  F.  Lynn,  Chairman  of  the  Personnel  Board,  did  not  seek  reappointment.  His 
efforts  to  modernize  the  Town's  personnel  practices  included  instituting  a  merit  system 
for  managerial  employees,  a  cafeteria  benefits  plan  and  a  credit  union.  The  year  also  saw 
the  retirements  of  three  long-term  Town  Hall  staff  members,  Mae  Otting  of  the 
Inspections  and  Board  of  Health  Departments;  Nancy  Griffin,  Assistant  Tax  Collector  and 
Dorcas  Owen,  receptionist  and  Assistant  Town  Clerk. 

Seldom  in  the  history  of  the  Town  have  so  many  significant  projects  been 
undertaken  in  such  a  short  span  of  time.  Medfield  is  in  a  race  against  development,  a  race 
to  preserve  the  beauty  and  small  town  feel,  that  to  so  many  have  come  to  symbolize  what 
the  Town  is  about.  While  growth  is  inevitable,  it  does  require  additional  services  to  meet 
the  needs  of  an  expanding  population.  Hopefully,  the  projects  which  have  been  undertaken 
will  both  maintain  the  small  town  flavor  of  Medfield  and  meet  the  needs  of  its  citizens.

I  hereby  submit  my  15th  Annual  Report  for  the  Public  Works  Department. 

STREET  DEPARTMENT 

Resurfacing:    The  following  streets  were  stone  sealed: 

Lowell  Mason  Road,  Remsen  Avenue,  Johns  Avenue,  Meade  Avenue,  Castle  Avenue, 
School  Street,  Wight  Street,  Hospital  Road,  Hartford  Street,  Millbrook  Road,  Linden 
Court,  Plain  Street. 

State  Aid  Projects:     Replacement  of  the  bridges  on  Foundry  Street,  Philip  Street  and 

Nebo  Street  was  started  in  the  late  fall.  Due  to  heavy  rains,  the  project  will  be  completed 

in  the  spring  of  1997. 

Route  109  (Main  Street)  Safety  Improvement  Project:   A  25%  design  was  submitted  in 

1996  and  a  Public  Hearing  was  conducted  in  January,  1997.  This  $500,000  project  is 

scheduled  for  construction  in  1997. 

South  Street  Extension:      100%  complete  plans  have  been  submitted  to  the  State  for 

approval.  The  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  have  requested  some  drainage 

changes,  these  new  submittals  will  be  made  in  1997.  Incorporated  into  this  project  is  a 

sewer  line  for  South  Street  Extension  residents. 


Sidewalks:  A  cement  sidewalk  was  reconstructed  on  Pleasant  Street  for  a  distance  of 
300  feet. 

Pfaff  Center:  At  the  request  of  the  Park  &  Recreation  Department,  the  Highway 
Department  expanded  the  parking  lot. 

School  Department:  At  the  request  of  the  School  Department,  the  Highway  Department 
constructed  a  parking  area  between  the  Middle  School  and  the  High  School  for  the 
school  buses. 

Baxter  Park:  The  Highway  Department  helped  with  the  installation  of  the  lights  and 
benches  at  the  park. 

Landfill:  The  landfill  closure  continues,  as  we  are  under  a  consent  order  to  be  closed  by 
November,  1998.  The  Highway  Department  hauled  in  materials  from  Green  Street  and 
Vine  Brook  Road.  The  Department  constructed  a  2000  foot  utility  road  along  the 
bottom  of  the  slope. 
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Highway  Garage:  Underground  gas  tanks  were  removed  and  replaced  with  above 
ground  tanks  The  garage  was  tied  into  town  sewer  per  order  of  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection.  The  garage  is  located  in  a  Zone  11  Aquifer. 

Rain  Storm:  On  October  20th,  7. 13  inches  of  rain  fell.  The  Massachusetts  Emergency 
Management  Agency  declared  certain  counties  in  Massachusetts  disaster  areas  including 
Norfolk  County.  This  made  Medfield  eligible  for  Federal  and  State  funding  in  the  sum  of 
$  9879.00. 

Snow:  1996  was  the  snowiest  winter  in  recorded  history  with  Medfield  receiving  126 
inches  of  the  "white  stuff'.  The  Selectmen  and  the  Warrant  Committee  declared  a  snow 
emergency  to  allow  spending  in  excess  of  the  snow  budget.  Total  spending  for  snow 
removal  was  $351,140  which  was  $124,935  over  budget.  The  Town  received  $86,030  in 
State  and  Federal  funding.  The  Department  was  called  out  a  total  of  35  times  for 
various  plowing,  salting/sanding  operations.

The  Medfield  Water  Department  replaced,  fixed,  installed  or  inspected  the  following: 

16  meters  repaired  21  meters  replaced 

68  new  services  76  new  meters  installed 


Flushing  Mains:     The  Water  Department  flushed  the  water  system  twice,  once  in  the 
spring  and  again  in  the  fall. 
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Wells  1  &  2:  The  Volatile  Treatment  Plant  was  constructed  in  1996  and  will  be  ready 
for  peak  demands  in  1997. 

Well  4:  A  chemical  additive  design  has  been  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  for  the  use  of  polyphosphate  sequestrant  addition  and  will  be 
on  line  in  1997. 

Well  5:  A  prolonged  pump  test  was  conducted  and  the  test  results  indicated  that  a 
filtration  plant  would  have  to  be  constructed  in  order  to  use  this  well.  The  cost  would  be 
$4,600,000  which  prompted  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  to  table  the  project  in  favor 
of  further  well  exploration  in  another  area  of  town. 

Well  6:  Drilling  of  the  new  Well  6  began  in  December.  The  gravel  pack  well  part  of  the 
well  should  be  complete  in  early  1997.  The  remainder  of  the  project  will  take  until 
September  of  1997  to  complete. 

Sewer  Department 

The  Master  Sewer  Plan  has  been  completed  and  is  currently  being  reviewed  for  approval 
by  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection.  DEP  approval  is  necessary  in  order  to 
make  the  sewer  plan  eligible  for  zero  or  low  percent  loans  from  the  state. 

Infiltration  Inflow  Study  has  been  completed  and  repairs  to  the  system  will  be  made  in 
1997.  Further  studies  are  needed  at  the  State  Hospital. 

In  1996  the  Medfield  Waste  Water  Treatment  Plant  treated  378,158,800  gallons  of 
sewerage  from  homes  and  various  businesses  in  town.  The  State  Hospital  discharged  an 
additional  36,725,730  gallons  of  sewerage  and  751,060  gallons  of  septic  from  private 
systems  were  treated.  The  total  amount  treated  in  1996  was  415,635,590  gallons.  The 
combined  effluent  was  discharged  to  the  Charles  River  with  a  better  than  97  %  removal 
of  impurities. 

In  conclusion,  appreciation  is  expressed  to  Administrative  Secretaries  Edith  Fernald  of 
the  Highway  Department  and  Evelyn  Clarke  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Department, 
Robert  Kennedy,  Street  Department  Foreman;  Edward  Hinkley,  Water  &  Sewer 
Foreman  and  Peter  Iafolla,  Chief  Operator  of  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant,  as  well  as 
all  the  men  of  the  various  departments  who  are  to  be  commended  for  their  continuous 
conscientious  public  service.

I  hereby  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1996. 

This  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Department.  We  answered  over  three  hundred  and 
sixty-five  calls  this  year.  Our  services  to  the  community  were  varied,  ranging  from  a 
three  day  search  of  the  Charles  River  for  a  missing  person,  pumping  of  basements,  CO 
alarm  investigations,  extrication  at  motor  vehicle  accidents,  two  structure  fires  on  the 
same  day,  as  well  as  all  the  routine  calls  throughout  the  year.  Although  our  calls  were 
many  and  varied,  the  members  of  the  department  "rose  to  the  occasion"  each  and  every 
time. 

It  was  with  much  anticipation  that  our  new  ladder  truck  arrived  in  July.  This  is  truly  a 
"state  of  the  art"  piece  of  equipment.  Since  it's  arrival,  training  was  conducted  by  factory 
representatives,  Mass.  Fire  Academy  and  continues  as  part  of  our  training  program.  This 
piece  of  equipment  will  serve  the  community  well  for  many  years  to  come.  Also 
purchased  this  year  was  a  used  bucket  truck  for  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  our  fire 
alarm  wires.  Along  with  the  fire  alarm  repairs  we  have  been  able  to  use  this  truck  to 
assist  other  departments  with  traffic  lights,  outside  lights,  and  flagpole  repairs  at  a 
considerable  cost  savings  to  the  town.  I  will  be  looking  to  upgrade  our  Jaws  of  Life 
rescue  tool  in  "FY98",  it  is  over  twenty  years  old  and  in  need  of  replacement.  All  other 
equipment  is  in  good  shape. 

Our  training  has  been  conducted  on  a  bi-monthly  basis  throughout  the  year.  This  spring 
nine  members  of  the  department  successfully  completed  the  E.M.T.  course.  A  mass 
casualty  drill  was  held  in  the  fall.  This  exercise  brought  the  fire,  ambulance  and  police 
personnel  together  in  a  simulated  multi-victim  accident  scenario  to  identify  and  practice 
the  roles  and  responsibilities  of  each  jurisdiction  at  a  major  event.  It  was  very  successful. 

After  twenty-four  years  of  volunteer  service,  our  dispatcher  Fred  Rogers  retired.  Fred's 
dedication  of  time  and  service  will  be  greatly  missed.  We  wish  him  good  health  and 
happiness  in  the  coming  years.  Joseph  Visser,  after  three  years  of  service,  resigned  to 
pursue  a  full-time  position  in  a  nearby  community.  In  October  we  welcomed  two  new 
members,  Chad  Boylan  and  Chris  Rhuda.  We  look  forward  to  their  contribution  to  the 
department.  As  our  town  continues  to  grow  so  do  the  demands.  I  will  be  requesting  a 
full-time  firefighter,  in  "FY98",  to  assist  me  with  the  daily  operation  of  the  department. 

This  year  over  seventy  new  house  plans  were  reviewed.  Three  major  construction  jobs 
that  will  take  place  in  1997,  Town  Hall,  Post  Office,  and  the  Library  will  require 
monitoring  on  a  regular  basis.  Fire  prevention  inspections  and  drills  were  conducted  in  all 
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schools,  state  hospital,  nursing  home  and  other  public  buildings  and  places  of  assembly 
throughout  the  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  and  women  of  the  department,  for  their  continued 
commitment  and  service  to  the  town.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  all  the  Town  Officials 
and  Town  Hall  staff  for  their  support  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

In  October  we  conducted  a  simulated  Mass  Casualty  Incident  at  the  transfer  station,  we 
simulated  a  bus  v  car  accident  with  many  victims  (drama  club)  and  almost  50  emergency 
personnel  took  part  in  this  exercise.  Police,  Fire  and  EMS  personnel  worked  together  in 
this  exercise.  This  was  great  practice  for  us  to  find  our  strengths  and  weaknesses  before 
a  real  mass  casualty  incident  takes  place.  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  Police,  Fire  and  EMS 
personnel  and  the  High  School  Drama  Club  (victims)  who  participated  to  make  this  a 
success.  A  special  thanks  to  EMT-R.N.  Sally  Wood,  our  Training  Coordinator,  whose 
idea  this  was,  in  helping  to  bring  this  all  together. 

Other  areas  of  training  conducted  throughout  the  year  included  pediatric  emergencies, 
respiratory  emergencies,  summer  emergencies,  defib  updates  and  allergic  reactions. 

We  also  received  our  pulse  oximeter  which  is  used  to  determine  the  amount  of  oxygen 
saturation  in  a  person's  blood  stream.  We  purchased  a  Mass.  Casualty  Incident  pack  that 
will  be  used  in  the  event  of  this  type  of  incident.  Our  new  squad  jackets  are  in,  giving 
each  squad  member  a  three-season  EMS  jacket,  which  will  keep  them  warm  at  scenes,  as 
well  as  making  them  highly  visible  and  identifiable. 

In  May  we  had  our  first  Medfield  EMS  fair  to  celebrate  National  EMS  week,  this  was 
attended  by  140-150  people.  The  entire  event  was  free,  there  were  raffles,  clinics  and 
workshops.  This  proved  to  be  a  worthwhile  event.  I  thank  EMT  Wood  who  coordinated 
the  entire  event  as  well  as  all  the  EMT's  who  volunteered  their  time  and  expertise  to  the 
event.  And  a  special  thanks  to  all  our  sponsors. 

We  had  three  EMT's  who  left  the  squad  in  1996:  EMT-P  John  Kelly  who  got  married  and 
moved  out  of  town,  EMT-P  Brendan  McNiff  who  also  moved  out  of  town  and  EMT 
Chip  Newman  whose  increased  activity  in  his  family  and  professional  life  would  not  allow 
him  the  time  to  serve  any  longer.  I  thank  all  three  for  their  service,  their  professionalism 
will  be  missed.  We  did  add  one  EMT:  Medfield  resident  JefFBennotti  joined  the  squad 
and  has  been  a  great  addition. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  Paramedics  from  Leonard  Morse,  Norwood  and 
Southwood  Hospitals  for  all  their  assistance  during  the  year.  All  of  the  members  of  the 
police  department  for  their  assistance,  and  most  of  all  the  members  of  the  squad  who  have 
given  their  time  and  dedication  to  the  Town,  as  well  as  their  families  for  their  patience 
and  understanding.

Eleven  cats  due  to  being  infected  with  Feline 
Leukemia,  one  was  infected  with  Feline  Aids,  three  were  feral,  and  one  cat  had  kidney 
problems.  Two  dogs  were  euthanized  instead  of  being  adopted. 

There  were  seven  dog  bites  and  one  cat  bite  in  1996,  each  requiring  a  minimum  10-day 
quarantine.  There  were  thirty-five  cats  and  one  dog  in  quarantine  for  wounds  of  an 
unknown  origin. 
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All  barns  and  livestock  have  been  inspected  and  pass  the  requirements  of  the  Town  of 
Medfield  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  All  of  the  animals  and  barns  are  in 
the  best  of  condition.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Medfield  Council  on  Aging  has  had  a  very  busy  and  successful  year.  The 
Council  consists  of  8  community  members.  We  continue  to  provide  services  to  1500+  j 
individuals  over  age  60.  The  Council  staff  consists  of  2  part  time  employees:  JoAnn 
Kunz,  Director,  and  Joanne  Murray,  mini-bus  driver.  The  Medfield  Council  on  Aging  is 
represented  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Health  and  Social  Services  Consortium,  Inc. 
(HESSCO)  by  Louise  Reed,  on  the  Advisory  Board  of  HESSCO  by  Barbara  Connors,  and 
on  the  Nutrition  Council  Board  by  Mildred  Procop.  One  member,  John  Lynch,  resigned 
and  was  replaced  by  Werner  Kiessling.  Peg  Jenkins  also  joined  the  Board  this  year. 
Monthly  reports  on  activities  and  statistics  from  the  Council  are  provided  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Town  Administrator. 

Our  monthly  health  clinics  continue  at  the  PfafF  Center  with  a  blood  pressure  and 
health  screening  by  the  Walpole  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  a  free  hearing  testing,  and  a 
podiatrist  who  charges  $10  per  person.  The  numbers  of  seniors  attending  these  clinics  is 
ever  increasing.  A  flu  immunization  clinic  in  November  served  over  200  people.  Medfield 
Eye  Care  Associates  provided  a  free  glaucoma  and  cataract  screening  in  September. 

A  daily  hot  lunch  program,  run  by  HESSCO  elder  services,  provides  meals  on 
wheels  to  those  at  home  who  need  meals  (over  5000  meals  were  delivered  this  past  year) 
as  well  as  a  nutritious  hot  lunch  to  12-20  individuals  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  at 
the  PfafF  Center  and  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  at  Tilden  Village.  The  meal  site  at  Tilden 
Village  began  in  August.  A  small  group  of  dedicated  volunteers  deliver  over  30  meals 
daily  during  the  week  to  homebound  elders. 

The  Council  on  Aging  received  a  formula  grant  in  the  amount  of  $4505  in 
December  1996  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs.  This  funding  will  be  used  to 
help  pay  for  the  monthly  HOPE  newsletter  mailing,  excess  mini-bus  expenses,  and  office 
supplies.  Two  other  Incentive  Grant  Awards  were  awarded  in  December  ;  $2500  for  an 
Outreach  Worker  position  and  $5300  for  a  shared  Volunteer  Coordinator  position  with 
the  towns  of  Dover  and  Sherborn.  The  Volunteer  Coordinator  position  was  the  only  grant 
of  this  type  awarded  in  the  state  for  1996.  The  Medfield  Women's  Association  awarded 
the  COA  a  grant  for  new  card  tables  for  the  seniors  and  the  Medfield  Arts  Council 
awarded  a  grant  to  help  pay  for  art  classes  at  the  PfafF  Center. 

Activities  for  seniors  at  the  PfafF  Center  include  an  art  class  and  a  line  dancing 
class.  Monthly  informational  talks  for  seniors  have  included  topics  on  medicare,  legal 
issues,  emergency  preparations,  hospice,  HESSCO  services,  and  a  cooking  demonstration. 
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Information  on  Council  on  Aging  activities  is  covered  on  a  regular  basis  on  Cable 
8,  as  well  as  in  the  Medfield  Suburban  Press,  WDIS  radio,  and  occasionally  in  the 
Middlesex  News  as  well  as  the  HOPE  newsletter.  The  Director  also  communicates 
regularly  with  the  Medfield  Home  Committee,  the  Outreach  Worker,  the  Medfield 
Housing  Authority,  the  Medfield  Interfaith  Council  and  several  schools.  The  Director  also 
meets  regularly  with  all  COA  Directors  in  the  HESSCO  area,  the  Mass.  Association  of 
COA  Directors,  the  Project  Care  Coalition  for  persons  with  mental  retardation  who  are 
aging,  and  other  local  Council  Directors.  The  Director  is  working  with  the  High  School 
to  provide  for  access  to  computers  and  computer  training  for  seniors. 

The  Bus  For  Us  continues  to  provide  in-town  and  mall  trips  transportation 
Monday  through  Friday  from  9-1.  Over  2000  individual  trips  were  made  last  year  by  the 
Bus  For  Us.  The  driver,  Joanne  Murray,  follows  a  set  schedule  so  as  to  insure  serving  the 
greatest  number  of  seniors  possible.  A  state  grant  from  the  Executive  Office  of 
Transportation  and  Construction  will  be  pursued  in  1997,  as  well  as  possible  town 
funding,  to  replace  the  10  year  old  minibus. 

The  Friends  of  Seniors,  Inc.  (FOSI),  raises  money  through  donations  for  a  variety 
of  projects  and  services  to  benefit  Medfield  seniors.  FOSI  has  helped  with  mailing  of  the 
HOPE  newsletter,  provided  entertainment  at  Lions  Club  functions,  provided  beverages  at 
the  meal  site,  helped  decorate  the  meal  she,  helped  offset  the  cost  of  day  trips  for  seniors 
and  with  emergency  needs  of  seniors. 

The  Medfield  Lions  Club  and  the  American  Legion  hosted  a  lovely  dinner  in 
August  for  110  seniors.  These  two  organizations  along  with  MEMO,  the  Sportsmen's 
Club,  and  FOSI,  hosted  a  Christmas  dinner  at  the  Legion  Hall  with  over  200  seniors 
enjoying  a  meal  and  entertainment. 

The  monthly  HOPE  newsletter  is  mailed  to  all  seniors,  age  60+,  in  Medfield  and  to 
many  out  of  town  seniors  and  senior  organizations.  Over  1000  newsletters  are  mailed 
monthly.  Changes  in  bulk  mail  regulations  have  added  to  mailing  costs.  The  COA 
Director  attended  several  trainings  and  worked  with  the  Medfield  post  office  to  ensure 
continued  mailing  of  the  newsletter  in  a  cost  effective  manner. 

The  office  computer  was  upgraded  and  repaired  this  past  year  and  should  serve  the 
Council  for  2-3  more  years  given  the  ever-changing  technology. 

In  October,  the  long  awaited  Tax  Work  Off  Program  began  with  10  seniors 
assisting  in  several  town  departments;  the  Police  Department,  Building  Department, 
Council  on  Aging,  Middle  School,  Park  and  Recreation,  and  the  Library.  These  seniors 
complete  projects  and  then  receive  a  credit  on  their  property  taxes.  The  Council  on  Aging 
is  pleased  to  have  introduced  this  new  and  mutually  beneficial  program 
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The  Mature  Mods  luncheons  continue  monthly  at  the  United  Church  of  Christ. 
These  pot  luck  lunches  are  open  to  any  and  all  seniors.  Speakers,  entertainment  and 
fellowship  are  included. 

Several  wonderful  volunteers  gave  of  their  time  and  expertise  in  February  through 
April  to  help  fellow  seniors  with  preparation  of  their  federal  and  state  tax  forms. 

A  local  contractor  contacted  the  COA  and  has  provided  free  and  minimal  cost  help 
to  several  homeowners  with  home  repairs.  The  Garden  Club  and  several  Brownie  and 
Girl  Scout  troops  as  well  as  a  Boy  Scout  troop  donated  decorations  and  favors  to  the 
seniors  at  holiday  times.  Several  eighth  grade  classes  cooked  and  served  a  holiday  dinner 
to  the  seniors  in  town  at  the  Tilden  Village  Community  Room  With  the  terrible  winter  of 
last  year,  the  Council  was  fortunate  to  have  help  from  a  wonderful  volunteer  who 
coordinates  others  to  shovel  out  walkways  for  seniors  who  are  unable  to  do  this. 

Transportation  is  a  need  for  many  seniors  in  Medfield.  The  MBTA  para-transit 
service,  The  Ride,  began  serving  Medfield  in  May.  The  COA  hosted  an  informational 
meeting  and  is  a  major  contact  point  for  this  service.  The  Director,  along  with  several 
volunteers,  is  trying  to  revive  FISH.  (Friends  In  Service  Helping)  for  medical 
transportation  needs.  Medical  transportation  is  also  provided  by  a  small  group  of 
volunteers  by  calling  the  COA  office. 

The  Babysitting  Connection,  where  interested  seniors  are  referred  to  young 
families  in  need  of  child  care,  receives  almost  3  calls  monthly  from  families. 

The  COA  and  FOSI  had  a  booth  at  Medfield  Day  for  the  second  year  in  a  row  with 
information  and  a  raffle  to  benefit  FOSI. 

Added  in-home  services  to  seniors  included  a  hairdresser  and  Medfield  Eye  Care 
Associates  who  will  both  go  to  homebound  seniors'  homes. 

The  COA  hosted  an  informational  evening  to  present  the  sewer  master  plan  and 
answer  questions  prior  to  October's  special  town  meeting.  Almost  50  people  attended  this 
event. 

Updated  Policies  and  Procedures  for  the  Council  are  being  developed  and 
approved. 

We  now  regularly  receive  donations  from  the  Blue  Moon  Cafe  and  Shaws  for 
snacks  at  the  meal  site. 
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The  COA  is  pursuing  options  for  better  senior  center  space  by  working  with  town 
organizations  and  officials  as  well  as  exploring  possibilities  for  a  state  grant  through  the 
Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development.  The  COA  met  with  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Commission  in  October  to  finalize  arrangements  for  dedicating  one  room  at  the 
PfafT  Center  for  exclusive  use  by  senior  citizens  in  Medfield. 

Telephone  reassurance  is  provided  to  one  senior  daily. 

SHINE  (Serving  Health  Insurance  Needs  of  Elders)  is  available  by  calling  the  COA 
office  for  any  senior  with  health  insurance  questions.  Douglas  Jenkins  is  our  SHINE 
counselor. 

The  Council  on  Aging  wishes  to  thank  all  the  dedicated  volunteers  who  provide 
many  hours  of  service  to  the  seniors  in  Medfield  through  meals  on  wheels  delivery, 
friendly  visiting,  tax  preparation  help,  snow  shoveling,  medical  appointment  driving, 
HOPE  newsletter  collation  and  innumerable  other  ways. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  all  the  civic  groups  and  town  departments  for  their 
cooperation  and  support  in  helping  us  to  serve  Medfield's  senior  population.

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BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

With  the  exception  of  planning  for  our  1998  revaluation  by  monitoring  sales  and 
measuring  ,  listing  and  photographing  new  construction,  the  past  year  has  been  a 
relatively  quiet  one.  We  were  advised  recently  that  we  are  on  schedule. 

As  usual,  our  work  in  the  early  part  of  each  year,  following  the  December  tax  bill 
mailings,  consisted  of  reviewing  and  acting  on  abatement  and  exemption  applications. 
We  also  began  our  year  by  reviewing  preliminary  plans  for  the  Town  Hall  renovation  and 
then  following  its  progress,  working  with  staff  to  define  our  office  requirements.  We  are 
happy  to  report  that  our  office  will  provide  sufficient  space  for  the  daily  operations  while 
offering  greater  accessibility  to  the  public,  since  it  is  to  be  located  on  the  first  floor. 

The  other  exciting  news  is  that  the  GIS  Committee  is  progressing  with  plans  for  a 
general  computerized  data  program  which  should  benefit  this  department.  It  should  make 
it  easier  to  certify  lists  of  abutters  requested  by  boards  and  individuals,  to  identify  utilities 
in  subdivisions,  to  list  residences  and  accessory  buildings  for  greater  accuracy  and  to 
offer  better  coordination  between  departments  with  which  we  interact.  We  anticipate 
savings  both  in  time  and  money  to  the  extent  that  we  allocated  money  from  our  1997 
budget  toward  the  pilot  phase. 

The  1997  tax  bills  were  mailed  by  the  end  of  December  using  a  single  tax  rate  for 
all  classes  of  property,  voted  by  the  Selectmen  at  their  classification  hearing  earlier  in  the 
month.  The  rate  of  $16.03,  calculated  by  the  assessors,  was  approved  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Revenue  immediately  thereafter.  The  increase  of  $.64  was 
less  than  feared,  since  it  included  the  special  town  meeting  appropriations  voted  in 
October  as  well  as  those  from  the  annual  town  meeting  in  April  with  many  capital 
improvement  costs. 

Again,  we  thank  our  office  staff  Marjorie  Temple  and  Irene  Hartling,  who 
work  tirelessly  on  our  behalf  to  provide  the  public  with  professional,  knowledgeable  and 
friendly  service.  Our  sincere  appreciation  also  goes  to  the  appraisal  consultant,  Stan 
Bergeron,  whose  knowledge  of  all  types  of  properties  and  their  attributes  makes  tax 
season  and  revaluation  almost  effortless  for  this  elected  board.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT

and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

I  hereby  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Civil  Defense/Emergency  Management 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  3 1,1996. 

The  Civil  Defense  Department  provides  coordination  between  the  Selectmen,  Town 
Departments  and  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  Management  Agency  (MEMA)  in  the 
event  of  a  declared  emergency. 

The  Auxiliary  Police  Department  is  part  of  the  Civil  Defense  Department  and  led  by  the 
Civil  Defense  Director  and  the  Chief  of  Police. 

Civil  Defense  members  contributed  more  than  1000  man  hours  to  community  service 
during  1996,  providing  traffic  control  for  the  Little  League  parade,  Memorial  Day  parade, 
Christmas  parade  and  Medfield  Day.  Patrols  of  Town  Property  were  conducted  on  July 
4th  and  Halloween  as  well  as  frequent  weekly  patrols.  Members  were  also  activated  for 
emergency  operation  in  the  fall  for  a  hurricane. 

Due  to  the  renovations  at  the  Town  Hall,  the  Civil  Defense  equipment  has  been  displaced. 
It  is  now  stored  at  the  Police  Station  in  a  trailer  donated  by  WCRB. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  and  women  of  the  department  for  their  continued  support 
and  contributions  throughout  the  year.  Also,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Mike  Sullivan  and  his  staff  and  the  Medfield  Police  Department  for  their  assistance  and 
support. 

A  special  thank  you  to  Director  Pat  Harris  and  his  wife,  Judy,  who  asked  not  to  be 
reappointed  this  year,  for  all  their  hard  work  and  dedication  to  this  department  in  past 
years.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Conservation  Commission  administers  the  Massachusette  Wetlands  Protection  Act, 
the  recently  enacted  Massachusetts  Rivers  Protection  Act,  and  the  Medfield  Wetlands 
Bylaw.  These  laws  seek  to  protect  wetlands  and  waterways  and  thereby  safeguard  public 
surface  and  groundwater  supplies  and  prevent  damage  from  flooding  by  preserving 
floodplains,  swamps  and  bogs,  streams  and  other  water  bodies,  and  certain  types  of  land 
adjoining  them.  Anyone  proposing  to  alter  a  wetland  or  land  subject  to  flooding,  or  to 
perform  work  within  100  feet  (or,  in  some  cases,  200  feet)  of  either,  must  file  with  the 
Commission.  Before  the  work  is  begun,  the  Commission  must  make  a  determination  that 
these  laws  either:  (i)  do  not  apply;  (ii)  apply  and  the  work  may  be  performed  under 
conditions  the  Commission  imposes  (in  either  a  brief  or  a  detailed  permit);  or  (iii)  apply 
and  the  work  may  be  performed  without  conditions. 

The  Commission  has  now  employed  Leslee  Willitts,  the  Town's  Conservation  Officer,  for 
four  years.  This  position  is  supported  entirely  by  fees  collected  from  applicants.  Leslee 
works  in  the  Town  House  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays  from  9:00  a.m.  to  2:00  p.m.  She 
conducts  site  inspections,  investigates  potential  violations,  fields  questions  from  residents 
and  applicants  concerning  the  Commission  and  its  procedures,  and  provides  technical 
advice  to  the  Commission.  Her  technical  expertise,  enthusiasm  and  representation  of  the 
Commission  have  continued  to  be  invaluable  to  all  of  us  on  the  Commission. 

In  1996,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  adopted  the  Rivers  Protection  Act,  which 
provides  one  of  the  most  significant  enhancements  to  the  protection  of  wetlands,  fisheries 
and  wildlife  habitats  in  many  years.  The  Rivers  Protection  Act  generally  provides  a  new 
200-foot  protected  resource  area  (called  the  "riverfront  area")  on  each  side  of  rivers, 
streams  and  brooks  that  flow  throughout  the  year.  Developers  seeking  to  work  within 
this  new  protected  riverfront  area  must  first  satisfy  the  Commission  that  their  proposed 
activities  would  not  significantly  harm  the  riverfront  area  or  the  adjacent  wetlands.  The 
Commission  is  in  the  process  of  determining  how  it  will  apply  the  Rivers  Protection  Act's 
new  requirements  to  development  proposals. 

Following  public  hearings  in  1995,  the  Commission  revised  its  fee  schedule  and  adopted 
new  regulations  concerning  the  minimum  protective  buffer  zones  for  wetlands.  The 
Commission  is  largely  self-funded,  and  found  it  necessary  to  increase  its  "user  fees" 
charged  to  developers  and  other  applicants  to  address  budget  shortfalls  caused  by  a  high 
level  of  development  and  enforcement  activities.  The  Commission's  fees  are  consistent 
with  those  charged  in  comparable  towns.  Other  new  regulations  established  a 
presumption  that,  in  most  cases,  a  minimum  buffer  zone  of  50  feet  of  undisturbed  land  is 
necessary  to  protect  wetlands  from  pollution  and  encroachment.  The  Commission  has 
benefited   from   having  more  precise  regulations   that  provide  greater  guidance  to 
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applicants  and  promote  consistent  application  of  the  Commission's  rules  to  various 
construction  projects. 

At  the  1995  Town  Meeting,  the  Commission  proposed  the  adoption  of  an  Erosion  and 
Sediment  Control  Bylaw  in  an  attempt  to  prevent  major  erosion  problems  of  the  type  that 
have  occurred  at  certain  large  developments  in  Medfield.  The  proposed  bylaw  was  not 
adopted  by  the  Town,  in  part  due  to  an  expectation  that  the  Town's  subdivision 
regulations  would  be  revised  to  include  erosion  control  requirements.  The  Commission 
hopes  that  these  regulations  are  adopted  shortly  so  that  significant  erosion  problems  do 
not  recur  at  other  large  developments. 

In  recent  years,  enforcement  activities  by  the  Commission  have  included  various 
investigations  to  determine  whether  applicable  laws  have  been  violated,  and  to  determine 
the  causes  and  explore  remedies  for  damage  to  wetlands  resource  areas,  including  ponds, 
streams,  brooks,  wetlands  vegetation  and  wildlife  habitat.  The  Commission  has  issued 
several  notices  of  violation  to  developers  and  others  (often  at  the  prompting  of  alert 
neighbors)  when  construction  activities  have  endangered  wetlands  resources  protected  by 
state  and  local  law.  These  violations  generally  have  been  remedied  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Commission. 

In  1996,  the  Commission  issued  the  following  formal  decisions:  8  Determinations  of 
Applicability,  25  Orders  of  Condition,  19  Certificates  of  Compliance,  10  Extension 
Permits  and  2  Notices  of  Violation.  We  anticipate  that  1997  also  will  prove  to  be  a  very 
busy  year  for  the  Commission,  particularly  as  a  result  of  the  proposed  Woodcliff  Hills  and 
Erik  Road  Extension  projects,  and  our  legal  obligation  to  implement  the  new  Rivers 
Protection  Act  requirements. 

In  addition  to  the  regulatory  responsibilities  of  the  Commission,  we  have  also  provided 
support  to  the  Open  Space  Committee  in  its  efforts  to  identify  and  acquire  parcels  of 
open  land  for  the  Town,  and  have  coordinated  with  the  Planning  Board  in  its 
consideration  of  subdivisions  with  significant  wetlands  implications.  In  1997,  the 
Commission  will  be  actively  involved  in  the  Town's  consideration  of  new  sewer 
proposals. 

In  1996,  the  Commission  sponsored  a  booth  at  Medfield  Day  to  educate  the  public  about 
the  problem  of  "non-point  source  pollution"  and  its  effects  on  Medfield's  wetlands  and 
public  water  supply.  This  booth  was  staffed  by  officials  from  the  state  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection.  The  Commission  also  awarded  its  Environmental  Service 
Award  to  Gerald  Kazanjian  who,  as  his  Eagle  Scout  project,  stenciled  82  storm  drains 
with  the  message  "Please  Don't  Dump,  Protect  the  Charles  River."  Members  of  the 
Commission  have  in  the  past  submitted  educational  articles  and  offered  statements  to  the 
media  in  an  effort  to  help  the  Town's  residents  understand  various  environmental  issues 
and  legal  requirements. 
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During  1996,  we  were  fortunate  to  be  joined  by  two  new  members,  Douglas  S.  Sparrow 
and  John  K.  Gagliani.  Doug  previously  served  as  chairman  and  a  member  of  the 
Commission  for  several  years  and  brings  invaluable  scientific  knowledge  to  the 
Commission.  John  served  as  chairman  and  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  fifteen 
years  and  offers  an  impressive  body  of  knowledge  about  planning  and  development 
matters  and  the  history  of  the  Town. 

The  Commission  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Thursdays  of  each  month  and  at  other  times 
as  necessary.  Site  walks  normally  are  held  on  weekend  mornings.  The  Commission 
welcomes  those  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Commission  as  members  or  associate 
members,  particularly  those  with  skills  in  environmental  science  and  engineering.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  calendar  year  of  1996  found  the  Board  of  Health  members  and  agents  spend- 
ing many  person  hours  working  on  a  variety  of  projects.  There  were  sites  with  drainage 
issues,  updating  the  Tobacco  Control  Regulations,  variance  hearings  for  Title  5,  septic 
system  upgrades,  mosquito  control,  food  and  public  safety  issues.  There  was  ongoing 
communications  with  various  town  boards  and  departments  regarding  the  possibility  of 
public  sanitary  sewer,  the  radio  tower  study,  and  securing  funds  for  loans  for  home- 
owner's for  repair  of  septic  systems. 

The  Board  of  Health  membership  experienced  changes  in  1996.  Nancy  Silva 
stepped  down  as  Chairperson  and  was  replaced  by  Evan  Wilmarth.  Debra  Gursha  re- 
signed her  membership  on  the  board  in  November.  We  thank  her  for  her  dedicated  serv- 
ice. Heidi  Groff  and  Nancy  Silva  remain  on  the  board  as  voting  members    The  knowledge 
and  expertise  provided  by  these  volunteers,  and  the  consulting  agents,  is  a  continuing  asset 
to  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  ENGINEERING  -  The  major  focus  for  1996  was  the  implemen- 
tation of  the  new  Title  5,  the  state  regulation  for  septic  systems,  which  became  effective  by 
the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  on  March  31,  1995.  While  the  new  state 
code  provides  a  vast  improvement  over  the  previous  version  for  technical  criteria,  most  of 
the  attention  of  the  new  regulation  has  been  directed  at  the  requirements  for  septic  system 
inspection  at  the  time  of  sale.  As  a  result  of  this  requirement,  the  average  number  of  sep- 
tic system  upgrades  per  year  has  increased  by  260%.  Although  the  actual  percentage  of 
failures  compared  to  the  1995  system  inspections  is  low  at  10%,  the  demographics  reflect 
problems  with  septic  systems  that  were  built  prior  to  1975.  It  was  during  that  year  that 
the  Board  of  Health  adopted  stricter  regulations  than  the  state  and  improved  construction 
enforcement.  The  majority  of  houses  built  since  1975  have  passed  the  Title  5  inspection. 

It  is  useful  to  note  that  of  the  approximately  2000  homes  in  Medfield  that  have 
septic  systems,  about  800  of  those  systems  were  newly  built  or  have  been  upgraded  since 
1975.  This  suggests  that  there  are  about  1200  systems  that  will  require  upgrade  over  the 
next  25  to  30  years.  Advice  has  been  provided  to  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  as  to 
what  areas  in  town  constitute  the  greatest  priority  for  sewer  extension  because  of  site 
conditions,  and  also  what  areas  can  be  managed  by  continuation  of  septic  system  upgrades 
as  being  the  most  cost  effective  solution. 

To  help  minimize  the  cost  burden  of  system  upgrades,  the  Board  of  Health  issued 
variances  to  the  state  regulations  when  justified  by  difficult  site  conditions  and/or  exces- 
sive cost,  whenever  possible.  Guidelines  for  obtaining  variances  are  available  at  the  Board 
of  Health  office  to  homeowners  and  design  engineers.

HUMAN  HEALTH  SERVICES  -  With  funding  through  the  Medfield  Board  of  Health, 
The  South  Norfolk  County  Association  for  Retarded  Citizens  ("SNCARC")  provides  and 
supports  services  to  citizens  of  Medfield  who  are  mentally  retarded.  The  Association  is  a 
non-profit,  membership-based  organization  of  more  than  500  members,  governed  by  fam- 
ily members  of  those  we  serve,  including  community  residents  on  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Association's  work  is  grounded  in  its  Mission  Statement: 

"The  Association  is  committed  to  securing  for  all  people  with  mental 
retardation  and  other  developmental  disabilities  the  opportunity  to 
choose  where  and  how  they  learn,  live,  work  and  play.  This  commitment 
is  further  extended  to  reducing  the  incidence  and  limiting  the  consequence 
of  mental  retardation  and  other  developmental  disabilities  through  educa- 
tion, research,  advocacy  and  the  support  of  families,  friends  and  commu- 
nity." 

There  are  nine  types  of  programs: 

1 .  Family  Support  and  Respite  Care  to  Medfield  families'  in  their  homes,  plus  af- 
terschool,  weekend,  and  summer  camp  programs  for  Medfield  children. 

2.  Lifeworks  Day  Habilitation  and  Alternative  Day  program  in  Westwood,  serv- 
ing Medfield  residents. 

3.  Community  Residential  Facilities  serving  Medfield  residents. 

4.  Advocacy  to  all  Medfield  families  who  request. 

5.  Social-Recreational  and  Special  Olympics  for  people  with  disabilities. 

6.  The  family  Autism  Center  to  serve  people  with  autism  and  their  families. 

7.  Elder  Services  to  Medfield  citizens  who  are  elderly  and  disabled. 

8.  Clinical  Services  through  Harbor  Counseling. 
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9.    Vocational  Training  through  Lifeworks  Employment  Services  in  Norwood, 
serving  Medfield  residents. 

Medfield  residents  desiring  these  services  for  their  family  member  with  mental  re- 
tardation or  other  developmental  disability  should  contact  the  South  Norfolk  County  As- 
sociation for  Retarded  Citizens  at  (508)  359-5549,  or  (617)  762-4001 .  The  Association 
welcomes  visits  from  interested  persons  to  its  community-based  programs. 

OUTREACH  PROGRAM  -  The  Medfield  Youth  Outreach  program,  administered  by 
the  Board  of  Health  and  advised  by  the  Outreach  Advisory  Committee,  continues  to  be  a 
program  supported  by  the  town.  The  focus  of  the  Outreach  position  has  traditionally  been 
and  remains  crisis  intervention  and  prevention,  short  and  some  long  term  counseling,  in- 
formation and  referrals,  community  and  client  liaison,  advocacy  and  the  Peer  Counsel- 
ing/Leadership program.  The  confidential  services  are  free  of  charge  to  Medfield  resi- 
dents. Elizabeth  Newton  completed  her  sixth  year  as  director  of  the  program  in  October. 

In  1996  clients  were  referred  to  the  Outreach  office  by  the  schools  (36%),  police 
(1 1%),  family  members  (9%),  self  (3 1%),  and  other  sources  (13%)  including  clergy,  local 
professionals,  and  state  agencies.  In  most  cases  concerning  minor  children,  parents  or 
other  family  members  became  involved  in  meetings.  Clinical  supervision  for  the  Outreach 
Worker  was  provided  bimonthly  by  Dimension  House  counselor,  Thomas  Hughart.  Con- 
sultations with  school  personnel,  police,  other  service  providers,  and  community  agencies 
occurred  regularly.  Major  issues  dealt  with  throughout  the  calendar  year  included: 

Juvenile  Delinquency  Child  Abuse 

Suicidal  Ideation  Parenting  Issues 

Sexual  Orientation  Depression 

Running  Away  Parental  Alcoholism 

Bereavement  Addiction  and  Recovery 

Family  Conflicts  Dating  Violence 

Eating  Disorders  Financial  Difficulties 

A  highlight  of  the  Outreach  Office  is  the  Peer  Counseling  program  where  high 
school  students  are  trained  to  provide  assistance,  support  and  improved  listening  skills  for 
peers  in  town.  After  completing  the  training,  Peer  Counselors  are  available  to  help  orient 
all  new  students  to  the  high  school,  including  the  freshman  class  and  work  with  younger 
students  in  a  "Big  Buddy"  capacity.  The  Outreach  Worker  is  responsible  for  recruiting 
and  selecting  all  Peer  Counselors,  as  well  as  developing  and  administering  all  training  and 
meetings.   She  has  overall  supervision  of  the  program,  consulting  with  individual  Peer 
Counselors  as  they  work  within  their  match-ups.  The  Outreach  Worker  also  shares  equal 
responsibility  in  leading  the  Peer  Leadership  program  that  involves  the  Peer  Counselors 
and  Peer  Educators  (a  drug  and  alcohol  prevention  program  in  the  high  school).  The 
leadership  group  was  honored  to  attend  the  Peer  Institute  in  August.  Three  Medfield  par- 
ticipants joined  peer  leaders  from  all  over  Massachusetts  around  the  theme  "Celebrating 
Differences". 
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In  1996  the  Outreach  office  served  a  number  of  additional  functions  in  the  com- 
munity   The  office  served  as  a  site  for  eligible  residents  to  apply  for  the  Good  Neighbor 
Energy  Fund  and  South  Middlesex  Opportunity  Council  fuel  assistance  programs.  The 
Medfield  Alcohol  and  Other  Drug  Advisory  Council  (MAODAC),  on  which  the  Outreach 
Worker  acted  as  a  co-chair,  had  three  main  goals:  to  serve  as  the  Health  Advisory  Com- 
mittee for  the  schools'  health  grants;  to  support  the  all  night  graduation  party;  and  to  pres- 
ent a  panel  of  high  school  students  to  relay  their  impression  of  alcohol  and  other  drug  re- 
lated issues  in  Medfield.  The  Outreach  Worker  continued  to  work  with  the  coordinator  of 
the  Tobacco  Control  Program  in  recruiting  teenagers  to  do  compliance  checks.  The  To- 
bacco Free  Teens  cessation  program  was  successful  in  the  second  year  at  the  high  school. 

The  Outreach  Worker  participates  in  a  number  of  organizations  on  a  regular  basis 
including:  Association  of  Municipal  Administrators  of  Youth  and  Family  Services 
(AMAYES)  where  she  was  reelected  as  a  member  of  the  administrative  board,  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Massachusetts  Peer  Helpers  Association,  the  Medfield  Home  Com- 
mittee, the  Health  Education  Advisory  Committee,  and  the  Community  Partnership  for 
Children,  which  was  recently  re-funded  for  another  year  to  provide  more  affordable  day 
care  to  eligible  Medfield  families. 

The  Outreach  office  was  fortunate  to  utilize  the  services  of  an  intern  and  a  volun- 
teer in  1996.  The  intern  worked  with  the  Outreach  Worker  on  developing  a  resource 
booklet  for  parents  and  practitioners  who  care  for  children  birth  to  five  years  old.  The 
resource  booklet  is  an  effort  created  out  of  the  Community  Partnership  for  Children.  The 
volunteer  is  working  with  the  Outreach  Worker  and  the  Police  Department  on  a  new  proj- 
ect the  Substance  Abuse  Awareness  Program.  Young  first  time  offenders  facing  charges 
related  to  substance  use  may  have  the  option  of  entering  this  15  hour  intensive  assessment 
and  education  program. 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  First  Parish  Church  of  Medfield,  The  Outreach  of- 
fice is  centrally  located  in  the  U-House  at  26  North  Street  during  the  Town  House  reno- 
vations. When  the  Town  House  renovations  are  complete  the  office  will  be  located  on  the 
third  floor  in  the  rear  of  the  building.  The  telephone  number  is  359-7121  and  messages 
may  be  left  24  hours  a  day.  Informational  brochures  on  a  variety  of  issues  are  available  at 
the  office. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING  -  The  Walpole  Area  VNA  has  experienced  a  continuing 
20  %  growth  in  overall  visits  in  1996,  achieving  approximately  97,000  visits.  The  agency 
is  in  excellent  fiscal  shape.  Costs  have  remained  among  the  lowest  in  the  metropolitan 
Boston  area.  The  Walpole  Area  VNA  has  been  able  to  recruit  therapy  staff  to  meet  pa- 
tient needs  at  a  time  when  many  hospitals  and  other  VNA's  are  forced  to  establish  waiting 
lists  for  patients  requiring  therapy.  Also,  there  is  no  waiting  list  for  home  health  aide 
services 
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The  office,  located  at  55  West  Street  has  two  office  treatment  rooms,  a  pleasant 
waiting  area,  and  a  large  comfortable  classroom.  The  classroom  is  an  excellent  area  for 
the  childbirth  education  classes,  other  classes  and  educational  programs.  There  is  ample 
parking  with  two  spaces  reserved  specifically  for  our  office  patients.  The  building  itself,  is 
handicap  accessible. 

In  addition,  to  established  services,  WAVNA  increased  its  offerings  of  childbirth 
education  classes,  breastfeeding  classes,  prenatal  and  postnatal  exercise  classes,  and  cho- 
lesterol screenings.  The  Infant/Toddler  Safety  and  CPR  classes  have  been  very  popular, 
especially  with  new  parents.  Office  hours  are  held  daily,  Monday  through  Friday. 

The  Mental  Health  program  has  continued  to  expand.  The  program  offers  psychi- 
atric nursing  care  to  clients  with  mental  health  problems  who  are  having  difficulty  coping 
and  are  unable  to  access  existing  services.  All  ages  of  the  population  are  served.  In  addi- 
tion to  working  under  the  plan  of  care  provided  by  the  referring  physician  or  psychiatrist, 
the  VNA  psychiatric  nurse  promotes  mental  health  education  and  the  prevention  of  mental 
illness. 

WAVNA  continues  to  provide  programs  in  health  promotions  to  all  age  groups  in 
addition  to  traditional  home  health  services.  The  four  major  components  of  the  Health 
Promotion  Program  are: 

1 .  Health  Maintenance  for  the  Elderly  -  Promotion  of  good  health  and  maximum 
functioning  for  all  residents  over  60  years  of  age.  Elderly  residents  who  are 
homebound  and  have  multiple  chronic  illnesses  or  conditions  but  do  not  qualify 
for  skilled  care  in  the  Home  Health  Program  are  seen  on  a  periodic  basis  by  a 
nurse  at  home.  The  goal  of  this  program  is  to  assess  changes  in  physical  con- 
dition, prevent  complications  and  prevent  unnecessary  hospitalizations.  Am- 
bulatory residents  are  seen  at  the  office  for  physical  assessment  and  health 
counseling  or  at  the  senior  citizen  clinics  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every 
month  at  the  Medfield  Pfaff  Center  and  the  third  Tuesday  of  every  month  at 
Tilden  Village. 

2.  Maternal/Child  Health  -  Promotion  of  the  health  and  stability  of  the  family 
during  the  periods  of  reproductive  maturation,  pregnancy,  childbirth,  the  post- 
partum period  and  the  child  rearing  years.  Services  are  provided  by  a  mater- 
nal/child health  RN. 

3.  Communicable  Disease  -  Prevention  and  control  of  communicable  disease 
through  casefinding  and  education  and  provision  of  follow-up  care  consistent 
with  public  health  practice.  In  addition  to  following  up  on  reportable  diseases 
through  home  visits  or  telephone  consultations,  the  VNA  provides  vaccinations 
and  various  tests  during  office  hours. 

4.  Public  Heatlh  -  Promotion  of  good  health  awareness  for  the  prevention  of  seri- 
uos  illness.  Periodic  cholesterol,  hypertension,  and  diabetes  screenings  are 
held,  in  addition  to  regular  testing  during  office  visits.  The  annual  flu  clinic 
was  held  in  November.

TOBACCO  CONTROL  PROGRAM  -  The  Board  of  Health  recognizing  their  responsi- 
bility to  protect  and  improve  the  health  of  the  residents  of  the  town,  adopted  Regulations 
in  1992  dealing  with  smoking  in  public  places  and  workplaces  and  with  the  sale  of  tobacco 
products. 

The  Board  of  Health,  in  conjunction  with  the  Boards  of  Health  of  Dover,  Need- 
ham,  and  Westward  received  $61,412.50  in  funding  from  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health  for  its  Tobacco  Control  Program.  The  Program's  activities  are  supported 
by  the  Health  Protection  Fund  established  upon  passive  of  voter  referendum  Question  1 
(Tobacco  Excise  Tax)  in  November,  1992. 

Key  elements  of  the  Tobacco  Control  Program  include: 
Tobacco  use  education  and  prevention 
Town  Policy,  including  tobacco  regulations  and  laws  prohibiting  the  sale  of 

tobacco  to  minors 
Development  and  enforcement  of  worksite  smoking  policies. 
Smoking  cessation  program  referrals 

Tobacco  Control  Program  personnel  are  available  to  speak  at  organizational  and 
community  meetings  and  to  staff  display  booths  at  health,  educational,  and  business  fairs. 
The  Program  can  provide  literature,  pamphlets,  posters,  and  other  materials  covering  such 
topics  as  the  effects  of  tobacco  use,  smoking  cessation,  second-hand  smoke,  and  the  ef- 
fects of  smoking  on  children  and  teens.  Slide  shows,  video  tapes,  displays,  and  educa- 
tional models  are  available  by  loan  from  the  Program. 

Ten  tobacco  vendor  permits  were  renewed  in  1996.  Six  restaurants  were  in- 
spected and  found  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  to  be  smoke-free.  Several  restau- 
rants requested  and  were  given  signs  stating  that  their  establishments  are  smoke-free. 

The  Tobacco  Control  Program  collaborated  with  the  Medfield  school  system  in 
conducting  tobacco  awareness  programs  which  included  displays  and  the  distribution  of 
educational  materials. 
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The  Program's  Tobacco  Advisory  Committee,  comprised  of  volunteers  from  all 
four  communities,  meets  every  other  month  and  the  public  is  encouraged  to  attend. 

The  Tobacco  Control  Program  is  located  in  the  office  of  the  Needham  Board  of 
Health.  For  information  call:  Janet  Lilienthal,  Director,  at  617-449-2215. 

SANITATION  -  Enviro-Tech  Consultants  conducted  the  health  agent  services  for  en- 
forcement of  regulations  related  to  food  establishments,  massage  therapy,  housing  com- 
plaints, swimming  facilities  and  general  sanitation  issues. 

The  services  and  consultation  to  the  Board  of  Health  included  attending  Board  of 
Health  meetings  and  hearings.  Inspectional  services  of  the  food  establishments  and  school 
cafeterias,  consultation  with  the  Tobacco  Control  and  Environmental  Agents,  semi-public 
pools  and  inspections  of  Hinkley  Pond  recreational  facility  which  included  review  of  bac- 
teriological reports.  The  review  of  design  plans  for  new  food  establishments  was  also  con- 
ducted. The  Board  of  Health  has  been  provided  with  preliminary  information  for  future 
regulations  related  to  food  manager  certification  which  will  increase  food  safety  awareness 
at  the  food  establishments.

Peer  Counseling  Group 
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MEDFIELD  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Medfield  Historical  Commission  is  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Our  job  is 
to  identify  and  protect  Medfield's  historical  and  archaeological  assets.  We  make  sure  that 
historic  preservation  is  considered  in  community  planning  and  development  decisions. 
The  Commission  has  an  annual  budget  of  $1,500,  and  it  has  certain  statutory  authority. 
Its  monthly  meetings  are  open  to  the  public. 

(The  Medfield  Historical  Society,  with  which  the  Commission  is  often  confused,  is  a 
private,  not-for-profit  organization;  its  membership  includes  Medfield  history  buffs  across 
the  country.  The  society  holds  monthly  meeting/programs  in  the  vestry  of  the  Unitarian 
church,  which  happens  to  be  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  The  historical 
society  building  behind  the  library  on  Pleasant  Street  is  open  for  historical  research  and 
good  fellowship  most  Saturday  mornings.) 

National  Register  Nomination 

The  Medfield  Historical  Commission  has  nominated  the  Dwight  Derby  House  to  be 
included  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  The  CLG  Opinion:  Eligibility  for 
National  Register  has  been  completed;  it  is  the  first  step  in  the  process. 

Demolition  Delay  Bylaw 

The  demolition  delay  bylaw,  passed  by  the  voters  at  the  1993  annual  town  meeting, 
prescribes  hearings  and  other  procedures  to  assure  no  historically  significant  structure  is 
torn  down  before  serious  efforts  have  been  made  to  rehabilitate  or  restore  it.  In  1994  the 
bylaw  was  extended  at  town  meeting  to  protect  archaeologically  sensitive  areas.  When  a 
property  owner  asks  the  building  inspector  for  a  demolition  permit,  the  Historical 
Commission  reviews  the  application. 

In  1996  the  Commission,  with  one  dissenting  vote,  invoked  the  bylaw,  seeking  to 
preserve  a  100+-year-old  Greek  revival  house  at  78  North  Street,  at  the  corner  of 
Cottage.  All  other  demolition  requests  were  approved,  for  buildings  at  72  North  Street, 
15-17  and  21  Janes  Avenue,  and  458  Main  Street. 

Medfield  History  Day 

The  vestry  of  the  Unitarian  Church  was  used  for  displays,  archaeological  artifact 
evaluations,  and  a  continuous  showing  of  a  locally-produced  video  featuring  the  Medfield 
State  Hospital.

OVERVIEW 

The  Historic  District  Commission  administers  the  Town's  two  Historic  Districts: 

•The  John  Metcalf  Historic  District,  established  in  1989  on  west  Main  Street  and  enlarge 

in  1996. 

•The  Hospital  Farm  Historic  District  which  was  established  in  1994. 

The  1997  Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant  includes  a  proposed  third  district,  the  Kingsburj 
Pond  Historic  District,  to  protect  a  widely  appreciated  part  of  the  rural  character  o 
Medfield. 

PURPOSE  AND  SCOPE  OF  THE  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 

Authority  to  create  Historic  Districts  and  the  accompanying  governing  body  is  grantee 

under  The  Historic  Districts  Act  of  1960,  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40C 

The  purpose  of  this  law  is  threefold: 

•to  preserve  and  protect  the  distinctive  characteristics  of  buildings  and  places  significant  ii 

the  history  of  the  Commonwealth  and  its  cities  and  towns 

•to  maintain  and  improve  the  settings  of  those  buildings  and  places 

•to  encourage  new  designs  compatible  with  existing  buildings  in  the  district 

Under  Chapter  40C,  communities  can  create  Local  Historic  Districts  to  protect  thi 

character  of  their  historic  areas.    Such  districts  are  governed  by  town-appointed  Loca 

Historic  Commissions.    Since  each  property  owner  within  a  district  contributes  to  th 

overall  historic  character,  changes  proposed  for  the  exterior  of  any  property,  as  well  a 

new  construction,  are  considered  in  light  of  the  impact  they  may  have  on  the  district  as  i 

whole.     Before  a  property  owner  within  a  district  is  allowed  to  change  an  exterio 

architectural  feature  of  a  building,  the  owner  must  receive  approval  from  the  Loca 

Historic  Commission.    Approval  is  in  the  form  of  a  certificate  of  appropriateness,  or 

certificate  of  hardship  with  respect  to  such  construction  or  alteration. 

There  are  now  Local  Historic  Districts  in  over  one  hundred  Massachusetts  towns  am 
cities.  Historic  Districts  do  not  prevent  changes  from  occurring,  nor  do  they  prevent  ne\ 
construction.  The  intent  of  any  Local  Historic  District  is  not  to  halt  growth,  but  to  allo\ 
for  thoughtful  consideration  of  change,  to  allow  changes  and  additions  that  an 
harmonious,  and  prevent  the  intrusion  of  incongruous  elements  that  might  distract  fron 
the  aesthetic  and  historic  values  of  the  district.  Local  Historic  District  Commissions  hav 
authority  only  over  the  portion  of  the  exterior  of  a  building  that  can  be  seen  from  a  publi 
street,  way  or  park.   Medfi eld's  bylaw  does  not  require   approval  to  paint  one's  home ; 
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new  color,  build  a  walk  or  driveway,  replace  roofing  material,  or  install  storm  doors  or 
storm  windows. 

HISTORIC  DISTRICTS  IN  MEDFIELD 

Medfield  passed  a  historic  district  by-law  and  created  the  John  Metcalf  Historic  District 
during  the  1989  annual  Town  Meeting.  This  first  historic  district  included  four  historic 
houses  on  west  Main  Street  and  included  the  oldest  portion  of  Vine  Lake  Cemetery. 

The  Town  established  a  second  historic  district  in  1994  that  included  33  buildings  at  the 
Medfield  State  Hospital.  The  buildings  were  built  at  the  turn  of  this  century  mostly  in  a 
style  of  architecture  called  Queen  Anne  Revival,  are  grouped  around  a  large  quadrangle, 
and  together  look  like  the  campus  of  a  small  college.  Included  in  the  district  is  the 
historic  landscape  surrounding  the  buildings. 

PROPOSED  HISTORIC  DISTRICT 

The  warrant  for  the  1997  annual  Town  Meeting  includes  an  article  to  establish  the 
Clark-Kingsbury  Farm  Historic  District.  This  would  provide  some  protection  to  the 
historic  and  unique  grouping  of  the  18th  century  Clark-Kingsbury  farm  house, 
outbuildings  and  pond  with  grist  mill  that  forms  a  widely  appreciated  and  essential  part  of 
the  rural  character  of  Medfield. 

STEPS  FORWARD  IN  1996 

•The  annual  Town  Meeting  enlarged  the  John  Metcalf  Historic  District  to  include  a  total 

of  sixteen  historic  buildings. 

•The  Medfield  Historical  Commission  obtained  a  grant  from  the  state  that  was  matched  by 

the  Town  and  which  is  being  used  to  augment  the  valuable  information  that  dedicated 

volunteers  Eleanor  Anes  and  Ann  Mentzer  assembled  years  ago  about  historic  buildings 

in  Medfield. 

•The  Town  placed  four  signs  to  show  passers-by  the  locations  of  Medfield' s  two  Historic 

Districts. 

The  Historic  District  Commission  is  grateful  to  the  residents  of  Medfield  for  their  strong 

support  of  efforts  to  preserve  historic  areas  of  this  fine  old  Town.

Whether  you  are  planning  to  add  a  pool,  a  deck,  or  put  in  a  new  window,  any 
changes  to  your  home  that  are  non-cosmetic  (such  as  new  kitchen  cabinets)  require  a 
building  permit.  These  comprehensive  building  laws  may  seem  cumbersome,  but  they  are 
meant  to  benefit  us  all  by  monitoring  the  building  and  development  activities  in  our 
community.  Please,  also  remember  that  the  placement  of  any  type  of  structure,  as  simple 
as  a  tool  shed  (accessory  building)  on  your  property  must  adhere  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Medfield  Zoning  Bylaws,  and  in  most  cases  a  building  permit  is  required. 
Before  you  proceed  with  any  changes  to  your  home  or  property,  please  call  the 
Inspection  Department  at  the  Town  Hall  (359-8505)  and  we  will  help  you  get  started  in 
the  process  of  applying  for  a  permit. 

Enforcement  of  the  State  Building  Code  continues  to  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
local  building  inspectors.  Legislation  effective  7/1/92  requiring  contractors  to  be  registered 
with  the  Commonwealth  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Inspection  Department  staff  to 
institute  procedural  changes  for  compliance.  The  office  of  the  Inspection  Department  also 
keeps  an  accurate  registration  of  builders  holding  State  Construction  Supervisor's  licenses 
in  order  to  assure  compliance  with  Section  109.1.1  of  the  State  Building  Code.  The 
building  inspectors  continue  the  enforcement  to  the  code  by  making  inspections  of  schools, 
churches  and  rest  homes  as  well  as  other  places  of  assembly  on  a  periodic  basis. 
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The  Inspectors  of  Buildings  also  serve  the  town  in  the  capacity  of  Enforcing 
Officers  for  Zoning  and  as  such,  made  105  inspections  to  investigate  complaints  and 
inquiries  brought  to  their  attention  by  residents  as  well  as  other  town  boards  and 
departments. 


The  assistance  and  cooperation  of  Fire  Chief  Kingsbury  during  inspections  was 
greatly  appreciated.  The  Fire  Chief  and  the  Inspectors  continue  to  inspect  smoke 
detectors  in  new  construction  and  in  additions  and  renovations  as  well  as  inspecting  the 
installation  of  solid  fuel  burning  appliances.  Residents  are  reminded  of  the  importance  of 
having  their  wood  stove  installations  inspected  and  certified  in  accordance  with 
requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Building  Code. 


PLUMBING  AND  GAS  INSPECTION 


The  purpose  of  the  position  of  the  Plumbing  and  Gas  Inspector  is  to  administer, 
investigate  and  enforce  the  Uniform  State  Plumbing  Code  and  State  Fuel  Gas  Code. 
Unlike  other  trades,  homeowners  cannot  be  issued  plumbing  or  gas  permits.  They  can 
only  be  issued  to  a  licensed  Journeyman  or  a  Master  Plumber.  Plumbing  or  gas  cannot  be 
installed,  altered,  removed,  replaced,  or  repaired  until  a  permit  has  been  issued  by  the 
Inspector  of  Plumbing  or  Gas.  The  Inspection  Department  will  be  glad  to  help  you  make 
the  determination  concerning  the  need  for  plumbing  and  gas  permits.  When  a  citizen  of 
the  town  requests  the  plumber  or  gas  fitter  to  apply  for  a  permit,  he  is  getting  the 
assurance  that  the  installation  will  not  only  be  installed  correctly  and  safely,  but  also  that 
the  work  will  be  installed  by  a  professional  and  not  exploited  by  non  professionals.  It  is 
definitely  in  the  homeowners  interest  to  insist  on  inspections  by  qualified  town  inspectors 
knowledgeable  in  their  trade.  It  is  money  well  spent  in  times  where  every  penny  counts. 


The  Plumbing  Code  is  constantly  being  changed  and  upgraded  to  try  to  give  the 
consumer  and  the  plumber  a  direction  that  will  assure  a  safe  installation.  Of  great  concern 
lately  is  the  installation  of  backflow  prevention  devices,  where  necessary,  to  insure  the 
continuance  of  the  good  clean  potable  water  of  which  we  are  very  proud  in  Medfield.  We 
want  to  thank  John  Fratolillo  for  joining  us  this  year  to  assist  with  inspections  when 
necessary. 
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WIRING  INSPECTION 


The  Wiring  Inspector  continues  to  enforce  the  Massachusetts  Electric  Code  as  well 
as  the  National  Electric  Code  in  his  inspections  of  wiring  installations  for  which  permits 
are  issued  Residents  are  reminded  that  the  permitting  process  is  in  effect  to  assure  safe 
and  correct  installations.  The  inspectors  spend  many  hours  giving  answers  to  questions 
and  advice  to  homeowners  relative  to  electrical  work.  The  assistance  of  Tauno  Aalto  and 
James  Leonard  during  the  periodic  absences  of  the  Wiring  Inspector  was  greatly 
appreciated 


We  would  like  to  recognize  Mae  Otting,  our  Administrative  Assistant  who  retired 
from  the  Inspection  Department  in  March  after  20  years  of  service.  She  was  extremely 
valuable  in  coordinating  and  running  the  day  to  day  operation  of  an  increasingly 
demanding  and  complex  department.  She  passed  on  her  knowledge  to  our  new 
Administrative  Assistant,  Judy  Cahill,  who  has  done  a  great  job  and  made  the  transition 
such  a  smooth  one,  and  we  want  to  express  our  thanks  to  both  of  them.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

Construction  activity  at  the  mill  during  the  1996  year  is  unfortunately  not  highly  evident. 
However,  as  the  following  will  show,  progress  has  been  on-going. 

In  the  fall  of  1995  the  old  turbine  wheel,  wood  floor  with  spider,  lower  shaft  plus  upper 
shaft  with  30"  gear  were  delivered  to  Mr.  Rae  Johnson  in  Douglas,  MA.  Over  the  winter 
of  95/96  he  arranged  for  the  cutting  of  cedar  trees  and  the  hand  dragging  of  the  logs  from 
a  swamp  after  the  ice  had  formed.  The  trees  were  taken  to  a  sawmill  and  cut  into  4" 
planks  for  the  top  and  bottom  sections  of  the  turbine.  These  sections  have  been 
completed  with  the  spider  installed  in  the  bottom.  The  old  lower  shaft  was  cut  out  and  a 
new  one  machined  and  installed  in  the  wheel.  The  lignum  vitae  from  which  he  will 
lathe-turn  a  new  step  bearing  has  been  delivered  to  him.  He  has  a  source  for  1/8"  copper 
needed  for  the  casing.  In  regard  to  the  new  20+"  gear  to  replace  the  original  too-large" 
upper  gear,  a  wood  pattern  has  been  obtained  from  the  owners  of  a  Rhode  Island  mill  and 
a  new  iron  gear  will  be  poured  at  Blackstone  Foundry.  This  will  then  be  installed  on  top 
of  the  new  upper  shaft.  Hopefully  1997  will  see  the  delivery  of  the  rebuilt  turbine  and  its 
siting  in  the  sluiceway  will  be  a  large  step  toward  the  goal  of  an  operating  grist  mill. 

Early  in  the  year  the  stones  forming  the  arch  under  the  front  of  the  mill  were  removed  - 
dropped  into  the  sluice.  These  stones  were  heavy,  some  coated  with  concrete,  but  in  the 
fall  they  were  taken  out  through  the  bridge  opening  of  the  headrace  and  stockpiled  in 
back  for  future  use.  This  work  was  done  by  some  committee  members  with  the  essential 
assistance  of  a  member-owned  backhoe.  Additional  construction  has  been  done  on  the 
box  in  the  headrace.  The  bulging  wall  at  the  right  side  of  the  building  has  been 
completely  rebuilt  by  the  Town  Highway  Department. 

Two  members  of  the  Committee  met  on  five  days  in  the  fall  with  the  8th  grade  students 
on  their  bike  tour  of  historic  sites  and  discussed  the  outside  and  inside  operations  of  the 
mill  and  post-and  -beam  construction. 

As  always,  the  Committee  extends  its  thanks  to  the  Medfield  Public  Works  Department 
for  its  help  and  cooperation.

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LONG  RANGE  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  (LRPC),  appointed  by  the  Planning  Board,  studies 
and  makes  recommendations  on  long-range  issues  driven  by  changes  in  land  use, 
population  growth  and  demographics.  In  1996,  the  LRPC  concluded  the  tabulation  of 
the  1995  town- wide  survey  on  land  use  issues,  submitted  an  application  and  received  a 
state  grant  for  work  on  the  first  section  of  the  town  Master  Plan,  participated  in  the  GIS 
Feasibility  Study,  monitored  ongoing  discussions  on  a  Town  Planner  and  worked  with  the 
Open  Space  Committee  on  alternative  waste  water  management  systems. 

TOWN  SURVEY:  The  LRPC  wrote  and  distributed  a  comprehensive  survey  in  October, 
1995,  to  approximately  700  town  residents  selected  at  random.  The  response  rate  was 
56%.  Committee  members  entered  and  tabulated  responses  into  computer  files 
throughout  the  spring.  A  consulting  firm  is  currently  incorporating  the  survey  into  the 
first  section  of  the  Master  Plan  (see  below). 

GIS  FEASIBILITY  STUDY:  LRPC  has  been  looking  into  the  possibilities  of  GIS 
(Geographic  Information  Systems),  for  several  years.  In  1995,  LRPC  received  $15,000, 
funded  by  a  Municipal  Incentive  Grant  from  the  state  Executive  Office  of  Communities 
and  Development  (EOCD),  for  a  GIS  feasibility  study.  The  planning  firm,  Applied 
Geographies,  Inc.,  completed  this  study  in  June  1996.  The  final  recommendations 
address  hardware,  software,  and  personnel  needs,  and  include  an  implementation  plan. 

Two  members  of  the  LRPC  continue  to  sit  on  the  GIS  committee,  which  at  this  writing 
has  purchased  the  GIS  program,  Arc  View,  and  training  time  for  one  person.  Boston 
Edison's  base  map  for  Medfield  is  now  available  to  the  town  so  that  the  process  of 
implementing  a  data  base  for  Medfield  can  begin.  GIS  will  be  installed  on  an  existing 
computer  system  at  Town  Hall. 

MASTER  PLAN:  Medfield  is  in  need  of  an  updated  Master  Plan  as  it  looks  to  the  next 
century.  Indeed,  the  Plan  has  not  been  fully  revised  since  its  inception  in  1964,  and  the 
revisions  that  have  carried  it  along  are  themselves  twenty  years  old. 

As  soon  as  the  GIS  Feasibility  Study  was  completed,  the  LRPC  began  the  grant  writing 
process  again,  this  time  for  money  to  complete  the  first  section  of  a  new  Master  Plan:  the 
Goals  and  Policies  Section.  This  section  will  act  as  the  table  of  contents  for  the  Master 
Plan  -  the  general  outline  of  what  Medfield  feels  are  the  most  important  issues  it  faces 
over  the  next  10-15  years. 

LRPC  was  awarded  &  10,000  by  the  EOCD  in  October,  1996,  and  retained  the  firm  of 
Whiteman  and  Taintor  in  December  to  complete  the  project  by  May  1997.     The 
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consulting  firm  and  LRPC  will  hold  a  public  forum  in  April  1997  to  allow  the  public  to 
have  input  into  the  outline  for  the  Master  Plan. 

TOWN  PLANNER:  The  LRPC  continued  to  support  the  League  of  Women  Voters' 
efforts  to  educate  the  public,  boards  and  committees  as  to  the  advantages  of  a  Town 
Planner.  In  December,  the  Selectmen  set  up  a  Town  Management  Committee  to  study 
the  issue.  A  member  of  the  LRPC  sits  on  this  committee,  which  will  continue  to  research 
this  topic. 

ALTERNATIVE  WASTE  WATER  MANAGEMENT  SYSTEMS:  Throughout  1996, 
the  LRPC  supported  efforts  to  include  alternative  waste  water  system  solutions  in  the 
Water  and  Sewer  Boards'  Sewer  Master  Plan.  These  efforts  were  unsuccessful,  and  at 
the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  October,  1996,  members  of  LRPC  urged  residents  to  defer 
their  decision  on  the  $7  million  sewer  project  so  that  this  topic  could  be  reintroduced  in 
April  1997  after  alternative  solutions  were  explored.  In  November,  1996,  the  Selectmen 
supported  a  broad-based  group  of  boards  and  committees  that  was  willing  to  study  this 
issue  further.  The  LRPC  is  involved  in  this  project,  researching  the  possibility  of 
providing  more  than  one  choice  in  April  1997.

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MEMORIAL  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  major  focus  during  the  year  has  been  planning  for  a  larger  library  to  meet  the 
growing  needs  of  the  community  for  additional  materials,  new  technologies,  and 
expanded  services.  Town  meeting  wholeheartedly  supported  the  request  for  $3.2  million 
to  underwrite  the  cost  of  new  construction  and  renovation  of  the  original  library.  A 
portion  of  the  building  will  be  demolished  to  allow  for  a  larger  two  story  addition  which 
will  double  the  size  of  the  library.  The  Library  Building  Committee  under  the  capable 
leadership  of  chair,  Wright  Dickinson,  has  been  meeting  weekly  throughout  the  year 
developing  plans  and  working  with  the  architectural  firm,  Stahl  Associates.  Good  news 
was  received  in  September  when  the  town  was  informed  it  had  received  a  $1.2  million 
grant  from  the  state  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  to  cover  part  of  the  cost,  thus 
reducing  the  amount  the  town  will  need  to  bond.  The  Library  will  move  to  temporary 
quarters  during  construction  which  is  anticipated  to  take  approximately  one  year  to 
complete. 

The  Library  was  open  on  Sunday  afternoons  for  the  first  time  during  the  winter  months  to 
meet  the  needs  of  students  and  working  residents.  Many  positive  comments  were 
received  from  those  who  visited  on  a  weekly  basis. 

Over  4,000  new  items  were  added  to  the  collection  during  the  year,  bringing  the  total 
resources  owned  to  over  46,000.  A  new  circulating  collection  of  approximately  sixty  CD 
ROMS  for  children,  teens,  and  adults  was  established  thanks  to  special  donations  from 
Philip  De  Palma  Hair  Camp,  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  and  the  Library  Endowment 
Fund.  This  collection  has  proven  to  be  extremely  popular. 

Our  new  children's  librarian,  Kelly  Unsworth,  offered  an  outstanding  program  of  services 
during  the  year.  To  meet  the  heavy  demand  for  preschool  story  hours,  daily  programs 
were  scheduled  for  early  toddlers  up  to  kindergarten  age  children,  along  with  monthly 
"PJ"  story  times  in  the  evening.  Entertaining  and  education  programs  for  elementary  age 
children  were  also  held  throughout  the  year  with  a  special  emphasis  on  the  Summer 
Reading  Program.  The  children's  room  is  a  bustling,  joyful  place  where  children  and  their 
parents  can  spend  quality  time  together. 

Technology  continues  to  play  a  very  important  role  in  the  delivery  of  service  at  the 
library.  Access  to  the  Internet  makes  it  possible  to  obtain  up  to  date  information  on 
almost  any  topic.  Students  use  it  during  their  research  projects,  job  seekers  use  it  to  find 
out  about  companies  where  they  have  interviews,  and  the  general  public  uses  it  to  obtain 
a  wide  spectrum  of  information  on  a  variety  of  topics.  Our  electronic  connection  to  the 
30  other  libraries  in  the  Minuteman  Library  Network  makes  it  possible  to  obtain  almost 
any  book  within  days.    Soon  the  public  libraries  in  Newton,  Brookline,  Cambridge,  and 
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Lexington  will  be  officially  joining  Minuteman  which  will  broaden  access  to  resources  to 
an  even  greater  extent.  Residents  with  a  computer  and  modem  at  home  can  dial  into  the 
network  from  home.  Access  to  the  full  text  periodical  database  is  especially  helpful  to 
those  wishing  to  research  a  topic  from  the  comfort  of  their  homes.  For  those  needing  to 
do  their  computer  research  at  the  library,  the  new  library  will  have  an  expanded  number 
of  workstations. 

Our  dedicated  staff  rose  to  the  challenge  of  serving  record  breaking  numbers  of  visitors 
who  borrowed  record  breaking  numbers  of  materials.  Statistics  collected  by  the  state 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners  show  that  the  Medfield  Library  has  the  sixth  highest 
circulation  per  capita  statewide  in  the  40+  towns  in  the  10,000-15,000  population  range. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  had  another  very  successful  year  under  the  able  leadership  of 
President,  Kathy  Simon.  Proceeds  from  the  spring  and  fall  Book  Sales  reached  an  all 
time  high  as  did  Membership  donations.  These  funds  are  used  for  the  purchase  of 
additional  library  materials,  to  underwrite  the  cost  of  the  museum  pass  program,  and  for 
special  children's  and  adult  programs. 

A  sincere  thank  you  is  extended  to  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  for  their  support 
throughout  the  year  and  most  especially  for  the  many  hours  spent  on  the  library  building 
project.  The  entire  Board  serves  on  the  Building  Committee  along  with  Wright 
Dickinson,  Robert  Jordan,  Geoff  Tritsch,  John  Hooper,  and  Willis  Peligian  who  offer 
their  expertise  and  knowledge  in  the  areas  of  construction  and  telecommunications.  Their 
volunteer  service  is  exemplary  of  what  makes  Medfield  a  special  place.  Thanks  are  also 
extended  to  town  administrator,  Mike  Sullivan,  and  town  counsel,  Mark  Cerel,  for  their 
assistance  throughout  the  year.

U.S.  Army  Reserves 

Today  we  gather  here  to  commemorate  those  who  died  in  the  service  of  our  country.  It 
is  a  tradition  for  us  to  honor  our  war  dead  on  this  day  and  try  to  remind  ourselves  that 
these  young  men  and  women  never  returned  from  overseas  to  begin  lives  of  their  own. 
They  didn't  come  home  to  go  to  college,  or  to  get  married,  raise  children  or  to  get  a  new 
job.  They  didn't  come  back  home  to  their  loved  ones.  They  never  got  the  chance.  We 
must  remember  that  these  young  Americans  never  got  the  chance  to  build  a  life,  such  as 
the  life  that  we  all  enjoy  today,  and  that  because  of  their  sacrifice  we  have  the  chance  to 
build  lives  that  we  can  be  proud  of  and  that  they  can  rest  with  ,  knowing  that  they  did  not 
die  in  vain. 

This  is  the  day  to  take  a  moment  and  remember  that  although  they  fell  so  many  years  ago, 
they  were  so  young  and  were  so  proud  to  serve  with  honor,  dignity  and  love  of  freedom. 
Their  sense  of  duty  to  country  and  to  God  must  never  be  forgotten.  They  were  called 
upon  to  go  out  and  do  their  job.  Many  of  us  look  around  and  see  the  veterans  that  did 
survive  to  come  home  and  get  on  with  their  lives,  and  as  the  years  have  passed,  these  men 
and  women  come  out  each  year  on  this  day  to  remember  their  fallen  comrades.  We 
should  remember  that  these  veterans  share  a  deep  sense  of  patriotism  as  well.

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COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY  MEMORIALS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Committee  to  Study  Memorials  is  pleased  to  submit  its  eighth  Annual  Report. 
During  the  year  we  were  gratified  to  see  that  phase  one  of  the  project  to  create  a 
memorial  park  at  Baxter  Park  was  completed  with  the  construction  of  a  War  Memorial. 
We  are  now  in  phase  two  of  the  project.  Through  donations  to  the  park  and  support  of 
the  Benjamin  Franklin  Savings  Bank,  Beckwith  Post  110,  American  Legion, Tresca 
Brothers  Cement  and  Gravel,  and  Medfield  Fitness  Association,  six  granite  benches  were 
installed  around  the  park.  The  benches  were  given  in  honor  of  L.  Lee  DeSorgher  and 
Peter  Kennedy.  Two  additional  benches  donated  to  the  town  by  Morse  and  Beggs 
Monument  Company  were  placed  on  either  side  of  the  War  Memorial,  giving  us  a  total  of 
eight  benches.  Through  citizen  donations,  support  from  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Commission,  and  donations  from  The  Bank  of  Boston  and  the  Stokes  Family  in  memory 
of  Wayne  Stokes,  ten  Colonial  lights  were  purchased.  Three  of  the  lights  have  been 
installed  with  the  remaining  seven  to  be  installed  as  soon  as  weather  permits.  Water 
faucets  were  installed  in  the  park  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Medfield  Garden  Club  so  future 
plantings  can  be  properly  watered. 

The  Committee  worked  with  Representatives  Lida  Harkins  and  John  Rogers  and  State 
Senator  Bill  Keating  to  secure  a  Humanities  Grant  that  could  bring  the  town  a  sizable 
amount  of  revenue  that  will  go  towards  the  War  Memorial  and  the  Memorial  Park.  With 
the  support  of  Representatives  Harkins  and  Rogers  and  through  the  legislation  of  Senator 
Keating,  money  was  earmarked  and  then  passed  to  provide  money  to  finish  constructing 
the  war  memorial  in  Baxter  Park.  We  are  currently  awaiting  state  action  to  release  the 
funds  which  will  help  with  phase  two  and  three  of  the  Memorial  Park,  that  being  the 
construction  of  Korean  and  Vietnam  War  Memorials  and  the  bricking  of  sidewalks  to 
access  the  new  memorials.  We  have  also  been  in  contact  with  the  State  Highway 
Commission  and  have  attended  meetings  regarding  their  plans  to  reconstruct  Route  109 
from  Route  27  to  South  Street.  Their  plans  call  for  putting  new  tar  sidewalks  along 
Spring  and  Main  Streets  and  running  around  Baxter  Park.  Since  phase  three  of  our  plans 
call  for  these  sidewalks  to  be  brick,  we  hope  to  work  with  the  state  to  see  how  this  could 
be  implemented  into  their  plans.  This  would  prevent  digging  up  sidewalks  that  are  only  a 
couple  of  years  old.  If  the  plan  is  to  brick  the  sidewalks,  it  would  make  more  sense  to  do 
it  when  the  state  is  doing  the  reconstruction  work.  We  will  continue  to  meet  with  the 
state  on  this  issue. 

The  committee  continues  to  place  the  flags  outside  Town  Hall  and  in  front  of  the  War 
Memorial  during  all  our  holidays.  We  have  provided  this  service  to  the  town  for  the  past 
eight  years  as  a  tribute  to  our  veterans  and  in  honor  of  our  flag  and  country.  This  year, 
thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Veterans'  Agent  Gerry  Doucette  and  through  the  support  of  the 
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Park  and  Recreation  Commission,  a  much  larger  and  more  noticeable  flag  was  placed  on 
the  flag  pole  in  Baxter  Park. 

To  date,  we  have  been  unable  to  take  any  action  on  the  information  plaques  we  hope  to 
place  below  street  signs  honoring  those  who  were  killed  in  war.  This  will  enable  future 
generations  to  know  about  the  person  the  street  is  named  after,  how  he  died,  and  his  story 
will  be  remembered  for  all  time.  We  also  hope  to  meet  and  work  with  the  Cemetery 
Commission  to  properly  name  the  avenues  in  Vine  Lake  Cemetery. 

We  would  like  to  sincerely  thank  the  individual  town  residents  and  the  civic  and  business 
community  who  contributed  and  continue  to  contribute  to  the  War  Memorial.  We  would 
also  like  to  thank  Ken  Feeney,  the  Highway  Department,  the  Water  Department,  John 
Horgan,  Mike  Sullivan  and  the  Town  Hall  staff,  especially  Mrs.  June  Doucette,  who  has 
assisted  us  greatly  by  keeping  track  of  the  many  donations.  We  would  also  like  to 
express  our  appreciation  to  mason  Steve  Wallace  who  donated  much  of  his  labor 
installing  the  granite  benches  and  their  brick  foundations  in  Baxter  Park,  and  to  Lueders 
Landscaping  who  continue  to  care  for  the  shrubs  and  trees  in  the  park  as  a  donated 
service  to  the  town.

METROPOLITAN  AREA  PLANNING  COUNCIL 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

MAPC's  list  of  activities  and  accomplishments  for  1996  is  a  long  and  varied  one.  The 
agency  is  completing  one  of  its  most  productive  years  with  both  staff  and  council 
members  continuing  to  work  hard  to  keep  up  with  the  opportunities  and  challenges  as 
they  are  presented. 

Perhaps  the  single  most  notable  achievement  in  1996  was  the  successful  restructuring  of 
the  Metropolitan  Planning  Organization  (MPO).  The  MPO  which  has  been  composed  of 
six  agencies  (four  state  agencies  plus  the  MBTA  Advisory  Board  and  MAPC)  is 
responsible  for  allocating  financial  resources  from  the  federal  government  to  various 
transportation  projects  in  the  metropolitan  region.  MAPC  has  argued  for  years  that  the 
organization  needed  to  be  changed  in  order  to  have  better  representation  by  local 
communities.  When  a  1995  federal  review  of  the  organization  found  substantial 
deficiencies  in  the  existing  process,  the  agency  played  a  major  leadership  role  in  working 
with  the  other  five  MPO  members  to  design  the  new  organization.  In  addition  to  the 
existing  members,  the  new  MPO  will  include  the  city  of  Boston,  the  Turnpike  Authority 
and  three  cities  and  three  towns.  The  new  agreement  also  provides  that  at  least 
$40,000,000  will  be  made  available  for  local  highway  projects  in  the  MAPC  region.  The 
community  representatives  to  the  MPO  will  have  the  decision-making  power  for  how  that 
money  is  to  be  spent. 

Elections  to  fill  the  six  new  community  positions  will  take  place  in  early  1997  at  a  MAPC 
Council  meeting.  Candidates  must  obtain  the  nomination  of  the  CEOs  from  five 
communities  to  be  on  the  ballot.  With  the  exception  of  the  Inner  Core  subregion,  no 
subregion  may  have  more  than  one  community  on  the  MPO.  Local  communities  now 
have  a  voice  and  a  vote  in  this  important  transportation  process. 

MAPC's  GIS  Lab  has  continued  to  grow  and  provide  new  services  to  its  communities. 
The  staff  conducted  a  series  of  eight  workshops  on  GIS  data  automation.  The  focus  of 
the  workshops  was  on  assessor  map  automation.  In  addition  to  working  on  defining 
policy  areas  for  MetroPlan  2000,  the  staff  is  also  putting  together  a  map  of  existing  and 
potential  bike  paths  throughout  the  MAPC  region. 

The  agency  continues  to  produce  the  Planner's  Exchange  series.  This  year  there  were 
two  reports:  "Community  Reuses  of  Failed  Septic  Systems"  and  "Development  Guides." 

Among  the  several  hundred  meetings  that  the  agency  sponsors  each  year,  there  were 
several  of  particular  note.  MAPC  brought  in  a  noted  national  authority  on  Transit 
Oriented  Development  (TOD).  As  a  result  of  that  meeting,  the  agency  has  formed  a 
TOD   advisory   committee  that  will  be  working  to   encourage   more  concentrated

development  throughout  the  region.  Another  of  these  special  meetings  was  an 
informational  session  on  the  Governor's  Executive  Order  384,  which  provided  for  the 
sunsetting  of  state  regulations  after  a  review  process  to  determine  which  regulations  were 
determined  to  be  outdated  or  obsolete. 

The  agency  continued  its  affiliation  with  the  Challenge  to  Leadership  program.  This 
program  sponsors  a  forum  every  fall  for  business,  educational,  religious,  labor  and 
government  leaders  to  explore  civic  issues.  The  forum  for  this  year  was  "Youth  and  Jobs 
in  the  21st  Century:  Is  Massachusetts  Ready  for  the  New  Millennium?" 

Another  in  the  series  of  MAPC  sponsored  Community  Dialogues  was  presented.  The 
focus  was  also  on  job  training.  MIT,  UMass,  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Boston  and 
Boston  Edison  were  partners  with  the  agency  for  this  event. 

MAPC's  efforts  in  the  legislative  arena  continued  to  be  productive.  Many  of  the  agency's 
priority  legislation  will  serve  to  coordinate  and  streamline  the  participation  of  federal, 
state,  regional  and  municipal  agencies  in  a  statewide  land  information  system  institution 
utilizing  Geographic  Information  Systems  (GIS).  On  the  federal  level  MAPC  began 
working  with  other  organizations  across  the  country  on  the  process  of  reauthorizing  the 
Intermodal  Surface  Transportation  Efficiency  Act  (ISTEA). 

Planning  continues  on  the  Inner  Circumferential  Project  and  the  North  and  South  Rail 
Link.  MAPC  is  active  in  both  of  these  projects.  The  agency  also  continues  to  expand  its 
help  to  communities  on  a  diversity  of  transportation  projects  such  as  the  Enhancement 
Grant  Program  and  Transportation  Demand  Management  Grant  Program. 

The  eight  subregions  of  the  agency  also  continued  working  on  their  numerous  projects. 
Several  documents  were  produced  this  year  as  part  of  the  Subregional  Special  Project 
program.  Among  those  reports  of  region- wide  interest  are:  "The  MAPC  Grant  Source," 
"Revitalizing  Inner  Core  Commercial  Areas  and  Squares"  and  "Environmental  Tourism 
Strategies  for  the  North  Shore."  Copies  of  these  reports  are  available  at  the  agency. 

The  12  towns  that  are  part  of  the  Three  Rivers  Interlocal  Council  (TRIC)  had  a  busy 
year.  The  group  invited  speakers  to  their  meeting  to  discuss  various  topics  including:  the 
new  telecommunications  act  and  its  implications  for  local  communities,  MBTA 
assessments,  and  revised  school  aid  formulas.  The  group  also  heard  and  responded  to  a 
number  of  transportation  issues.  Additionally,  TRIC  hosted  a  legislative  breakfast  to 
discuss  items  of  interest  with  the  local  state  legislators.  Also  the  subregion  hosted  a 
meeting  on  pavement  management  for  the  local  DPW  directors.  The  subregion  developed 
a  special  report  on  the  Assessment  and  Recommendations  for  Land  Use  Regulation  in  the 
Fowl  Meadow  and  Ponkapoag  Bog  Area  of  Critical  Environmental  Concern.  The 
MAPC  GIS  Lab  completed  two  maps  showing  land  use  and  zoning  within  this  state 
designated  ACEC. 
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NORFOLK  COUNTY  GOVERNMENT 

Functioning  as  a  liaison  between  the  state  and  municipalities,  Norfolk  County  government 
is  primarily  directed  toward  administering  certain  governmental  functions  for  reasons  of 
better  hands-on  control,  efficiency  and  economy.  Its  budget,  in  the  past  and  presently,  is 
operating  in  the  black;  nor  has  it  needed  to  approach  the  state  for  additional  funds.  The 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  County  to  rent  the 
courthouses  and  reimburse  the  county  for  their  maintenance.  The  state  agrees  on  the 
amounts  owed,  but  due  to  lack  of  appropriations,  payment  falls  short  of  the  amounts 
agreed  upon.  From  1988  to  present,  the  shortfall  is  approximately  $1,670,000. 
Nonetheless,  the  county  spent  over  1.000,000  in  1995  on  capital  improvements. 
Additional  moneys  in  FY97  have  been  earmarked  for  courthouse  repairs. 

Belonging  to  Norfolk  County  taxpayers  are  County  Assets  totaling  over  $60,000,000  and 
in  addition  to  other  properties,  includes  an  agricultural  school,  18-hole  golf  course, 
county  hospital,  six  courthouse  buildings,  a  Registry  of  Deeds  and  Probate  Court 
building,  and  an  administration  building.  Of  approximately  850  county  employees, 
approximately  726  are  members  of  ten  different  collective  bargaining  units.  County 
employees  are  covered  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Norfolk  County  Retirement 
System.  Other  benefits  are  as  established  by  county  personnel  rules  and  regulations,  and 
include  membership  in  an  independently  operated  credit  union. 

The  County  Commissioners,  whose  offices  are  housed  in  Dedham,  are  responsible  for  the 
overall  operation  of  the  county,  including  its  budget,  which  in  FY97  totals  $18,338,490 
of  which  $3,483,321  is  mandated  for  Corrections.  Countywide  purchasing,  personnel 
and  budget  administration  are  housed  in  their  offices.  The  Board  meets  in  order  to 
review  business  with  staff  and  be  responsive  to  the  needs  of  each  community.  Taxpayers 
seeking  an  abatement  of  their  real  estate  taxes  may,  under  Chapter  59  s.  61,  file  a  request 
seeking  relief  with  the  county  commissioners.  The  commissioners  serve  as  trustees  of  the 
Norfolk  County  Agricultural  High  School  and  Massachusetts  Respiratory  Hospital  and 
meet  at  least  monthly.  They  have  approved  annual  grants  to  the  Retired  &  Senior 
Volunteer  Program,  Domestic  Violence  Ended  and  Agricultural  Extension  Service.  A 
food  pantry  program  in  1996  involved  R&SVP  volunteers,  aided  by  Troop  44  Walpole 
Boy  Scouts,  harvesting  vegetables  planted  by  Norfolk  Aggie  students.  Produce  was  then 
distributed  to  local  food  pantries.  Recently,  moneys  were  appropriated  for  grants  to 
study  a  newer  form  of  regional  government  and  regional  business  economic  development. 
A  new,  updated  color  Norfolk  County  tourism  brochure  was  also  recently  made  available 
to  the  public. 

The  County  Engineering  Department,  located  in  the  basement  of  the  Registry  of  Deeds 
building  in  Dedham,  provides  survey  and  engineering  services  for  highways  and  other 
related  matters,  consultation  with  owners  pertaining  to  land  taking  and  proposed  lay  out 
lines,  and  assisting  and  working  with  Mass.  Highway  Dept.  and  Town  Highway 
Departments.     A  frequent  request  from  various  towns  is  for  the  performance  of 
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topographic  surveys.  Traffic  counts  are  also  performed  upon  request.  The  department 
also  checks  notices  from  Mass  Land  Court  for  parcels  of  land  to  be  registered  for 
encroachment  on  county  layouts.  The  County  Engineering  Department  has  special 
computer  hardware  and  software  conducive  to  providing  plan  &  survey  services  to  those 
Norfolk  County  communities,  who  otherwise  would  have  to  pay  for  such  services. 

The  Norfolk  County  Agricultural  High  School  located  in  Walpole,  is  fully  accredited  by 
the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  &  Colleges  and  approved  by  the  Mass.  Dept. 
of  Education.  It  provides  high  quality  technical  programs  in  horticulture,  arbor  culture, 
natural  resources,  laboratory  animal  technology,  pet  store  operation,  dog  grooming, 
equine  studies,  diesel  and  gasoline  equipment  operations,  maintenance  &  repair, 
production  animal  science,  aqua  culture,  and  environmental  studies.  Community  groups 
which  utilize  the  school  campus  and/or  expertise  include  4-H,  Co-operative  Extension 
Service,  Norfolk  Conservation  District,  State  FFA  programs,  Walpole  Little  League, 
Youth  Soccer,  LaCrosse  and  Cub  Scouts,  Sharon  Recreation  Dept.  and  many  other 
groups.  Current  enrollment  is  440  students.  In  the  last  10  years  enrollment  has 
increased  by  75%. 

Massachusetts  Respiratory  Hospital  (MRH)  located  in  Braintree,  provides 
comprehensive  care  for  medically  complex  and  chronic  respiratory  patients.  MRH  offers 
a  continuum  of  services,  from  acute  ventilator  care  and  hospital-level  inpatient  care,  both 
medical  and  behavioral,  to  cardiac  telemetry,  outpatient  rehabilitation  and  home  care. 
The  mission  of  MRH  is  to  help  patients  with  lung  disease  manage  their  illness  and  to 
promote  education  and  improve  respiratory  health  in  the  community. 

Wollaston  Recreational  Facility  located  in  both  Milton  and  Quincy,  includes  a  golf 
course  and  tennis  courts.  Presidents  Golf  Course  is  a  well-maintained,  18-hole  golf 
course  on  94  acres  of  open  space,  servicing  over  40,000  golfers  and  producing  an 
average  annual  profit  of  $150,000.  The  golf  course  is  available  to  the  public  at 
reasonable  fees.  Area  high  schools  using  the  golf  course  and/or  tennis  courts  for 
interscholastic  events.  For  the  convenience  of  the  public,  a  restaurant  is  located  on  the 
premises. 

The  Registry  of  Deeds,  located  in  Dedham,  provides  the  means  of  recording  real  estate 
transactions,  titles,  etc.,  and  also  houses  a  Land  Court.  A  huge  volume  of  transactions 
take  place  in  this  department.  In  1996  transactions  numbered  161,485.  A  state-of-the- 
art  data  processing  system,  including  the  ability  to  scan  documents  is  utilized.  Old 
records  are  being  microfilmed  for  preservation  and  space  reduction  purposes.  Revenue 
is  generated  by  means  of  a  fee  charged  for  conducting  transactions  and  deeds  excise  tax. 
Yet,  Registry  fees,  other  than  in  the  Land  Court,  have  not  increased  in  over  thirteen 
years.  By  state  mandate,  revenue  is  divided  between  Corrections,  the  Registry  and  the 
County. 


The  Norfolk  County  Sheriffs  Office  on  the  Route  128  median  strip  in  Dedham  operates 
several  community-oriented  programs  including  the  Braintree  Alternative  Center's 
Community  Service  Program,  DARE.  Program,  Drug  and  Alcohol  Awareness 
Programs,  Correctional  Center  Tours,  Pre-Release  Center's  Work  Release,  Regional 
Law  Enforcement  Program,  Mutual  Aid  Program  and  Regional  Lock-Up.  Each  of  these 
programs  is  specifically  designed  to  aid  Norfolk  County  communities.  The  Norfolk 
County  Sheriffs  Office  received  two  nationally  acclaimed  awards.  "Facility  of  the  Year" 
for  its  exceptional  work  in  inmate  health  care  delivery  and  accreditation  by  the  American 
Correctional  Association. 

The  Norfolk  County  Retirement  Board,  whose  offices  are  in  Canton,  comprised  of  41 
governmental  units,  keeps  its  members  informed  as  to  the  fiscal  transaction  of  the 
system,  together  with  an  analysis  of  various  funds  of  the  System,  detailed  investment 
schedule  and  membership  data.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven  technologies  into  a  system 
mosquito  control  that  is  rational,  safe,  effective  and  economically  feasible.   All  mosquii 
eggs  need  stagnant  water  to  hatch  and  to  sustain  larval  growth.

Source  Reduction  Work:  Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated  on  the  drainage  ol 
shallow,  standing,  stagnant  water,  and  the  maintenance  of  existing  flow  systems  which 
contribute  to  mosquito  breeding  sources. 

Drainage  ditches  hand  cleaned:  3,475  feel 


Larviciding:  Treatment  of  mosquito  larvae  during  aquatic  development  is  the  next  most 
effective  control  effort.  The  Project  has  begun  to  rely  more  on  briquet  applications, 
which  provides  a  more  site  specific,  sustained  type  of  control  for  the  mosquito  larvae. 

Larvicide  with  briquets:  Total  briquets:  859  1.9        acres 

Larvicide  with  mistblower:      Total  gallons:   163.5  163.5     acres 

Adulticiding:  The  suppression  of  flying  adult  mosquitoes  becomes  necessary  when  the 
are  numerous,  annoying  ,  or  threatening  to  residents.   All  fogging  is  done  in  response 
adult  surveillance  which  includes  logging  of  citizen  complaints. 

Adulticide  fogging  (l/2oz./acre)  from  trucks: 

Total  gallons:   13.34  3,415.04  acres 

Surveillance:  In  an  effort  to  more  fully  implement  an  Integrated  Pest  Management 
(LPM)  approach,  the  Project  has  expanded  data  collection  and  surveillance.  Surveys, 
inspections,  and  monitoring  in  support  of  our  program  include  locating  and  mapping 
larval  breeding  areas.  Locations  of  nuisance  populations  of  adult  mosquitoes  are  also 
identified  through  the  surveillance  program. 

Total  man  hours  in  town:  234  hours 

The  Project  received  125  calls  from  residents  for  information  and  assistance.

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OPEN  SPACE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Open  Space  Committee  spent  another  busy  year  continuing  to  monitor  open  space 
within  the  Town.  With  the  help  of  other  Town  committees  and  boards,  we  have 
identified  several  additional  parcels,  currently  undeveloped,  whose  future  use  is  of  interest 
to  the  Town  for  reasons  of  natural  resource  protection,  passive  recreation,  or  scenic  and 
historic  value. 

The  Committee  provided  testimony  to  the  Planning  Board  on  certain  proposed 
sub-divisions  where  the  presence  of  existing  trails  or  land  previously  used  for  passive 
recreation  makes  the  manner  in  which  it  is  to  be  developed  a  matter  of  public  interest. 
One  of  our  major  goals  continues  to  be  the  preservation  of  the  network  of  trails 
throughout  the  Town.  We  have  also  worked  with  the  Conservation  Commission  on  areas 
of  mutual  concern  involving  wetlands  and  natural  resource  protection. 

In  response  to  the  ever-increasing  pressures  on  undeveloped  land  in  the  Town,  the 
Committee  successfully  requested  that  the  Capital  Budget  Committee  include  an  annual 
appropriation  of  $50,000  for  land  acquisition,  so  that  the  Town  can  begin  to  build  up  a 
fund  against  future  purchases.  While  it  will  take  some  time  for  this  fund  to  reach  an 
amount  which  will  give  the  Town  meaningful  leverage,  it  is  a  good  start. 

At  their  request,  in  the  spring  we  sent  a  representative  to  meet  informally  with  the  Dover 
Open  Space  Committee  for  a  valuable  exchange  of  mutual  interests,  problems,  and 
solutions.  It  was  agreed  that  this  was  something  we  should  do  every  year,  and  in  1997 
the  Sherborn  Open  Space  Committee  will  join  us.  Of  special  concern  to  each  community 
would  be  any  change  in  the  status  of  the  Medfield  State  Hospital. 

We  continue  to  work  with  and  assist  the  Bay  Circuit  Alliance,  the  Upper  Charles 
Conservation  Land  Trust,  the  Charles  River  Watershed  Association,  and  other  groups 
operating  in  the  area. 

The  second  annual  Goldthwait  Award  for  open  space  preservation  was  presented  in  June, 
with  three  generations  of  the  Goldthwait  family  on  hand  to  participate  in  the  ceremony. 
The  1996  recipients  were  Barbara  Leighton,  in  recognition  of  her  gift  to  the  Town  of 
approximately  12  acres  off  Rocky  Lane,  and  Jane  Hayes  for  her  invaluable  service  as  a 
member  of  the  Open  Space  Committee  for  more  than  a  decade.  (Sadly  for  the  Committee 
and  Medfield,  the  Hayes  family  has  moved  to  Maryland.) 

The  biggest  challenge  facing  the  Committee  remains  the  continued  implementation  of  the 
Town's  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan,  adopted  in  1994.  Its  goals  include: 

•  acquire  additional  lands  for  conservation,  recreation,  and  other  municipal  uses 
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•  preserve  and  protect  the  water  supply,  wildlife  habitat,  agricultural  uses,  scenic 
views,  and  historic  sites 

•  link  open  space  and  recreation  sites  within  Medfield  to  each  other,  to  residential 
areas,  and  to  open  space  and  recreation  sites  in  adjacent  towns 

•  use  existing  open  space  for  active  and  passive  recreation 

•  increase  public  awareness  of  open  space  and  conservation  resources  and  issues 

•  manage  limited  resources  to  maintain  and  improve  forestland,  watersites,  and 
open  lands 

For  their  valuable  insight  and  support,  the  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  many  town 
boards  and  committees  with  whom  we  have  worked,  in  particular  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  And  we  enthusiastically  welcome  input  from  any  resident  of  Medfield.  We 
encourage  you  to  get  in  touch  with  us  to  share  your  knowledge  and  suggestions.

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PARK  AND  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Medfield  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  is  a  five  member,  elected  board  of 
volunteers.  The  Commission  is  charged  with  the  oversight  and  administration  of  seven 
Town  Properties.  The  properties  are  Baker's  Pond,  Baxter  Park,  Dale  Street  Court, 
Hinkley  Swim  Pond  and  Playground,  Metacomet  playground,  tennis  courts,  little  league 
field  and  soccer  field,  PfafF  Community  Center  and  56  acres  of  property  located  off 
Hospital  Road,  which  includes  McCarthy  Park  softball  fields  and  the  baseball  and  soccer 
complex  currently  under  construction. 

The  Commission  meets  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  Pfaff 
Center.  The  administration  and  oversight  responsibilities  of  the  Commission  include,  but 
are  not  limited  to,  setting  policies  and  fees,  initiation  and  administration  of  programs, 
park  and  field  maintenance,  building  maintenance,  short  and  long  term  planning  for  the 
department,  and  professional  staffing  at  all  levels. 

The  Commission  continues  to  work  towards  the  goal  of  providing  a  department  that  is 
attentive  to  the  policy  decisions  of  the  Commission  as  well  as  being  responsive  to  the 
community.  The  Director,  Sandi  Keys,  resigned  her  position  in  December  after 
completing  nearly  four  years  of  service  to  the  Town.  The  Director's  responsibilities 
include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  carrying  out  the  Commission's  administrative  duties, 
oversight  of  staff,  development  and  implementation  of  program  and  special  events,  as 
well  as  day  to  day  operations  of  the  department.  The  Director's  position  is  a  full  time 
position. 

The  Program  Director  is  Elsie  Pocock.  The  programs  have  continued  to  increase  over 
the  past  year  with  new  programs  being  implemented  and  existing  programs  being 
expanded  upon.  The  Program  Director's  responsibilities  include,  but  are  not  limited  to, 
coordination  of  classes,  class  development  and  evaluation,  compilation  of  classes  for  the 
seasonal  brochure  as  well  as  administrative  assistance.  The  Program  Director  is  a 
part-time  position. 

The  Park  and  Recreation  office  is  open  to  residents  Monday  -  Friday  from  9  -  1  as  well  as 
Thursday  evenings  from  4:30  -  7:30  P.M. 

At  Town  Meeting  1996,  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  presented  the  results  of  the 
feasibility  study  regarding  the  swimming  facility  and  related  recreational  facility.  Along 
with  the  results  of  the  study,  a  proposed  7.3  million  dollar  facility  was  presented.  The 
proposal  was  voted  down  overwhelmingly  by  Medfield  residents. 
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Two  major  accomplishments  for  the  department  in  1996  included  further  enhancement  of  , 
the  Baxter  Park  Memorial  site,  which  will  continue  to  progress  in  1997,  and  the  \ 
completion  of  the  Medfield  Playground  located  at  Hinkley  Pond.  Baxter  Park  will 
continue  to  be  a  joint  project  between  the  Memorial  Committee  and  the  Park  and  j 
Recreation  Commission.  The  Medfield  Playground  was  funded  through  extensive  fund  ! 
raising  efforts  put  forth  by  the  Medfield  Playground  Committee.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

During  1996  the  Planning  Board  denied  two  definitive  subdivision  plans  and  one 
preliminary  subdivision  plan.  The  Board  did  not  approve  any  new  subdivision  plans  in 
1996. 

A  total  of  twenty-five  lots  were  released  for  building  from  five  previously 
approved  subdivisions:  Southern  Acres,  Highland  Knoll,  Woodridge  Estates,  Green 
Acres  and  Ridge  Road  subdivisions. 

The  Board  endorsed  five  "approval-not-required"  plans,  creating  two  new  lots 
along  existing  streets  and  redefining  lot  lines  for  six  existing  lots.  The  Board  denied  one 
such  endorsement. 

No  new  site  plans  were  reviewed  in  1996. 

TOWN  MEETING  ACTIONS 

The  Board  placed  five  (5)  articles  on  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant.  One 
article  was  defeated.  Four  of  the  articles  were  passed  at  Town  Meeting  and  approved  by 
the  Attorney  General: 

Section  16  was  amended  to  include  a  Well  Protection  District  and  change 

permitted  and  prohibited  uses. 
the  Zoning  Map  was  amended  to  identify  the  public  wells  and  delineate  the  Zone  2 

Aquifer  Protection  District. 

defined  recreational  structures  and  allowed  a  permit  by  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals. 

Section  12  was  amended  to  include  a  section  for  Violations  and  Enforcement. 

SIGN  ADVISORY  BOARD 

During  1996  the  Sign  Advisory  Board  continued  to  review  applications  for  sign 
permits,  to  advise  and  assist  sign  applicants,  and  to  recommend  modifications  of  the  Sign 
Bylaw 
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OTHER  BUSINESS 

Board  members  served  on  the  Medfield  State  Hospital  Reuse  Committee,  Capital 
Budget  Committee,  Tower  Study  Committee,  Historic  District  Commission,  and  G.I.S. 
committee. 

The  Board  continued  to  use  the  engineering  services  of  Earth  Tech,  Inc., 
formerly  known  as  Whitman  and  Howard,  for  subdivision  review  and  street  construction 
inspections. 

The  Planning  Board  acknowledges  with  thanks  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of 
the  Town  Boards  and  Departments  with  special  thanks  to  Town  Counsel,  Mark  G. 
Cerel,  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  Kenneth  P.  Feeney;  Tree  Warden,  Edward 
Hinkley  and  the  custodians  of  the  Medfield  High  School. 

Planning  Board  meetings  are  held  weekly  on  Mondays  at  8:00  P.M.  During

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RECYCLING  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Medfield  Recycling  Committee  is  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  implement 
recycling  in  Medfield.  We  hereby  submit  our  report  on  recycling  for  the  calendar  year 
1996. 

COST  AVOIDANCE 

The  following  is  a  chart  of  the  number  of  tons  of  commodities  that  were  recycled  in  1996. 
Paper  prices,  which  saw  historic  highs  in  1995,  fell  dramatically  during  1996.  As  a  result, 
paper  revenues  were  outstripped  by  costs  of  transporting  recycled  paper  (though 
incineration  costs  would  have  been  much  higher).  Prices  for  glass  remained  essentially 
unchanged,  and  we  received  slightly  more  per  ton  for  white  metal  than  in  1995. 

The  total  solid  waste  tonnage  that  went  to  the  Wheelabrator  incinerator  in  Millbury  was 
6,184.7  tons,  an  increase  of  5.7%  over  the  1995  figure  (population  increased  about  2.6% 
over  the  same  period).  The  Town  paid  $392,975.90  (plus  transportation  costs,  for  a  total 
of  approximately  $463,852.50)  for  disposal  by  incineration.  That  tonnage  was  reduced 
by  about  1,539.12  tons  (about  20%)  by  recycling,  including  composting  of  yard  waste  at 
the  Transfer  Station.  This  saved  the  Town  approximately  $66,095.52  in  transportation  to 
and  tipping  fees  at  the  incinerator.  Additional  waste,  which  cannot  be  accurately 
measured,  was  deposited  in  home  composting  bins,  a  number  of  which  were  purchased  by 
residents  through  programs  administered  by  the  Recycling  Committee.  Residents 
continued  enthusiastically  to  utilize  the  swap  area  at  the  Transfer  Station,  further  reducing 
the  amount  of  potential  waste  on  the  tipping  floor. 

It  should  be  noted  that  if  yard  waste  is  not  included  in  the  recycling  ratio,  the  percentage 
recycled  in  1996  drops  to  just  under  16%,  compared  to  20%  in  1995.  Medfield's 
recycling  rate  falls  short  of  the  national  average  recycling  performance,  including 
composting,  of  approximately  24%  in  1994  (as  reported  by  the  United  States 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  a  report  issued  in  March  1996,  the  latest  published 
statistics  available).

ACCOMPLISHMENTS  AND  PLANS 

1.  Plastics:  Starting  early  in  1996,  residents  have  been  enthusiastically  recycling  #] 
plastic  containers  along  with  #2,  the  only  type  previously  accepted  at  the  Transfei 
Station.  The  Recycling  Committee  plans  to  study  the  feasibility  of  recycling  plastics  ir 
addition  to  #1  and  #2. 

2.  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection:  In  1996,  Medfiek 
received  a  grant  of  a  state-subsidized  residential  mailing  of  a  brochure  detailing  Medfield'i 
recycling  program,  plus  70  free  compost  bins  for  sale  to  residents  at  below-retail  prices 
We  have  learned  that,  as  a  result  of  an  application  filed  in  September  of  1996,  Medfiek 
will  again  receive  a  public  education  grant  for  an  updated  brochure  and  additiona 
brochures  on  home  composting.  In  addition,  two  Medfield  schools  applied  for  anc 
received  free  in-class  presentations  on  recycling  through  Recycling  Education  anc 
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Assistance  for  Public  Schools  (REAPS).  In  conjunction  with  the  grant  applications, 
Medfield  received  a  recycling  grade  of  "B"  (up  from  a  "C"  in  1995),  due  in  part  to 
improved  reporting  of  recycling  results. 

3.  Paper:  In  the  spring  of  1996,  paper  collection  was  expanded  to  include  magazines, 
mail  and  paperboard  along  with  newspapers.  The  Committee  hopes  that  these  new  items 
may  continue  to  be  collected  in  the  current  market  environment  of  falling  paper  prices. 

4.  Compost  Bins:  In  1996,  the  Recycling  Committee  administered  the  sale  of  99 
compost  bins  to  residents  under  the  DEP  grant  described  above,  and  plans  to  continue 
sales  into  1997,  while  making  efforts  to  educate  the  public  on  the  ease  and  benefits  of 
home  composting. 

5.  Collection  of  Paints,  Household  Hazardous  Waste  and  Batteries:  A  "Paint 
Recycling  and  Disposal  Collection"  was  held  at  the  Town  Garage  on  June  15,  1996; 
residents  were  charged  $1.00  per  gallon  by  aggregate  volume  to  have  paint  taken  by 
Clean  Harbors,  Inc.  A  total  of  $375.75  was  received;  two  cubic  yard  boxes  each  of  latex 
and  oil-based  paint  and  one  55-gallon  drum  of  flammables  were  collected.  The  Town  of 
Sherborn  hosted  a  three-town  hazardous  waste  collection  on  June  1,  1996;  32  cars  from 
Medfield  dropped  off  household  waste  that  would  be  dangerous  or  illegal  to  dispose  of  at 
the  Transfer  Station,  at  the  competitive  cost  per  car  of  $32  (paid  by  the  Town  through  a 
grant  from  the  Norfolk  County  Conservation  District  plus  funds  appropriated  at  Town 
Meeting.  The  Recycling  Committee  continues  to  oversee  collection  of  button  batteries 
(at  the  Public  Library,  Lord's,  CVS  and  Tilden  Village)  and  nickel-cadmium  rechargeables 
(NICADS)  (at  Wills  Hardware  and  Lord's). 


6.  Swap  Area:  Residents  continue  to  frequent  the  Re-Collections  area  at  the  Transfer 
Station,  dropping  off  and/or  picking  up  usable  items  that  otherwise  would  have  been 
deposited  on  the  tipping  floor  and  incinerated.  The  Recycling  Committee  plans  to 
investigate  the  feasibility  of  enclosing  the  Re-Collections  area  so  that  items  could  remain 
overnight,  increasing  the  chances  that  someone  would  pick  them  up  (they  are  currently 
brought  to  the  tipping  floor  at  the  end  of  each  day  to  avoid  mischief  in  the  unenclosed 
area). 

7.  Publicity  and  Recycling  Information:  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Recycling 
Committee  and  the  enthusiasm  of  the  News  Editor  of  the  Medfield  Suburban  Press, 
articles  and  press  releases  concerning  recycling  have  been  featured  regularly  in  the  local 
paper.  The  Recycling  Committee  plans  to  continue  publishing  its  periodic  newsletter  and 
to  install  displays  at  the  Public  Library  to  increase  awareness  of  the  importance  of  the 
recycling  effort.  In  addition,  Medfield  continues  to  provide  recycling  information  in  the 
NYNEX  Yellow  Pages  and  also  has  a  recorded  message  on  E-Call,  accessible  by  dialing 
1-800-800-6881. 
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8.  "Buy  Recycled"  Policy:  The  Recycling  Committee  has  begun  collecting  information 
on  municipal  purchasing  of  products  with  recycled  materials  content,  in  an  effort  to  helpi 
development  of  markets  for  such  goods.  Information  is  forwarded  to  the  Townt 
Administrator  for  consideration. 

9.  Med  field  Day  Recycling:  The  Recycling  Committee  plans  to  work  with  the  Highway 
Department  to  help  coordinate  a  cleaner  and  more  effective  collection  of  the  empty 
deposit  bottles  and  cans  generated  at  Medfield  Day. 

10.  Volunteers:  The  Recycling  Committee  continues  to  schedule  volunteers  to  help  in 
the  recycling  area  at  the  Transfer  Station  on  Saturday  mornings,  to  provide  assistance  and 
information  to  residents.  The  Committee  wishes  to  recognize  the  time  and  effort  of  these 
volunteers,  as  well  as  those  who  have  been  instrumental  in  administering  the  sale  of  home 
compost  bins:  Bob  Collins,  Andy  Costello,  Sandra  Frigon,  Gail  Giggi,  Cynthia  Greene,  I 
Laura  Hechler,  Ryan  Hodson,  Heather  Horan,  Maureen  Lifsitz,  Garth  Moss,  Jim  Nail, 
Lisa  Pagliarulo,  Erin  Pastuszenski,  David  Press,  David  Stephenson,  Louise  Urick, 
Norman Vogel,  Annette  Wells  and  Alice  Wheeler. 
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The  Medfield  Recycling  Committee  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  residents  for  their 
participation  in  and  support  of  recycling  in  Medfield.  We  hope  that  through  studied

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TOWN  HALL  RENOVATION  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Town  Hall  Renovation  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  on  the  progress  of  the  Town 
Hall  renovation. 

The  Committee  has  been  meeting  since  1993  to  plan  and  carry  out  a  complete  renovation 
and  restoration  of  the  Town  Hall.  The  1994  Annual  Town  Meeting  appropriated  funds 
for  a  feasibility  study  and  preliminary  plan,  which  was  completed  by  the  architectural  firm 
Design  &  Conservation  (New  Bedford,  MA)  in  1995.  The  1995  Annual  Town  Meeting 
appropriated  further  funding  for  final  design  and  construction  administration.  The 
architectural  firm  Strekalovsky  &  Hoit  (Hingham,  MA)  completed  the  final  design  and 
specifications  for  the  renovation/restoration  in  the  spring  of  1996.  The  1996  Annual 
Town  Meeting  authorized  $2.3  million  in  bonding  to  complete  the  project.  In  August 
1996,  the  Town  Hall  staff  moved  out  of  the  building  to  temporary  offices  at  93  West 
Street,  Unit  F,  and  the  contents  of  the  building  also  were  removed  to  the  West  Street  site. 
In  September  1996,  after  a  second  bid  process  following  an  unsuccessful  first  attempt,  the 
Selectmen  awarded  the  construction  contract  to  Anchor  Contractors,  Inc.  of  Weymouth, 
MA.  The  demolition  phase  of  the  work—including  removal  of  plaster  walls  and  ceilings 
and  opening  up  of  several  old  bricked-in-windows~  commenced  in  the  fall  and  continued 
through  December.  Strekalovsky  &  Hoit,  through  architects  Roger  Hoit  and  Jeffery 
Yost,  administered  the  construction  process.  The  contract  calls  for  the  work  to  be 
complete  by  July  1,  1997. 

The  Committee  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  continuing  support  and  cooperation  of  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Town  Hall  personnel  for  this  building  project;  and  they  appreciate 
especially  the  efforts  of  Jack  OToole  of  the  Building  Department,  Ken  Feeney  of  the 
Public  Works  Department,  and  Town  Counsel  Mark  Cerel  in  carrying  the  project  over  the 
various  hurdles  it  has  encountered  along  the  way.

Due  to  gypsy  moth  damage  from  previous  years  we  removed  40  trees  on  Hartford  Street, 
which  included  15  stump  removals. 

There  was  little  damage  due  to  gypsy  moths  this  year.  The  tent  caterpillar  and  fall  web 
worm  were  more  prevalent. 

We  replaced  several  trees  throughout  the  center  of  town,  due  to  vandalism.  Our  tree 
planting  program  continues,  we  planted  Oak,  Maple,  and  Linden  at  the  Metacomet  Park. 

The  contract  service  for  tree  trimming  was  awarded  to  Tripp  Tree  from  Norfolk. 

A  new  chipper  and  tree  truck  were  requested  this  year,  but  the  request  was  denied. 

Residents  are  reminded  that  if  they  DO  NOT  wish  spraying  to  be  done  on  their  property, 
prior  notice  must  be  given  to  the  Town  Clerk  by  registered  mail  no  later  than  March  1, 
1997.  This  notice  must  be  given  each  year.

SCHOOL 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

In  July  1996  the  School  Committee  reorganized  and  elected  the  following  officers:  Victor 
Knust  Graichen  (Wrentham),  Chairman;  Alan  Lovely  (Plainville),  Vice-Chairman;  and 
Robert  Heavey  (Medway),  Secretary. 

The  School  Committee  conducts  its  regularly  scheduled  meetings  on  the  third  Wednesday 
of  each  month  at  7:30  P.M.  Sub-committee  meetings  are  scheduled  as  needed,  in  the 
Committee  Meeting  Room  at  the  school. 

GRADUATION 

On  June  9,  1996,  126  students  were  graduated  in  an  impressive  afternoon  ceremony. 
Victor  Knust  Graichen,  Chairman  of  the  Tri-County  School  Committee,  delivered  the 
welcoming  address  to  more  than  one  thousand  guests.  Music  was  provided  by  the  Millis 
High  School  Band.     Bruce  Lynch,  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services,  presented 
scholarships  and  awards  totaling  more  than  $100,000  to  deserving  seniors. 

PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 

In  September  1996,  Tri-County  welcomed  approximately  794  students  to  the  new  school 
year.  The  district  towns  and  number  of  students  are  Franklin  164,  Medfield  25,  Medway 
58,  Millis  28,  Norfolk  34,  Norh  Attleboro  182,  Plainville  60,  Seekonk  68,  Sherborn  6, 
Walpole  69,  and  Wrentham  60.  Also  40  students  were  accepted  from  Out  of  District 
areas. 

The  Pupil  Personnel  Department  continued  its  evening  programs  for  96-97.  The 
Guidance  Department  continued  its  Peer  Helpers  program  to  assist  with  school 
adjustment  and  to  introduce  Tri-County  to  junior  high  students  in  the  community.  The 
department  continued  its  programs  on  preparing  for  college  with  the  assistance  of  Dean 
College  Financial  Aid  Administrators  and  Admissions  Counselors.  Tri-County  hosted 
two  Career  Days  for  Grade  8  students  and  held  evening  Open  Houses  for  parents. 

Tri-County  has  established  itself  as  a  leader  in  the  Tech  Prep  System.  This  concept  has 
been  referred  to  by  National  Business  and  Educational  Leaders  as  one  of  the  most 
exciting  initiatives  in  education.  The  primary  function  of  the  Tech  Prep  program  is  the 
combined  secondary/post  secondary  program  that  is  being  offered  to  Tri-County  students 
with  Massachusetts  Bay  Community  College,  Wentworth  Institue  of  Technology, 
Northeastern  University,  Dean  College,  Middlesex  Community  College  and  Aquinas 
College.   Students  involved  in  the  Tech  Prep  program  must  complete  an  established  level 
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of  academics  and  technical  competencies.  Students  upon  completion  of  their  high  school 
work  will  be  awarded  credits  according  to  the  articulated  agreement.  In  1996  students 
who  received  college  credit  for  completion  of  Tech  areas  are  now  attending  Wentworth 
Institute,  University  of  Massachusetts  at  Lowell  and  Arizona  State  University. 

Tri-County  along  with  the  Franklin  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce  serve  as  the  co-chairs  of 
the  Tri-County  School-to-Career  Partnership.  This  partnership  will  share  in  over 
$400,000  over  three  years  to  serve  the  career  education  needs  of  all  area  students. 

ACADEMICS 

A  continuing  recognition  that  our  graduates  need  to  fully  develop  their  academic  abilities 
has  led  us  to  review  our  academic  offerings.  Beginning  in  1995  all  grade  9  pupils  began  a 
four-year  sequence  of  science  courses  including  biology,  chemistry,  principles  of 
technology  and  one  science  elective  (microbiology,  physics,  astronomy  or  Principles  of 
Technology  II). 

State-wide  curriculum  frameworks  have  been  issued  and  Tri-County  is  prepared  to 
respond  to  these  guidelines  for  core  academic  subjects.  All  students  at  Tri-County 
continue  to  take  a  full  academic  load  with  no  study  periods.  Every  student  has  a  class 
every  period  every  day. 

It  is  the  goal  of  the  Tri-County  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  to  keep  our 
programs  current  and  to  fully  meet  the  needs  of  our  pupils  and  of  the  workplace. 

VOCATIONAL/TECHNICAL  PROGRAMS 

The  Vocational  programs  have  made  every  effort  to  simulate  real  work  experience  by 
providing  service  to  District  Town  Agencies,  Civic  Organizations,  and  Residents.  The 
Auto  Repair,  Auto  Body  and  Metal  Trade  departments  are  fully  scheduled  for  customer 
work  at  all  times.  Work  is  accepted  from  district  residents  if  such  work  coincides  with 
the  instructional  curriculum.  The  Auto  Repair  program  has  received  A.S.E.  Master 
Certification  from  the  National  Automotive  Technician  Education  Foundation. 

The  Child  Care  program  provides  a  creative  agenda  that  fosters  the  wholesome 
development  of  the  pre-schoolers  in  a  variety  of  early  childhood  settings.  High  School 
students  work  with  these  youngsters  learning  first  hand  the  various  theories  and  practices 
of  child  development. 

Cosmetology  is  a  program  that  provides  skill  in  a  variety  of  beauty  services,  such  as  hair, 
scalp,  skin  and  nails.  The  program  prepares  the  student  for  the  State  License  in 
hairdressing.  The  clinic  is  open  to  the  public  during  the  school  year. 
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The  Culinary  Arts  shop  continues  to  attract  many  local  patrons  to  their  student  run 
restaurant  (Gerry's  Place)  and  bake  shop.  Many  senior  citizen  groups  from  the 
community  visit  Tri-County  to  sample  the  delicious  meals  that  are  prepared  by  the  high 
school  students. 

Desktop  Publishing  is  part  of  the  Commercial  Art  and  Graphic  Arts  curriculum.  Students 
learn  Computer  Layout,  Desktop  and  Graphics. 

Electronics  Technology  prepares  the  student  for  entry  level  positions  in  the  Electronics, 
Computer  and  Consumer  product  service  industries. 

Market/Office  Technology  education  includes  Banking,  Retailing  and  Secretarial  Skills 
for  students  who  have  selected  this  vocational  program.  Students  master  skills  in 
Computerized  Accounting,  Data  Base  Management,  Word  Processing  and  Lotus  1-2-3. 
Students  taking  this  program  also  receive  hands-on-training  by  working  at  the  Dean 
Cooperative  Bank  located  at  Tri-County.  The  Bank  is  open  to  the  public  during  the 
school  year  for  all  banking  services. 

The  Medical  Careers  program  continues  to  grow  and  is  now  currently  affiliated  with  three 
area  nursing  homes  (Medfield,  Franklin,  and  Wrentham)  where  students  can  apply  skills 
on  patient  care  and  recreational  activities. 

The  Plumbing  and  Electrical  programs  allow  students  to  acquire  technical  skills  while 
accruing  state-mandated  hours  in  both  practical  and  theory  applications.  Once 
completed,  these  students  will  be  prepared  to  take  the  state  journeyman  examination  in 
their  respective  trade  areas. 

The  Heating,  Ventilating  and  Air  Conditioning  program  provides  students  with  proper 
instruction  relative  to  the  recovery  and  recycling  of  refrigerants.  EPA  government 
regulations  require  that  HVAC  standards  remain  at  the  cutting  edge  of  technology. 

The  Carpentry  program  allows  students  to  become  familiar  with  both  rough  and  finish 
construction.  As  students  complete  this  program,  they  are  well  on  their  way  to  securing 
construction  supervisor  licenses. 

Our  Construction  program  has  been  very  busy  during  this  year  with  the  building  of  a 
Senior  Center  in  the  Town  of  Wrentham. 

CONTINUING  EDUCATION 

The  Continuing  Education  Programs  offers  an  Adult  Cosmetology  program  during  the 
day.  This  is  a  separate  program  that  provides  1000  hours  of  instruction.  The  program 
runs  from  September  to  May  and  follows  the  high  school  calendar.  Registration  for  this 
program  takes  place  at  the  end  of  May  each  year.    The  Evening  School  Division  has 
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enrolled  approximately  600  students  for  the  1996-97  school  year.  Registration  for  the 
Evening  Division  takes  place  in  September  for  the  Fall  Semester  and  in  January  for  the 
Winter  Session. 

ATHLETICS 

The  Tri-County  Athletic  Programs  continued  to  show  strides  during  the  1996-97  year. 
Participation  of  first  time  players  at  the  Freshman/Sophomore  classes  shows  promise  for 
the  upcoming  years. 

STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 

The  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America  (VICA)  is  of  continued  interest  to  students 
with  great  success  at  the  local,  state  and  national  competitions.  In  the  area  of 
fund-raising,  VICA  once  again  will  be  sponsoring  numerous  events,  including  a  medieval 
dinner,  Breakfast  with  Santa  and  Breakfast  with  the  Easter  Bunny. 

The  Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America  will  be  attending  the  North  Atlantic 
Regional  Conference.  At  this  conference  students  will  have  an  opportunity  to  meet  other 
students  from  the  Northeast  and  participate  in  various  seminars  and  workshops. 

SUMMARY 

As  we  continue  to  provide  for  the  educational  needs  of  our  students,  we  wish  to  thank 
the  District  residents  for  their  support  and  cooperation.  We  intend  to  maintain  in  the 
future  the  high  educational  standard  that  has  earned  Tri-County  that  support  in  the  past.

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VETERANS'  SERVICES 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

I  hereby  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  1996. 

Veterans'  services  include  helping  the  veteran  with  benefits  when  needed,  hospitalization, 
pension  assistance,  information  on  education,  social  security  and  burial  allowances.  This 
assistance  includes  fuel,  food,  clothing,  housing,  and  medical  expenses  for  Veterans  and 
their  families.  Please  feel  free  to  contact  me  at  the  Town  Hall  if  you  need  any  assistance 
or  have  any  questions. 

Services  and  assistance  rendered  Medfield  Veterans  and  their  dependents  are  authorized 
by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  This  year  the  legislature  increased  the  Veterans' 
benefits  by  seven  percent.  The  Commonwealth  reimburses  the  Town  seventy-five  percent 
of  the  benefits  extended. 

Since  coming  aboard  as  the  Veterans'  Director,  I  have  been  working  on  the  Vietnam 
Honor  Roll  searching  for  names  of  Medfield  residents  who  have  served  during  the 
Vietnam  Conflict.  I  have  compiled  a  list  of  over  200  names  with  the  help  of  the 
townspeople  and  local  veterans'  organizations.  Most  of  the  names  were  given  from 
memory  as  there  was  no  draft-board  at  the  time.  Since  last  year,  we  have  confirmed 
additional  names  by  a  discharge  called  DD-214,  but  still  need  confirmation  on  the 
remaining  list.  It  would  be  appreciated  if  all  veterans  could  provide  me  with  a  copy  of 
their  DD-214  for  my  records.  This  proof  of  service  is  a  great  help  when  a  veteran  or 
family  member  is  seeking  assistance.  Send  me  your  Social  Security  Number,  branch  of 
service,  years  served  and  when,  and  other  information  you  have. 

In  my  capacity  as  the  Veterans'  Director,  I  served  on  the  Committee  to  Study  Memorials. 
As  a  result  of  the  Committee's  efforts,  we  are  in  the  second  phase  at  Baxter  Veterans' 
Park,  which  is  at  the  intersection  of  Rt.  109  and  Rt.  27.  The  benches  are  in  place  and  the 
lamps  are  being  installed.  We  are  planning  to  erect  the  Korean  and  Vietnam  Memorials  on 
a  circular  granite  base  around  the  flag  pole  as  part  of  this  phase. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Town  Hall  Staff  for  their  help  and 
support  throughout  this  past  year.

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WATER  AND  SEWERAGE  BOARD 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  precarious  water  supply  situation,  which  necessitated  a  mandatory  odd/even  watering 
ban  was  made  less  critical  due  to  the  rainy  summer  season.  The  Board  is  happy  to  report 
that  signicant  progress  has  been  made  in  this  area. 

The  Mt.  Nebo  Water  Tower  was  painted  inside  and  out  and  has  been  put  back  on  line. 
This  helped  to  equalize  water  pressure  throughout  the  town. 

The  pollution  of  Wells  1  and  2  by  tetrachloroethylene  was  addressed  by  the  design  and 
construction  of  an  air  stripping  plant  at  Well  2.  Recent  test  runs  have  indicated  that  the 
plant  is  totally  effective  in  removing  the  traces  of  that  cleaning  fluid.  Efforts  are  still 
under  way  to  determine  the  source  of  the  pollutant  which  remains  evasive.  We  are 
attempting  to  obtain  state  funding  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  the  installation. 

The  manganese  level  of  Well  4,  while  not  a  health  risk,  can  cause  unsightly  discoloration 
of  the  water  in  some  town  areas.  This  problem  will  be  addressed  short  term  in  the  very 
near  future  by  adding  an  innocuous  chemical  which  will  keep  the  material  in  suspension. 

After  a  struggle  lasting  ten  years,  Medfield  finally  came  to  an  agreement  with  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  and  the  Division  of  Capital 
Planning  and  Operation.  Thanks  to  the  intervention  of  our  Selectmen,  our  State  Senator 
and  Representative,  the  log  jam  between  the  state  agencies  was  finally  broken.  Credit 
should  also  be  given  to  Mark  Cerel,  Town  Counsel,  who  drafted  a  position  paper  that 
eliminated  the  final  burden  of  an  unreasonable  leasing  fee  for  the  easement  necessary  to 
locate  the  well  complex. 

A  12  inch  water  main  from  the  Well  6  location  to  the  town  water  distribution  system  was 
installed.  Construction  of  Well  6  and  associated  pumping  facilities  will  begin  in  January, 
1997.  The  well  is  expected  to  be  on  line  in  the  fall  of  1997. 

The  impact  of  Title  V  has  put  additional  urgency  to  address  short  term  and  long  term 
solutions  to  Medfield's  sewer  problems.  Our  consulting  engineers  completed  a 
Supplemental  Comprehensive  Wastewater  Management  Plan.  An  earlier  version  of  this  I 
plan  was  used  as  the  basis  of  several  warrants  submitted  during  a  special  town  meeting,  J| 
October,  1996.  Construction  of  a  sewer  under  South  Street  and  associated  pumping 
station,  concurrent  with  the  Mass  Highway  Project,  was  approved.  The  first  phase  of  a 
Medfield  Sewer  Improvement  plan  was  voted  down  at  this  meeting.  We  are  planning  to 
submit  a  modified  version  of  that  project  for  town  approval  in  the  Spring,  1997  Annual 
Town  Meeting. 
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Water  and  sewer  fees  remain  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Wastewater  treatment  sludge  disposal  will  be  renegotiated  for  next  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  Medfield  Public  Schools  continues  to  provide  a  quality  education  for  our 
children.  Our  staff  of  361,  including  teachers,  secretaries,  custodians,  support  personnel 
and  administrators  commit  themselves  every  day  to  excellence  in  education.  During  1996 
we  saw  an  increase  of  1 05  students  which  resulted  in  the  hiring  of  1 7  new  teachers,  both 
full  time  and  part  time.  Our  student  population  now  totals  2400.  As  enrollment  rises,  our 
greatest  challenge  is  to  provide  our  students  with  the  space,  staff  and  materials  necessary 
to  maintain  our  current  level  of  education.  Keeping  class  size  reasonable  continues  to  be  a 
top  priority  for  parents  and  teachers. 

During  the  summer  we  renovated  the  Dale  Street  School  to  provide  three  new 
classrooms,  a  better  library  facility  and  a  music  room.  Our  school  administrators  moved 
their  offices  from  the  Dale  Street  School  to  temporary  quarters  at  the  Amos  Clark 
Kingsbury  High  School.  If  construction  stays  on  schedule,  our  permanent  administrative 
offices  will  be  at  the  newly  renovated  town  hall  in  the  fall  of  1997.  The  move  will  bring 
new  facilities  plus  the  additional  benefit  of  improved  communication  between  the  school 
department  and  our  town  administrative  offices. 

We  began  1 996  with  a  successful  educational  retreat  held  on  Saturday,  February 
3rd.  This  retreat  brought  together  150  members  of  our  community  and  school  staff  to 
share  input  on  the  direction  for  the  Medfield  Public  Schools.  The  work  at  the  retreat 
highlighted  many  common  areas  of  interest  including  rebuilding  the  arts  program  at  the 
secondary  levels,  developing  a  consistent  K-12  curriculum,  expanding  the  foreign 
language  program,  creating  a  community  service  requirement  for  our  high  school  seniors, 
exploring  time  and  learning  issues  such  as  a  full-day  kindergarten  program,  meeting  the 
needs  of  our  excelling  students,  keeping  class  size  small,  improving  the  teacher 
evaluation  process,  and  expanding  the  use  of  technology.  Since  the  retreat,  school  and 
parent  groups  have  begun  to  explore  and  study  many  of  these  areas  of  interest. 

Following  the  March  town  elections  the  school  committee  welcomed  Mark 
Wilson,  a  school  committee  member  from  previous  years,  and  Sharon  Semeraro  who  was 
reelected  for  another  three  year  term.  The  work  of  the  school  committee  during  1996 
centered  on  developing  the  1997-98  school  year  budget,  Dale  Street  School  renovations, 
the  annual  review  of  the  superintendent,  policy  revision  and  development,  and  beginning 
negotiations  with  the  teaching  staff  for  a  new  contract  to  begin  in  the  fall  of  1997.  During 
the  summer  of  1996,  new  three  year  contracts  were  reached  with  the  secretaries  and 
custodians.  For  the  superintendent's  annual  review  the  School  Committee  created  an 
evaluation  tool.  We  used  this  tool  for  the  first  time  in  April  and,  with  minor  revisions, 
plan  to  use  it  again  in  1997. 
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With  limited  resources  and  increasing  enrollment  the  budget  continues  to  be  our 
greatest  concern.  Since  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993,  Medfield  is  receiving  a 
disproportionately  low  share  of  state  funding.  We  are  one  of  five  communities  most 
negatively  impacted  by  the  funding  formula  created  by  the  Reform  Act.  In  the  fall  of 
1996,  we  listened  to  a  presentation  by  the  Milton  School  Committee  and  Warrant 
Committee  concerning  a  new  education  funding  formula  developed  by  the  Massachusetts 
League  of  Women  Voters.  Under  this  new  formula  Medfield  would  receive  $1.7  million 
more  in  state  funds.  We  are  concentrating  our  efforts  over  the  next  few  months  in  gaining 
support  from  the  state  legislature  to  look  at,  and  hopefully  implement,  this  new  formula. 
Without  additional  funding  from  either  state  aid,  increased  taxes,  or  overrides,  rising 
enrollment  will  make  providing  quality  education  very  difficult.  To  prepare  for  the  future 
we  asked  the  Economic  Development  Committee  to  reserve  1 5  acres  of  Medfield  land, 
recently  acquired  by  the  town  and  most  commonly  referred  to  as  the  30  acre  parcel,  in 
case  we  need  a  new  school. 

In  1994  we  began  construction  of  a  new  wing  for  the  Amos  Clark  Kingsbury  High 
School  to  meet  the  needs  of  rising  enrollment  at  the  secondary  level.  The  School  Planning 
and  Building  Committee  is  in  charge  of  this  project.  We  began  using  the  new  space  in  the 
fall  of  1995  and,  though  the  building  was  supposed  to  be  completed  in  September  of 
1995,  the  committee  needed  to  spend  a  significant  amount  of  time  in  1996  trying  to  settle 
unresolved  issues.  At  the  special  town  meeting  in  October  the  town  voted  $160,000  in 
additional  funding  for  this  project.  I  want  to  publicly  thank  the  members  of  the  School 
Planning  and  Building  Committee  who  have  put  in  countless  hours  to  bring  closure  to 
this  project.  Hopefully  we  will  see  the  work  of  this  committee  draw  to  a  close  early  in 
1997. 

Our  sports  facilities  received  a  boost  in  1996  with  a  new  track  and  football  field. 
All  of  the  football  games  this  season  had  to  be  played  in  other  towns  so  our  new  grass 
will  have  time  to  grow  and  mature.  We  look  forward  to  the  1997  season  when  home 
games  will  again  be  at  home!  The  tennis  courts  also  received  a  new  look  thanks  partially 
to  the  enormous  efforts  of  a  parent  group  led  by  Beth  Eby  who  raised  $13,000  for  the 
resurfacing. 

Our  newest  policy  focuses  on  the  use  of  computers.  Now  that  technology  has 
become  a  daily  educational  tool,  a  policy  is  needed  to  prevent  our  students  from 
exploring  some  of  the  potentially  negative  aspects  of  the  Internet.  We  also  updated  our 
sexual  harassment  policy  and  our  policy  for  notices  that  go  home  to  students  systemwide 
on  a  weekly  basis.  In  December  we  voted  to  hire  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
School  Committees  to  revise  and  update  our  entire  policy  manual.  With  several  hundred 
pages  of  policies,  most  dating  back  twenty  or  more  years,  we  felt  it  necessary  to  have  the 
manual  brought  up  to  date.  This  process  will  take  approximately  two  to  three  years  to 
complete. 
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Our  new  superintendent,  Dr.  Christopher  Martes,  completed  his  first  year  with  the 
Medfield  Public  Schools  in  June.  His  leadership  during  this  first  year  brought  a  renewed 
sense  of  optimism  and  pride  in  our  schools.  He  has  helped  our  system  focus  on  I 
communication,  teacher  evaluation,  articulation  of  program  to  parents,  technology,  and 
implementation  of  the  curriculum  frameworks  developed  by  the  state.  His  process  for 
creating  a  vision,  core  values,  mission  statement  and  documentation  of  the  K-12 
curriculum  is  a  huge  step  towards  meeting  many  of  our  goals  from  the  educational  retreat. 
Dr.  Martes  also  defined  and  filled  the  new  role  of  business  manager.  David  Proule  joined 
our  administrative  team  in  August  and  his  strong  background  in  finances  and  school 
budgets  is  a  welcomed  addition  to  our  staff.  In  recent  years  the  fiscal  work  was  the 
responsibility  of  the  assistant  superintendent.  This  position  is  currently  on  hold  as  we 
study  the  administrative  needs  of  our  system. 

As  we  welcomed  new  staff  and  students  we  also  had  to  say  good-bye  to  a  few 
members  of  our  school  community.  Vivian  Westwater,  a  much  loved  and  respected 
kindergarten  teacher,  retired  after  27  years  of  service.  Dr.  Robert  Berardi,  assistant 
superintendent  for  the  past  4  years,  moved  ahead  to  the  role  of  superintendent  for  the 
Milford  Public  Schools.  We  wish  them  both  the  best! 

As  with  all  successful  public  school  systems,  we  have  an  incredible  amount  of 
support  and  help  from  the  parents  of  our  students.  We  have  School  Site  Councils, 
Community  School  Associations,  Medfield  Music  Association,  Medfield  High  School 
Boosters,  Inc.,  The  Medfield  Coalition  for  Public  Education,  and  many  other  groups  and 
individuals  working  to  make  our  schools  the  best.  These  people  bring  to  our  schools  a 
wealth  of  resources  including  time,  support,  materials,  ideas  and  suggestions.  On  behalf 
of  the  school  committee  I  thank  all  of  them  for  their  time,  effort  and  commitment.  I  also 
want  to  thank  my  fellow  committee  members,  Sharon  Semeraro,  Mark  Wilson,  Bill 
Tosches,  and  Fayre  Stephenson,  whose  hard  work,  support  and  knowledge  have  helped 
me  tremendously  in  my  role  as  chairperson.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

Again,  it  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  submit  this  report.   This  has  been 
an  important  year  for  the  Medfield  Public  Schools.  We  have  taken  four  major  initiatives 
along  with  the  mandates  of  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1 993  and  worked  to  integrate 
these  efforts  to  continually  improve  the  school  system.  Let  me  offer  an  update  about  the  | 
status  of  these  initiatives  at  the  end  of  1996. 

A  curriculum  driven  strategic  planning  process  that  began  in  January  1996  has 
allowed  us  to  create  mission,  core  values,  and  vision  statements  that  will  enable  us  to 
move  forward  in  a  cohesive  and  coherent  fashion.  The  process  initially  began  with 
teachers,  administrators,  and  school  committee  members  developing,  editing,  and 
revising  statements.  Later  in  the  year,  the  Superintendent's  Advisory  Council,  School 
Site  Councils,  Community  School  Associations,  and  the  Medfield  High  School  Boosters, 
Inc.  offered  input.  Finally,  the  community  at  large,  through  the  media,  had  an 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  process.  The  final  document  now  frames  our  thinking  as 
we  move  forward  through  strategic  goals,  action  steps,  benchmarks,  and  evaluation.  I 
believe  that  this  document  will  serve  as  an  excellent  guide  as  we  plan  for  the  future. 

During  the  past  year  and  a  half,  changes  have  occurred  at  all  levels  with  regard  to 
the  organizational  structure  and  use  of  technology.  Computer  labs  at  the  kindergarten 
through  grade  five  levels  have  been  dismantled  and  computers  have  been  designated  in 
classrooms  and/or  mini-labs  in  the  library/media  areas.  The  high  school  and  middle 
school  have  begun  to  share  a  networked  environment  that  has  great  possibilities  for  data 
retrieval,  information  analysis,  and  communication.  Voice  mail  has  become  a  part  of  the 
middle/high  school  environment  with  electronic  mail  on  the  near  horizon.  Staff  training 
in  the  use  of  technology  has  become  a  focus  recently.  At  the  elementary  level,  staff  have 
been  trained  in  software  that  integrates  with  the  curriculum.  Examples  include  Graph 
Club,  Millie's  Math  House,  HyperStudio,  and  Powerpoint.  At  the  middle  school  and  high 
school  levels,  staff  have  taken  part  in  the  use  of  the  Internet,  Windows  95  operating 
system,  Microsoft  Office,  and  use  of  the  new  telephone  system.  Much  of  the  training  has 
been  led  by  Medfield  staff  with  some  assistance  from  outside  consultants. 

A  new  teacher  evaluation  system  has  been  adopted.  Using  some  of  the  best 
research  and  analyzing  many  successful  models,  the  school  system  and  teachers 
association  agreed  last  spring  to  revamp  the  present  tool.  After  adopting  the  Principles  of 
Effective  Teaching  and  Administrative  Practice  that  was  approved  by  the  Massachusetts 
State  Board  of  Education,  a  more  narrative  approach  using  claim,  evidence, 
interpretation,  and  judgment  was  developed.  Teachers  and  administrators  jointly  took 
part  in  a  training  program  about  the  principles  and  procedures  of  the  new  evaluation  tool.

I  believe  that  this  will  reap  future  benefits  as  the  school  system  begins  to  share  common 
standards  for  exemplary  performance. 

We  also  continue  to  pursue  partnerships  with  businesses  and  college/universities. 
Some  examples  include  the  very  successful  talent  development  program  and  culminating 
Career  Day  at  the  Blake  Middle  School,  where  many  local  merchants  and  professionals 
shared  their  worklives,  interests,  and  expertise  with  our  eighth  graders.  More 
specifically,  the  Benjamin  Franklin  Savings  Bank,  the  Egan  Foundation  and  Shaw's 
Supermarkets  have  made  significant  donations  to  support  laptop  computers  for  our  high 
school  teachers.  We  have  begun  to  develop  strong  relationships  with  Lesley  College  and 
Simmons  College  in  the  area  of  teacher  recruitment.  Bridgewater  State  College  has 
expressed  interest  in  a  partnership  in  secondary  education,  technology  and  curriculum 
development.  We  also  continue  to  nurture  the  partnerships  that  we  began  last  year  with 
the  College  of  the  Holy  Cross  in  world  language  development  and  with  the  Mitsubishi 
Electronic  Research  Laboratory  in  the  area  of  virtual  reality.  We  continue  to  develop 
opportunities  that  are  mutually  beneficial  to  all  parties. 

As  you  know,  there  is  enrollment  growth  in  the  school  system  that  is  putting  pressure  on 
our  building  and  financial  resources.  We  have  developed  long  range  forecasts  for 
enrollment  and  have  begun  to  develop  and  refine  our  building  needs  in  terms  of  both 
space  and  maintenance.  I  believe  that  we  will  continue  to  work  closely  with  the  town  to 
articulate  our  needs  and  to  attempt  to  balance  those  needs  with  those  of  the  entire 
community.  As  we  are  all  aware,  the  vitality  and  reputation  of  the  town  directly 
correlates  with  the  quality  of  the  public  school  system. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
the  teachers,  support  staff,  administrators,  school  committee  members,  parents,  and 
community  members  for  their  hard  work  and  dedication  to  the  well  being  of  young 
people.  I  believe  that  all  of  the  challenges  that  we  face  brings  opportunities  never 
imagined.  With  the  support  and  encouragement  of  the  entire  community,  we  will  forge 
ahead  to  continually  improve  a  school  system  with  an  outstanding  reputation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BUSINESS  MANAGER 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1996,  the  Medfield  Public  Schools  made  a 
strong  effort  to  pursue  an  ongoing  maintenance  and  repairs  upkeep  to  the  school  buildings 
and  grounds.  One  of  the  town  articles  that  was  approved  was  the  School  Energy 
Conservation  Project.  This  Project  was  put  forward  to  save  on  the  cost  of  utilities  that 
seems  to  increase  year  after  year.  The  goal  was  to  make  the  use  of  energy  more  efficient 
with  the  upgrade  of  light  fixture  lenses  and  the  replacement  of  broken  and  missing  units  in 
the  schools. 

Another  town  article  was  the  Renovation/Playground  for  Dale  Street  and  Memorial 
Schools.  This  article's  objective  was  to  renovate  both  the  Dale  Street  and  Memorial 
Schools  in  the  area  of  plumbing  and  heating  projects;  to  install  faucets,  sinks  to  both  the 
boys'  and  girls'  restrooms;  and  to  assemble  and  install  playground  equipment  and  install 
landscape  timbers  at  Memorial  School.  An  additional  project  was  to  paint  the  Memorial 
School  cafeteria  ceiling  and  walls.  At  the  Dale  Street  School,  we  installed  piping  for  better 
drainage  from  downspouts.  The  Dale  Street  playground  was  extended  and  upgraded  to 
improve  the  existing  playground  by  adding  crushed  gravel  and  fine  grade  top  soil. 

We  must  continue  to  focus  on  the  ongoing  and  continuous  improvement  of  the 
building  and  grounds  of  Medfield  Public  Schools.  The  upkeep  of  the  facilities  is  necessary 
to  protect  the  large  investment  in  technology  and  the  safety  of  the  students.  With  support  of 
state  and  federal  money  and  the  continuous  energy  conservation  projects,  we  will  be  able  to 
maintain  our  schools  in  an  efficient  manner. 

Medfield  has  also  been  busy  with  the  completion  of  a  bond  project  at  the  High 
School.  The  bond  project  was  for  a  two-year  renovation  of  the  High  School  that  detailed 
the  upgrading  of  the  school  hallways,  classrooms,  and  technology  in  the  new  library  center. 
The  money  that  Medfield  has  allocated  to  the  schools  has  been  well  spent  in  preparing  the 
students  of  Medfield  to  meet  the  challenges  of  tomorrow's  changing  world.  With  the  strong 
support  from  our  community  and  municipal  officials,  we  have  made  large  improvements  in 
the  building  and  grounds  and  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  upcoming  years. 

The  development  of  the  budget  is  a  process  that  begins  in  September  for  the 
following  school  year  and  has  input  from  many  different  groups.  Principals,  parents, 
Superintendent,  Business  Manager,  Site  Councils,  and  the  School  Committee  all  have  an 
important  part  in  preparing  the  school  budgets.  During  the  process,  capital  outlay  projects 
are  submitted  to  the  town  officials  for  their  consideration  for  major  repairs  and  upkeep 
projects  for  the  school  buildings  and  grounds.  The  new  budget  has  been  developed  staying 
within  the  recommended  increase  as  presented  by  the  Warrant  Committee.    The  school 
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administration  strives  for  open  communication  with  town  officials  on  projected  deficits  in 
the  current  budget,  particularly  in  the  special  education  accounts.  This  is  an  area  of  the 
budget  that  could  be  effected  with  an  increase  of  students  throughout  the  year  and  requires 
flexibility  from  the  town.  The  town  officials  realize  the  variability  of  Special  Education  and 
have  been  helpful  in  meeting  the  overages  in  this  account. 

Enrollment  has  been  a  driving  force  in  the  increase  of  service  and  staff  that  is 
needed  at  all  the  schools.  There  continues  to  be  an  increase  in  student  enrollment  within  the 
elementary  grades  and  next  into  the  Middle  School.  The  Town  of  Medfield  continues  to 
grow  in  population  as  new  construction  occurs  throughout  the  town  and  this  puts  the 
schools  in  the  position  of  having  to  increase  teachers  to  keep  class  sizes  at  a  reasonable 
level.  This  is  an  area  that  the  administration  will  continue  to  monitor  in  order  to  keep  the 
town  informed  of  its  progress. 

Transportation  continues  to  be  an  issue  for  the  Town  of  Medfield.  Even  though 
ninety  percent  (90%)  of  the  student  population  is  being  bused,  we  have  managed  to  keep 
our  bus  fleet  frozen  at  fifteen  buses  (13  full-size  buses,  1  half-bus  and  1  mini-bus).  We  will 
continue  to  analyze  this  program  for  our  next  school  year  with  regard  to  budget  restraints 
and  in  order  to  address  the  classroom  needs  due  to  the  increased  enrollment. 

The  community  of  Medfield  has  high  expectations  for  the  quality  of  education 
which  shows  in  their  support  of  the  schools.  I  look  forward  to  working  with  the  residents 
and  town  officials  of  Medfield  in  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AMOS  CLARK  KINGSBURY  HIGH 

SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  Medfield  High  School  I  respectfully  submit  our  Annual  Report  for 
the  school  year  ending  December  31,  1996. 

The  official  enrollment  for  the  high  school  for  the  1995-96  school  year  was  510 
students.  There  were  133  students  who  graduated  in  the  class  of  1996.  Of  these,  95% 
have  gone  on  to  further  their  studies  at  post-secondary  institutions  of  learning. 

This  year  was  marked  by  tremendous  achievement  on  the  part  of  many  students. 
Among  its  graduates,  27%  were  members  of  the  National  Honor  Society.  Lea  Medeiros 
and  Lauren  Young  were  selected  as  class  essayists  by  the  high  school  faculty  and  were 
presented  with  their  awards  at  the  graduation  ceremony  in  June.   A  number  of  students 
were  honored  for  academic  excellence  by  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Corporation. 
The  Commended  Students  based  on  their  1995  PSAT  scores  were:     Peter  Dunn,  Aaron 
Gong,  Brendan  Greene,  Kerry  Jordan,  Gerald  Kazanjian,  Christie  Olinger,   Mark  Sethi, 
Jill  Steinkeler,  Alexis  Tonti,  and  William  (Rob)  Webb.     Matthew  Lahaie,  Jonathan 
Robinson,   and  Jason  Wardwell  were  named  as   Semi-Finalists   in  the   scholarship 
competition.  These  students  are  in  a  select  group  of  only  12,000  students  nationally  who 
will  compete  for  approximately  6,000  scholarships  to  be  awarded  in  the  spring  of  1997. 

Over  94%  of  our  graduating  seniors  took  the  College  Board  Examinations.  Our 
SAT  I  and  SAT  II  scores  were  well  above  national,  state  and  local  averages.  We  are 
pleased  to  announce  that  our  verbal  mean  score  was  572;  our  mathematics  mean  score 
was  562. 

Medfield  High  School  students  not  only  excelled  in  the  classroom  but  also  in 
many  areas  of  extracurricular  activities.  Over  75%  of  the  student  body  participated  in  our 
interscholastic  athletic  programs.  Many  of  our  teams  made  tournament:  boys  basketball, 
girls  basketball,  boys  tennis,  girls  tennis,  golf,  field  hockey,  boys  soccer,  and  volleyball. 
Our  track  teams  in  all  seasons  qualified  for  state  level  meets.  The  members  of  our  relay 
team,  Uzo  Aduba,  Lindsay  Meredith,  Kate  Nelson,  Liz  Nelson,  Ryan  Shean,  and  Katie 
Wilson  qualified  and  went  to  North  Carolina  to  compete  in  the  United  States  Track  and 
Field  National  High  School  Relays. 

In  the  spring  the  major  portions  of  the  high  school  construction  and  renovation 
project  began  to  wind  down.  The  new  library  was  opened  for  student  use.  The  guidance 
department,  administration  offices,  and  the  nurse's  office  were  re-opened  in  their 
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permanent  locations.  Throughout  the  spring  and  summer  the  school  administration 
continued  to  work  closely  with  the  Town  of  Medfield  School  Planning  and  Building 
Committee  to  resolve  punch  list  items  with  the  general  contractor,  Barr,  Inc.  of  Putnam, 
CT.  During  the  same  time  the  school  began  to  implement  the  technological  resources 
which  were  put  in  place  during  the  project.  New  computer  workstations  were  added  to 
the  library  facility,  the  Writing  Center,  and  throughout  the  building.  In  the  fall  the 
Internet  connection  to  the  high  school  was  made  operational  for  student  and  staff  use. 
Staff  began  to  utilize  the  video  retrieval  system.  Throughout  the  fall  and  winter  several 
schools  from  around  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  began  visiting  Medfield  High 
School  to  visit  our  new  facilities  and  technological  resources. 

In  the  area  of  professional  development  the  staff  worked  throughout  the  entire 
year  on  topics  related  to  instructional  practices  in  the  classroom.  Release  day  activities 
allowed  the  staff  to  meet  in  small  group  settings  to  discuss  readings  and  brainstorm 
varied  instructional  practices.  Much  of  this  discussion  centered  on  the  revisions  to  the 
high  school  schedule  necessitated  by  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993's  time  and 
learning  regulations. 

As  Principal  of  Medfield  High  School  I  am  more  than  satisfied  with  the  many 
achievements  of  the  student  body. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Medfield  School  Committee,  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  school  Business  Manager,  and  the  many  parents  and 
community  groups  for  their  continued  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  THOMAS  A.  BLAKE  MIDDLE  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  the  Thomas  A.  Blake  Middle  School's  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1996. 

WINTER 

Our  sixth  grade  conducted  its  annual  Greek  Myth  Unit,  with  social  studies, 
English,  and  reading  all  using  the  Ancient  Greek  culture  as  a  basis  for  learning.  The 
technology  in  the  Library  Media  Center  was  heavily  used  as  students  researched  their 
particular  god,  goddess  or  monster  in  English  classes.  The  unit  culminated  with  the 
traditional  Greek  Banquet. 

A  seventh  grader,  Thomas  Pickering,  won  the  school  competition  of  the 
National  Geography  Bee.  He  continued  on  and  qualified  for  the  statewide  competition 
held  in  Worcester. 

A  seventh  grade  foreign  language  interdisciplinary  unit  was  introduced. 
Students  participated  in  a  poster  contest  and  prepared  exotic  foods.  This  unit  culminated 
with  a  performance  of  a  music  group  called  'Chantarelle'. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Kee,  a  Math  Counts  team  of  students  participated  in  a 
regional  competition.  Students  concluded  their  social  studies  project  with  an  evening  of 
'Old  Medfield  on  Display'.  This  memorable  evening  was  the  culmination  of  months  of 
work  on  a  project  that  involved  Saturday  study  at  the  historical  society,  experience  in 
writing  a  term  paper,  and  lessons  in  co-operative  work  with  a  partner. 

SPRING 

Sixth  graders  enjoyed  the  unit  on  Moby  Dick  and  whaling  taught  through  the 
reading  and  social  studies  classes.  Students  each  contributed  a  dime  to  help  adopt  a 
whale  named  Arrow.  The  unit  culminated  with  a  trip  to  Mystic  Seaport  Museum. 

Three  seventh  grade  Odyssey  of  the  Mind  teams  qualified  during  the  regional 
competition  in  Westwood  to  compete  in  the  state  competition  in  Barnstable.  In 
Substance  Awareness  Week  the  seventh  graders  made  posters  in  science  classes  and 
wrote  poems  in  English  classes. 
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Seventh  grade  Spanish  and  French  students  attended  theater  performances  in 
Boston.  Karen  Johnson  won  the  Gettysburg  Address  competition  and  recited  this 
Address  during  the  Medfield  Memorial  Day  exercises. 

The  first  seventh  grade  Rocky  Woods  Mystery  Day  took  place.  Students  were  to 
solve  a  mystery  by  finding  clues  hidden  in  Rocky  Woods.  Seventh  graders  performed  in 
the  schoolwide  play  Fantastical  Friends. 

Business  leaders  and  community  members  brought  the  Junior  Achievement 
program  to  the  eighth  grade  study  sessions.  Students  were  instructed  on  the  process  of 
writing  resumes  and  applying  for  jobs. 

All  students  participated  in  a  mock  town  meeting  and  discussed  important  town 
issues.  The  eighth  grade  had  a  most  successful  trip  to  the  Washington,  D.C.  area.  In 
science  classes,  students  built  solar  cars  for  competition. 

The  eighth  graders  had  a  very  memorable  graduation  ceremony.  In  addition  to  a 
dinner  arranged  by  parents,  over  five  hundred  parents,  students,  and  teachers  were  treated 
to  a  slide  show  representative  of  the  years'  activities  and  a  video  of  the  Washington  trip. 

FALL 

Sixth  grade  parents  took  part  in  a  series  of  three  workshops  entitled  'Living  with 
Your  10  to  15  Year  Olds'.  Melissa  Brodie,  Elaine  McCarthy,  Nancy  Kashalena,  Jan 
Heavey  and  Linda  Lola  conducted  the  discussion  and  activity  based  program  that  focused 
on  the  development  of  the  adolescent.  Parents  deemed  the  program  extremely  valuable. 

Sixth  graders  enjoyed  Change  of  Pace  Days  in  the  fall,  such  as  the  class  picnic 
and  the  Halloween  parties.  Both  activities  were  held  to  foster  the  social  skills  of  students 
in  an  informal  setting. 

The  Never  Ending  Dig  and  Science  Nature  Walk  was  conducted  at  the  Wight 
Farm  with  the  gracious  hosts,  Barbara  and  Mike  Cronin,  generously  donating  the  use  of 
their  land,  their  time,  and  their  warm  hospitality.  Students  learned  about  the  process  of 
archaeology,  the  history  of  the  Wight  Farm,  and  studied  plants  and  animals  indigenous  to 
the  area  in  social  studies,  science  and  reading. 

Seventh  graders  were  invited  to  attend  Career  Day  at  the  Tri-County  Regional 
Vocational  Technical  High  School.  Spanish  and  French  students  attended  performances 
in  Boston.  All  English  students  read  The  Christmas  Carol  by  Charles  Dickens.  This  unit 
culminated  with  a  theater  trip  to  the  North  Shore  Music  Theater  to  view  a  live 
presentation  of  this  masterpiece. 
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One  hundred  and  sixty  five  eighth  graders  started  the  year  off  very  quickly  withi 
the  annual  interdisciplinary  unit  focused  on  the  Charles  River.  Students  reported  to  five! 
different  day  -  long  curriculum  workshops  that  included:  an  eleven  mile  bike  trip  to  tour 
historic  sites,  a  canoe  trip  along  the  Charles  River,  scientific  experiments,  graphing,  the* 
study  of  French  explorers,  poems,  and  drawings  from  the  banks  of  the  Charles. 

As  part  of  the  social  studies  curriculum,  eighth  graders  traveled  to  Salem  in  ordei 
to  look  at  the  witchcraft  hysteria  that  occurred  in  the  seventeenth  century.  Students 
enjoyed  visits  to  the  Witch  Museum,  The  Witch  Dungeons,  and  'Cry  Innocent',  a  re- 
enactment  of  a  witch  trial. 

Advisory  Program:  This  program  continued  to  grow  as  class  meetings  were 
solidly  incorporated  into  the  program.  These  provide  a  forum  for  teachers  to  discuss 
issues  with  the  students,  promote  proper  assembly  behavior,  and  recognize  students  in  a 
special  way  with  awards.  Service  projects  were  also  established  as  students  visit  the 
elderly  on  a  weekly  basis,  provided  a  dinner  for  the  elderly,  and  made  holiday  baskets. 

The  Advisory  Program  enjoyed  a  successful  year  with  its  redefined  curriculum 
and  exciting  activities.   Students  participated  in  a  multitude  of  activities  centered  around 
the  following  themes:   team  building,  study  habits,  time  management,  decision-making, 
self-esteem,  conflict  resolution,  communication,  interpersonal  relationships,  tolerance, 
and    community    service.       Focusing    on    the    later    theme,    each    grade    developed 
individualized  projects  targeting  many  different  populations.    The  sixth  grade  collected 
food  for  the  Medfield  Food  Cupboard  as  well  as  gathered  gifts  for  clients  of  the  Medfield 
State  Hospital.  Seventh  grade  students  collected  over  sixty  jackets  and  coats  for  a  Natic 
organization  that  helps  the  needy.    Eighth  grade  students  have  been  very  active  in  th< 
Medfield  community.    Over  the  past  year  they  have  given  a  dinner  for  the  residents  o 
Tilden  Village  and  delivered  homemade  holiday  gift  baskets  and  cards  for  the  residents  o 
the  Thomas  Upham  House.  Several  students  have  also  started  going  to  this  nursing  home 
on  a  weekly  basis  to  entertain  and  get  to  know  the  residents.   Students,  as  well  as  many 
Medfield  residents,  have  benefited  from  the  many  lasting  relationships  and  important  life 
skills  that  have  been  a  result  of  this  program. 

Enrichment  Program:  This  program  continues  to  grow  as  community  members 
and  business  leaders  support  us  and  provide  enriching  activities  for  our  students.  Tri- 
County  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  has  offered  to  begin  courses  after  the 
first  of  the  year.  Their  students  will  be  offering:  cosmetology,  canoeing,  stenciling,  anc 
medical  careers. 

Enrichment  activities  continued  whole-heartedly  in  1996  with  an  additional 
Career  Week  and  a  Career  Shadow  Day  for  all  eighth  grade  students.  A  luncheon  at  a 
local  restaurant  with  the  culminating  event  of  the  year  with  a  guest  presentation  from 
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Channel  5's  Liz  Brunner.  The  enrichment  program  also  continued  with  the  following 
mini-courses  offered  during  studies:  banking,  CPR,  newspaper,  internet,  financial 
planning,  art  and  music,  ham  radio,  orienteering,  sewing,  the  ACCEPT  Educational 
Collaborative,  and  the  Medfield  After-school  Program  (MAP).  In  September,  the 
Enrichment  Program  entered  its  second  year  with  the  hiring  of  a  full-time  coordinator, 
Debbie  McNamara.  This  position  will  allow  for  the  further  expansion  of  the  program 
into  the  sixth  and  seventh  grades  in  1997. 

The  first  year  of  the  Enrichment  Program  was  a  very  rewarding  and  exciting 
experience  for  all  of  its  participants.  Many  new  community  partnerships  were  formed 
and  all  of  our  students  benefited  from  the  many  resources  that  were  made  available  to 
them. 

As  the  middle  school  population  grows,  so  will  our  need  for  increased  staffing. 
We  were  very  fortunate  to  be  able  to  have  a  full  time  librarian  this  year,  as  well  as  to 
restore  some  Consumer  and  Family  Science  courses  for  our  students. 

I  want  to  thank  our  capable  Dean  of  Students,  Linda  Lola  for  all  her  help  and  the 
staff  and  parents  who  give  tirelessly  of  their  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DALE  STREET  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  principal  of  the  Dale  Street  School  for  the  1996-1997  school  year,  I  am 
delighted  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1996. 

Enrollment 

Enrollment  figures  at  Dale  Street  as  of  October  1,  1996  were  249  students  in 
grade  four  and  203  students  in  grade  five.  Average  class  size  for  grade  four  was  22.6  and 
for  grade  five  was  22.5. 

Our  projected  enrollment  figures  for  the  1997  -1998  school  year  indicate  an 
increase  of  seven  (7)  students. 

Dale  Street  Restoration  Plan 

The  Dale  Street  Restoration  Project  is  completed.  The  renovation  of  classrooms 
and  the  expansion  of  the  Library  Media  Center  was  completed  over  the  summer  (1996), 
with  a  few  follow-up  items  completed  in  the  fall.  The  primary  objectives  of  the 
Restoration  Plan,  "to  provide  quality  classroom  (instructional)  space  for  children"  and  to 
address  increased  enrollments  were  achieved.  In  addition  a  Fine  Arts  area  was  created 
for  the  Art  and  Music  programs.  The  Library  Media  Center  was  almost  doubled  in  size 
and  new  technology  has  been  effectively  integrated  into  The  Library  Media  Center 
Program. 

Personnel 

Three  new  classroom  teachers  were  hired  to  address  increasing  enrollments  at 
Dale  Street  School.  One  new  teacher  was  hired  for  grade  five  and  two  new  teachers  were 
hired  for  grade  four. 

For  the  1996-1997  school  year  we  have  nine  grade  five  classroom  teachers  and 
eleven  grade  four  classroom  teachers.  The  1997-1998  school  year  will  require  nine 
teachers  for  grade  four  and  eleven  teachers  for  grade  five. 

Curriculum  and  Instruction 

Revisions  were  made  in  the  Scope  and  Sequence  for  the  English  /Language  Arts 
and  Mathematics  programs.      The  adoption  of     K-5   core  programs  in  Math  and 
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English/Language  Arts  provides  the  elementary  schools  with  program  consistency  at  each 
grade  level  and  from  school  to  school  (K-5).  These  adoptions  were  made  after  teachers 
had  an  opportunity  to  try  out  a  number  of  different  programs.  The  extensive  input  and 
feedback  from  teachers  regarding  these  programs  was  critical  to  the  final  adoption 
process. 

Technology  was  another  focus  at  Dale  Street  School.  Through  the  cooperative 
support  of  the  CSA  and  the  regular  school  budget,  we  were  able  to  provide  twenty  new 
computers  for  our  school  to  be  used  in  classrooms  and  in  the  Library  Media  Center.  The 
opportunities  available  for  student  learning  has  been  greatly  increased  through  this 
cooperative  effort.  Teacher  training  for  the  use  of  technology  at  Dale  Street  School  is 
being  supported  through  the  use  of  Research  and  Development  Funds. 

Community  Involvement 

Throughout  the  school  year,  the  Dale  Street  School  Council  and  the  Community 
School  Association  (CSA)  has  provided  opportunities  for  parental  involvement,  with  the 
goal  of  strengthening  the  ties  between  home  and  school.  The  following  list  contains  a 
few  of  the  important  initiatives  that  resulted  from  their  efforts:

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REPORT  OF  THE  RALPH  WHEELOCK  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Please  accept  this  report  regarding  the  educational  programs  and  co-curricular 
activities  of  the  Ralph  Wheelock  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1996.  As 
principal,  this  is  my  fifth  annual  report  for  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  STAFF 

The  Wheelock  School  has  an  enrollment  of  462  students  as  of  October  1,  1996: 
255  in  grade  two  and  207  in  grade  three.  Additionally,  the  four  ACCEPT  Collaborative 
classes  housed  within  our  school  have  26  students  enrolled.  The  school  currently  houses 
eleven  sections  of  grade  two  and  ten  sections  of  grade  three.  Our  enrollment  grew  by 
sixteen  students  this  past  year,  which  resulted  in  the  addition  of  a  new  second  grade 
teacher.  We  have  also  employed  three  new  grade  three  teachers,  a  new  Health  teacher 
and  a  new  Reading  Specialist  to  fill  staff  vacancies.  Two  teaching  assistants  have  also 
been  hired  to  continue  our  model  of  inclusion. 

In  response  to  our  move  to  classroom  based  technology,  our  computer  lab  has 
been  transformed  into  a  math  resource  center  and  publishing  center.  Our  former  math  lab 
now  functions  as  a  conference  room  for  teachers  and  parents. 

PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOPMENT 

As  a  staff,  we  continue  to  develop  our  professional  skills  and  enhance  our 
instructional  programs.  Of  significance,  the  teachers  at  the  Wheelock  School  assisted  in 
the  implementation  of  a  new  Reading/Language  Arts  program  and  the  implementation  of 
a  manipulative  based  mathematics  program  for  September  of  1996.  Each  of  these 
programs  has  required  continuous  professional  planning  time.  A  course  on  using  math 
manipulatives  in  the  classroom  was  offered  during  the  summer  months.  Due  to  the 
popularity  of  the  course,  a  second  course  was  offered  in  the  fall.  We  continued  our  work 
on  inclusive  classrooms,  integration  of  outdoor  education  opportunities  and  conflict 
resolution.  A  mini-course  on  the  Dimensions  of  Learning  Framework  was  offered  to 
Wheelock  School  staff  members  in  the  winter  of  1996. 

Classroom  teachers  have  been  assisted  in  their  work  through  the  move  of  our 
computers  from  the  lab  to  each  individual  classroom.  This  was  accomplished  through  the 
financial  assistance  of  the  three  elementary  CSAs  and  the  contributions  of  MIT2.  Each 
class,  as  of  the  fall  of  1 996,  has  a  complete  workstation  consisting  of  a  MAC  with  CD- 
ROM  capabilities  and  a  printer.     Students  can  have  daily  opportunities  to  engage  in 
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technology  as  a  result.  Teachers  continue  to  review  software  for  appropriate  application 
to  our  existing  curriculum.  This  has  included  word  processing  software,  multi-media 
software  and  skill  development  software.  Our  in-house  Technology  Committee  has  made 
additional  recommendations  for  teacher  based  software. 

New  programs  for  our  staff  and  students  include  a  Transition  Day  for  students  in 
the  spring,  a  Parent  Information  Night  in  the  fall  and  a  Volunteer  Science  Lab  by  grade 
level  throughout  the  year.  We  have  provided  additional  information  regarding  the 
second  and  third  grade  curriculum  through  a  Curriculum  Highlights  brochure,  which  was 
developed  by  teachers  in  the  summer  and  distributed  at  the  Parent  Information  Night. 

COMMUNITY  INVOLVEMENT 

The  Wheelock  School  continues  to  engage  members  of  the  Medfield  community 
to  support  our  staff  and  students.  We  have  continued  our  work  with  Martha  "Mike" 
Schroeder  on  outdoor  education,  supported  by  the  work  of  our  Victory  Garden.  Ms. 
Cheryl  O'Malley,  Ms.  Janet  Entriken  and  their  many  volunteers  expanded  the  educational 
uses  of  our  Victory  Garden.  Our  WISH  Program  for  Senior  Citizens  continues  to  grow, 
with  additional  members  joining  us  for  the  1996-97  school  year.  Their  presence  in  our 
school  has  enhanced  our  educational  environment. 

The  Wheelock  School  Council  and  CSA  have  continued  to  support  our  school. 
Our  School  Improvement  Plan  for  the  1 996-97  school  year  focuses  on  Math  Literacy  and 
Community  Volunteers.  Co-chaired  by  Ms.  Rosemary  Cunningham,  the  Council  is  a 
thriving  advisory  board  to  our  school.  Under  the  leadership  of  Ms.  Maura  McNicholas 
and  Ms.  Karen  Yetra,  the  CSA  has  raised  funds  through  their  annual  Ice  Cream  Social, 
the  Fun  Fair,  Bake  Sales,  the  Harvest  Sale  and  the  New  Book  Sale.  The  contributions  of 
time  and  energy  by  our  numerous  volunteers  has  assured  a  healthy  community  at  the 
Wheelock  School. 

AWARDS  AND  RECOGNITIONS 

The  accomplishments  of  the  Wheelock  School  community  were  recognized  in  a 
variety  of  ways  during  1996.  We  received  a  Certificate  of  Achievement  to  the  children 
and  staff  at  the  Wheelock  School  for  our  support  of  the  Medfield  Food  Cupboard  in 
May.  Miss  Kate  Melchior,  a  third  grade  student,  received  the  National  School  Health 
Education  Coalition  Voice  for  Health  National  Recognition  Project  Calendar  Contest 
award  in  the  spring  of  1996.  Her  entry  was  published  in  their  1996-97  school  calendar. 
The  Wheelock  School  and  the  ACCEPT  Educational  Collaborative  received  a  $2,500 
contribution  from  the  sixth  annual  The  Newman's  Own  and  Good  Housekeeping  Recipe 
Contest  for  the  development  of  "Paul  Patchwork  Party  Pizza"  recipe.  The  funds  will  be 
used  to  enhance  both  the  Wheelock  School  and  ACCEPT  Collaborative  programs. 
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FUTURE  PLANS 

Our  plans  for  1997  include  completing  our  Teacher's  Guide  to  Outdoor 
Educational  Opportunities  at  the  Wheelock  School,  revising  our  Disabilities  Awareness 
curriculum  and  continuing  to  explore  the  concepts  of  Social  Competency.  We  look 
forward  to  contributing  to  the  community  through  fund  raising  for  the  Dwight-Derby 
House  and  through  enhancing  our  volunteer  program  through  community  involvement. 
We  also  anticipate  the  expanded  use  of  technology  within  our  school  and  the  continued 
development  of  rich  learning  experiences.  We  are  cautiously  viewing  the  continued 
growth  of  the  elementary  population  for  the  1997-98  school  year  and  anticipate  the  need 
to  add  additional  sections  of  either  second  or  third  grade.  The  question  of  burgeoning 
student  growth  is  one  which  we  will  need  to  explore  as  a  district  in  order  to  plan  to  meet 
the  needs  of  our  students.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  the  Memorial  School,  I  respectfully  submit  our  Annual  Report  for 
the  school  year  ending  December  31,  1996.   This  is  my  second  Annual  Report   for  the  j 
Town  of  Medfield. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  STAFF 

The  Integrated  Preschool  continues  at  the  Memorial  School  providing  a 
developmentally  appropriate  program  to  three  and  four  year  old  children  with  and 
without  special  needs.  The  enrollment  in  that  program  was  42  children  as  of  October  1, 
1 996  in  both  the  morning  and  afternoon  sessions. 

The  enrollment  for  kindergarten  was  220  students  as  of  October  1,  1996.  There 
were  ten  sections  of  kindergarten  with  five  classes  in  the  morning  and  five  classes  in  the 
afternoon  session.  The  average  class  size  was  22  students. 

The  first  grade  enrollment  of  233  students  was  divided  into  ten  sections,  with  an 
average  class  size  of  23  students.  This  is  a  decrease  of  one  section  from  last  year  due  to  a 
decrease  in  enrollment. 

Two  new  kindergarten  teachers  were  added  to  our  school  in  September  in 
response  to  a  retirement  and  a  leave  of  absence.  Additional  time  was  added  for  the 
learning  specialist  who  is  now  full  time.  This  increase  was  in  response  to  the  inclusion  of 
children  with  special  needs  into  all  kindergarten  and  first  grade  classes.  A  TEC 
Collaborative  Class  was  started  in  our  school  in  September.  Those  students  participate 
in  several  first  grade  classes,  with  support  from  collaborative  staff.  Teacher  aides  now 
work  full  time  in  kindergarten  classes  and  approximately  an  hour  and  one  half  each  day 
in  first  grade  classes.  These  ratios  allow  us  to  better  meet  the  developmental  needs  of 
Medfield' s  youngest  students. 


PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOPMENT 

The  staff  at  the  Memorial  School  were  all  involved  in  a  variety  of  professional 
development  activities  during  the  past  year  and  will  continue  throughout  the  upcoming 
year.  These  opportunities  are  important  for  teachers  to  learn  new  ideas  and  network 
with  other  professionals. 
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All  Memorial  School  classrooms  now  each  have  a  computer  so  teachers  have  all 
been  involved  in  a  series  of  technology  workshops  designed  to  help  them  integrate  these 
new  tools  into  the  curriculum.  Many  teachers  have  participated  in  a  math  course 
designed  to  help  increase  the  use  of  manipulatives  in  all  aspects  of  teaching  new  math 
concepts.  Teachers  have  also  been  involved  in  a  series  of  workshops  on  alternative 
assessments  so  that  they  can  continue  to  learn  about  effective  ways  to  measure  and  report 
student  progress. 

The  reading  and  language  arts  program  also  received  a  great  deal  of  attention  as 
both  kindergarten  and  grade  one  teachers  participated  in  pilot  programs  and  study  groups, 
eventually  selecting  new  programs  which  were  implemented  in  September.  Training  for 
these  new  programs  has  been  provided  to  all  classroom  teachers. 

Summer  Research  and  Development  projects  included  the  completion  of 
Curriculum  Highlights  for  parents,  planning  for  the  Parent  Information  Night  held  in 
September,  updating  the  Student/Parent  Handbook  and  rewriting  the  Faculty  Handbook. 

Upcoming  events  for  teachers  will  continue  to  provide    valuable  experiences 
for  teachers  to  improve  the  quality  of  education  provided  to  children  in  the  classroom. 


COMMUNITY  INVOLVEMENT 

Members  of  the  Memorial  School  Council  developed  a  survey  and  distributed 
it  early  in  1996  to  parents  and  staff  of  the  school.  The  results  of  this  survey  formed  the 
School  Improvement  Plan  which  was  presented  to  the  school  committee  in  June  1996. 
Topics  addressed  in  the  plan  included  improving  student  arrival  and  dismissal 
procedures,  increasing  the  integration  of  technology,  exploring  enrichment  programs  and 
examining  options  for  expanding  the  kindergarten  day. 

Our  Community  School  Association  (CSA)  continues  to  make  significant 
contributions  to  the  school  through  both  financial  support  and  volunteerism.  This  year 
their  fund  raising  efforts  have  significantly  supported  the  school  through  the  purchase  of 
additional  technology.  Other  contributions  included  classroom  materials  to  augment  the 
curriculum.  Parent  volunteers  have  provided  untold  hours  in  every  classroom,  the  media 
center  and  the  school  office  to  assist  the  staff  and  children  with  a  variety  of  activities. 
Their  efforts  are  commendable  and  deserve  much  recognition. 

Through  the  award  of  grants,  the  Medfield  Coalition  has  also  made 
valuable  contributions  to  our  school  this  year.  In  addition  to  purchasing  a  new  computer 
for  the  school,  our  proposal  for  technology  training  for  teachers  received  the  first  Thomas 
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Reis  Award  last  spring.    Other  grants  that  were  funded  provided  additional  support  for 
classroom  teachers  to  try  innovative  curriculum  in  their  classrooms. 

Several  senior  citizens  from  the  community  have  been  volunteering  at  the 
Memorial  School  again  this  year  through  Project  WISH  (Wonderful  Individuals 
Supporting  and  Helping).  This  program,  which  originated  at  the  Ralph  Wheelock  School 
three  years  ago,  has  been  successful  at  our  school  as  well.  Mrs.  Margaret  Jenkins  has 
contributed  many  hours  to  insure  the  success  of  this  valuable  program.  The  children 
enjoy  the  many  contributions  made  by  their  adoptive  grandparents. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Donna  Dragotakes  and  her  long  list  of  parent  volunteers, 
the  kindergarten  children  continued  to  benefit  from  a  hands-on  approach  to  learning 
about  scientific  inquiry.  The  science  curriculum  was  supported  by  a  science  center 
which  was  brought  to  the  Memorial  School  on  a  regular  basis.  This  program  showed 
children  how  to  experiment  with  science  in  a  laboratory-like  environment  and  was 
designed  to  complement  existing  classroom  activities  by  introducing  new  ideas, 
reinforcing  knowledge  and  stimulating  further  investigation  in  classrooms  after  the 
science  center  left  the  school.  Mrs.  Dragotakes'  dedication  has  truly  enhanced  the 
learning  of  these  young  children. 

The  Performing  Arts  Program,  under  the  direction  of  Chris  Taft,  brought  many 
different  artists  to  the  Memorial  School  to  enrich  the  educational  curriculum.  Some  of 
these  performances  included  Johnny  the  K,  Food  Play,  Ocean  World,  and  Dinosaurs  and 
Fossils.  The  children  and  staff  are  most  appreciative  of  these  programs  which  add  so 
much  to  the  positive  atmosphere  of  the  school. 

FUTURE  TRENDS 

Emphasis  will  continue  at  Memorial  School  on  developing  literacy, 
mathematics  and  science  concepts,  and  providing  opportunities  for  social  growth  in  a 
responsible  manner.  Increased  emphasis  will  continue  on  the  developing  role  of 
technology  in  the  educational  process.  Effort  will  be  made  to  investigate  ways  for 
extending  the  kindergarten  day  and  providing  increased  opportunities  for  kindergarten 
and  first  grade  children  to  learn  together.  As  an  early  childhood  center,  the  Memorial 
School  will  continue  to  stress  teaching  children  at  their  own  level  and  addressing  the 
varied  learning  styles  that  they  bring  to  their  classrooms.  In  this  way,  the  potential  of 
each  child  can  truly  be  met.

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To  support  teachers  in  providing  special  education  services  to  children  in  the 
regular  classroom,  we  have  provided  teachers  with  opportunities  to  participate  in  a  range 
of  professional  development  programs.  This  year  the  special  education  teachers,  with 
classroom  teachers,  were  trained  in  Project  Read  providing  teachers  with  a  strategy  to 
improve  written  language  skills  of  all  children. 

The  special  education  staff  has  received  a  significant  amount  of  training  devoted 
to  writing  the  revised  Individual  Education  Plans  for  children  with  special  needs  which  ^ 
we  have  begun  using  this  school  year. 

Preschool  Services/Programs 

We  continue  to  operate  four,  half-day  early  childhood  programs  at  Memorial  f1 
School.  We  have  23  four  year  old  and  20  three  year  old  children  who  are  enrolled  in  our 
integrated  preschool  programs.    These  programs  are  supported  by  tuitions  and  grant 
funding. 

As  a  member  of  the  Community  Partnership  Council,  the  preschool  program  has 
benefited  from  the  Community  Partnership  grant  funded  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  This  funding  has  provided  training  for  parents  of  young  children  and 
staff,  tuition  support  for  working  parents,  and  educational  materials  for  the  classroom. 

Guidance  Services 

At  the  high  school  our  two  counselors  have  continued  to  provide  assistance  to  our 
students  and  their  parents  as  well  as  the  high  school  staff  and  administrators.  The  new 
College  View  Search  computer  program,  updated  semi-annually,  provides  students  with 
current  information  about  colleges  and  financial  aid,  as  well  as  occupational/vocational 
information. 

The  middle  school  guidance  counselor  has  had  a  full  schedule  providing 
assistance  to  students  and  parents  including  group  counseling  to  all  classes,  and  helping 
to  coordinate  career  awareness  week.  During  the  January  Career  Week  for  eighth  graders 
over  thirty  speakers  exposed  our  students  to  myriad  career  opportunities.    On  May  1, 
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Career  Shadow  Day  for  eighth  grade  students,  1 64  students  were  placed  in  career  sites  in 
the  Medfield  and  Greater  Boston  area. 

Health  Services 

Four  full  time  nurses  and  one  part  time  school  nurse  provide  services  to  children 
in  the  school  system.  The  nurses  are  both  caring  and  conscientious  in  providing  services 
and  maintaining  a  healthy  school  environment. 

The  diverse  role  of  the  school  nurse  includes:  adherence  and  documentation  for 
state  requirements  for  immunizations,  screenings,  education,  care  for  children  with 
medical  special  needs,  participation  at  special  education  team  meetings  and  conducting 
home  visits  as  recommended  by  the  school  planning  team. 

Postural  screening  was  conducted  for  762  children  in  grades  5,6,8,  and  9.  Thirty- 
one  children  were  referred  to  their  physicians  for  further  evaluation  and,  of  that  number, 
six  had  confirmed  findings. 

Two  hundred  seventeen  youngsters  were  screened  for  kindergarten  last  year  with 
the  assistance  of  school  personnel,  trained  volunteers  and  Dr.  Stewart  Galeucia. 
Additional  volunteers  assisted  our  nurses  in  completing  vision  and  hearing  screening  for 
2,356  preschool  and  school  age  students.  As  always,  we  acknowledge  our  inability  to 
conduct  so  many  screenings  for  our  children  without  this  assistance  and  we  are  also  very 
grateful  for  the  continued  support  given  to  us  by  the  Medfield  Lions  Club. 

Personnel 

There  have  been  relatively  few  changes  in  Pupil  Services  personnel  this  school 
year. 

Ms.  Patricia  Donovan  has  replaced  Ms.  Margaret  Doherty  as  the  special  educator 
at  Memorial  School. 
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In  the  preschool  program,  Ms.  Deborah  Banas  has  joined  Ms.  Angela  Typadis, 
who  has  requested  a  half  time  reduction  in  her  time  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ATHLETIC  DIRECTOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report  as  the  Medfield  Public  Schools' 
Director  of  Athletics  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1996.  The  interscholastic  athletic 
program  provides  Medfield' s  youth  a  positive,  disciplined  and  enriching  atmosphere  in 
which  to  develop  both  as  an  athlete  and  a  person.  It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  over 
seventy-five  percent  of  the  entire  student  body  participated  in  athletics  for  the  third 
consecutive  year.  This  statistic  alone  reveals  the  integral  part  athletics  play  in  our 
community's  educational  process.  In  Medfield,  academics  and  athletics  go  hand  in  hand. 
Each  one  contributing  to  the  overall  development  of  Medfield' s  children.  We  believe  that 
athletics  not  only  builds  character,  it  reveals  it.  Personal  character  development  both  on 
and  off  the  playing  field  is  a  primary  goal  in  our  athletic  program.  Good  sportsmanship, 
as  a  participant  or  fan,  is  a  first  step  in  character  development  and  is  clearly  stated 
through  the  Medfield  High  Schools  Sportsmanship  creed,  "A  Tradition  of 
Sportsmanship."

All  of  our  interscholastic  teams  participate  in  the  Tri- Valley  League  which 
consists  of  Ashland,  Bellingham,  Dover-Sherborn,  Holliston,  Hopkinton,  Medfield, 
Medway,  Millis  and  Westwood.  Medfield  is  currently  ranked  fourth  in  the  TVL  in  total 
enrollment,  grades  nine  through  twelve.  The  league  is  highly  competitive  in  all  sports, 
boys  and  girls.  Tri-Valley  teams  traditionally  are  quite  successful  in  state  tournament 
play. 

Our  athletic  highlights  begin  with  the  winter  season,  1995-96.  Girls  basketball 
coming  in  at  13-7,  qualified  for  state  tournament  play  for  the  seventh  year  in  a  row. 
They  reached  the  sectional  quarter  finals  under  first  year  coach  Jack  Dunn.  Our  boys 
enjoyed  a  banner  year,  winning  the  TVL,  the  Viking  Christmas  Tournament  for  the  third 
consecutive  year  and  our  own  Medfield  Hoop  Classic.  They  finished  at  1 8-2  and  were 
sectional  semi-finalists.  Girls  indoor  track  was  second  in  the  TVL,  placed  four  team 
members  on  the  All  League  Team  and  placed  fifth  in  the  State  Class  D  Championships  in 
February.  Our  boys  indoor  track  team  won  the  League  Championship  for  the  second  year 
in  a  row,  finishing  undefeated.  Highlights  include  a  new  school  record  in  the  600  by  Jeff 
Mohan  and  placing  nine  runners  on  the  All  League  Team.  Our  ice  hockey  team  just 
missed  state  qualification  for  what  would  have  been  the  fourth  year  in  a  row.  We  say 
goodbye  and  thank  you  to  Mark  Trivett  after  six  years  of  exciting  hockey  teams. 

The  spring  of  1996  proved  to  be  very  exciting.  Baseball  finished  17-3  and  won 
the  TVL  Championship.   Brian  Chase  was  named  the  league  MVP  while  posting  a  0.95 
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ERA.  Softball,  with  a  strong  three  out  of  four  run  at  season's  end,  just  missed  a 
tournament  berth  and  finished  in  fifth  place.  Boys  volleyball,  competing  in  the  Eastern 
Alliance  Conference,  placed  fourth  and  had  three  players  named  to  the  All  Star  Team. 
Golf,  in  only  its  second  year,  came  in  at  14-4  and  third  in  the  TVL.  Second  year  All  Star, 
Greg  Flynn,  was  voted  the  League  Sportsman  Award  by  the  coaches.  Our  girls  tennis 
team  at  11-5  reached  the  quarter  finals  of  sectional  play.  Highlights  include  defeating 
perennial  power  Westwood  twice.  The  boys  team  qualified  for  tournament  play  for  the  I 
sixth  consecutive  year  and  finished  a  strong  fourth  in  the  TVL.  Boys  track  carried  their 
winter  success  into  spring,  ending  7-1  and  earning  a  league  co-championship.  Senior, 
Jeff  Mohan,  was  the  State  Class  D  Champion  in  the  300  IH  (40.2).  Eleven  individuals 
earned  All  League  Honors.  Our  girls  track  also  finished  7-1  dropping  only  a  very  close 
meet  to  Holliston.  Ryan  Shean  was  the  All  Class  State  Champion  in  the  300M  Hurdles 
and  Uzo  Aduba  was  Class  D  State  Champion  in  the  100M  Dash.  We  placed  eleven  girls 
on  the  TVL  All  Star  Team. 

Fall  1996  was  filled  with  success  for  Warrior  teams.  Girls  volleyball  placed 
second  in  the  TVL  with  a  16-4  season  mark.  They  marched  to  the  Central  Massachusetts 
Finals  for  the  third  consecutive  year.  We  believe  that  is  unprecedented  for  any 
Medfield  High  School  team.  The  football  team  a.k.a.  the  "Road  Warriors"  played  a  tough 
ten  games  away  because  of  field  renovations.  The  big  Thanksgiving  Day  game  against 
Dover- Sherborn  was  inspirational.  A  20-20  tie,  after  entering  the  game  considerable 
underdogs.  Bob  Tempesta  and  Tom  Roache  were  named  Homecoming  and  Thanksgiving 
MVP's,  respectfully.  Field  hockey  had  a  wonderful  season,  finishing  in  second  place 
with  a  12-3-1  mark.  They  advanced  to  the  sectional  semi-finals  and  welcome  back  most 
of  their  players  next  year.  Boys  soccer  qualified  again  for  tournament  play,  ending  the 
regular  season  13-4-1  and  third  place  in  the  TVL.  They  advanced  to  the  South  Semi- 
finals before  bowing  out  in  overtime.  Our  girls'  program  missed  tournament  play, 
dropping  five  of  their  games  by  one  goal.  Captain  Bethany  Pantuck  became  the  first 
girls  soccer  player  from  Medfield  to  be  named  to  the  All  State  Team.  Congratulations 
Bethany!!  Both  our  boys  and  girls  cross  country  teams  had  fine  seasons.  The  girls 
finishing  second  and  the  boys  third  in  the  TVL.  Both  placed  second  in  the  league  meet  in 
November. 

Sports  recognition  evenings  in  November,  March  and  May  were  well  attended 
and  enthusiastically  received.  The  annual  All  Sports  Banquet,  sponsored  by  the  Medfield 
Boosters  was  held  in  early  June  at  Glen  Ellen  Country  Club  in  Millis.  An  audience  of 
over  600  student  athletes,  coaches  and  parents  were  treated  to  a  very  special  evening, 
including  the  presentation  of  the  second  Thomas  Reis  Sportsmanship  Award  presented  to 
Senior  Kathryn  Vozzella.  At  the  banquet,  in  addition  to  the  individual  sport  MVP 
awards,  Elizabeth  McKeever  and  Brian  Polagye  were  named  the  1996-97  Scholar  Athlete 
recipients.  Medfield  High  School's  "Wall  of  Fame"  1996  inductees  included:  Lori 
Woodlock,  Class  of  1978;  Robert  Hyland,  Class  of  1986;  Jacqueline  Davis,  Class  of 
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1989;    and  Todd  Farrell, 
addressed  the  audience.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOOD  SERVICES  DIRECTOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  this  Annual  Report  for  the  Food  Service 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1996. 

Promoting  good  health  and  nutrition  has  always  been  a  concern.  Government 
regulations  require  that  a  lunch  must  follow  the  Daily  Dietary  Guidelines  and  be  available 
to  all  school  children. 

The  Medfield  Public  Schools'  kitchens  are  especially  concerned  with  the  fat 
content  in  the  weekly  menus.  We  oven  bake;  we  do  not  fry  our  food.  Our  schools  offer  a 
variety  of  milk  (whole,  1%,  2%;  skim  and  chocolate,  .5%). 

Weekly  menus  are  balanced  with  school-made  products,  prepared  foods  and  the 
use  of  government  commodities.  We  offer  meals  that  are  pleasing  to  the  students  as 
well  as  meals  that  will  be  nutritionally  healthy. 

The  prepaid  meal  ticket  is  offered  by  the  year,  half  year  or  monthly.  Thii 
continues  to  be  a  success  and  is  helpful  for  working  parents.
